AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  GREAT  BRITAIN  AND  NORWAY 

(Extract  from  the  London  Gazette  of  the  17th  September,  1926 )

WITH  reference  to  the  agreement  between  His  Majesty’s  Government  and 
the  Norwegian  Government  for  the  reciprocal  notification  of  certain 
particulars  respecting  lunatics,  which  was  published  in  the  London  Gazette  of 
20th  June,  1924,  the  terms  of  this  agreement  have  now  by  a  further  exchange  of 
notes  been  made  applicable  as  from  the  1st  instant  (August),  in  respect  of  the 
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Dominion  of  Canada,  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia,  the  Dominion  of  New 
Zealand,  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  the  Irish  Free  State  and  Newfoundland,  in 
the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  conditions  as  they  apply  between  Great 
Britain  and  Norway,  subject  to  any  modifications  as  regards  procedure  which 
experience  may  show  to  be  advisable.

(9)  Name  of  the  person  or  authority  at  whose  request  the  patient  is 
admitted  to  the  asylum. 

(10)  If  the  patient  is  admitted  under  a  doctor’s  certificate,  the  date  when 
that  certificate  was  issued,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  doctor. 

(11)  Condition  of  the  patient,  whether  the  same  permits  a  removal  to  the 
home  country  and  how  many  attendants  would  be  required  for  the  transport 
home.

AUTHORITY  OF  FINNISH  CONSULS  IN  CANADA  TO  RECEIVE 
ESTATES  OF  DECEASED  FINNISH  CITIZENS

Sir: — The  Finnish  Consul-General  at  Montreal  has  reported  to  my  Govern¬ 
ment  that  the  Canadian  Authorities  have  declined  to  hand  over  to  the  Finnish 
Consuls  the  property  left  by  deceased  Finnish  citizens  in  the  Dominion,  on  the 
ground  that  they  are  unaware  that  the  Finnish  Consuls  are  empowered  to  take 
charge  of  such  property. 

As  is  apparent  from  the  attached  copy  of  Art.  36  of  the  Finnish  Statute 
concerning  Legations  and  Consulates,  a  Finnish  Consul  is  authorized  to  receive 
any  property  left  by  Finnish  citizens,  deceased  within  his  district,  in  the  absence 
of  legal  heirs  or  other  duly  authorized  person. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  my  Government  I,  therefore, 
have  the  honour  to  request  that  this  fact  may  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Canadian  authorities  concerned.

Statute  Concerning  Legations  and  Consulates 
Given  in  Helsinki,  the  31st  of  December,  1925. 

Art.  36 

When  a  Finnish  citizen  dies  abroad,  the  property  left  will  be  administered 
in  accordance  with  international  agreements  or  with  the  local  law.  If  not 
otherwise  provided  for  in  an  agreement  or  in  the  local  law,  the  Consul,  within 
whose  sphere  of  action  the  property  is,  and  in  the  case  of  there  being  no  heir  or 
other  duly  authorized  person,  shall  take  temporary  charge  of  the  property, 
cause  an  inventory  to  be  made,  forward  the  inventory  to  the  Ministry  for 
Foreign  Affairs,  and  take  further  necessary  measures  with  regard  to  proper  care 
of  the  estate.  No  legal  heir  having  given  any  instructions  as  to  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  estate  within  six  months  from  the  date  when  the  Consul  has  taken 
charge  of  the  property,  he  shall  try  to  realize  the  property  as  advantageously  as 
possible  remitting  the  proceeds  and  giving  an  account  of  the  case  to  the  Ministry 
for  Foreign  Affairs. 
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Property  left  by  deceased  sailors  may  however  be  sold,  except  such  effects 
as  might  be  of  a  sentimental  value  to  the  heirs,  or  sent  home,  according  to 
circumstances,  without  awaiting  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  six  months. 

In  such  countries  where  the  charge  of  property  left  devolves  upon  the  local 
authorities  the  Consul  shall  however  inform  them  of  the  death  and,  as  far  as 
possible,  see  that  the  rights  of  absent  heirs  are  protected  and  receive  and  forward 
to  the  heirs  their  respective  shares  of  the  inheritance  if  any.  He  shall  report 
the  case  of  death  to  the  Ministry. 

If  a  foreigner,  of  whom  the  Consul  knows  or  has  reason  to  believe  that  he 
has  an  heir  or  heirs  in  Finland,  dies  within  his  district  the  Consul  shall  try  to 
obtain  information  about  the  estate  and  report  the  case  to  the  Ministry  for 
Foreign  Affairs. 

The  Consul  shall  every  half  year  report  to  the  Ministry  proceedings  and 
measures  taken  by  him  with  regard  to  property  left  by  deceased  citizens. 

Provisions  3,  4,  5,  apply  also  to  estate  passing  under  Will. 

The  Diplomatic  Agent  may  take  a  hand  in  the  matter,  the  Consul  otherwise 
being  the  officer  in  charge  thereof,  if  he  in  view  of  the  extraordinary  importance 
of  a  particular  case,  wishes  to  do  so.  The  Consul-General  possesses  similar  rights 
in  a  case  where  a  Consul  of  lower  rank  is  concerned.

ORDERS  IN  COUNCIL 

Commonwealth  of  Australia. — By  Order  in  Council  of  25th  June,  1926, 
the  benefit  of  the  British  Preferential  Tariff  on  raisins  and  dried  currants  enumer¬ 
ated  in  item  99c  was  withdrawn  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia; 

His  Excellency  in  Council  was  further  pleased  to  order  that  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  the  said  benefit  should  not  interfere  with  the  operation  of  the  provisions 
of  The  Australian  Trade  Agreement  Act,  1925.

Exportation  of  Cotton  and  Furs. — By  Order  in  Council  of  7th  July, 
1926,  the  Order  in  Council  of  October  30,  1915,  which  prohibited  the  exportation 
from  Canada  to  foreign  destinations  in  Europe  other  than  France,  Russia 
(except  through  Baltic  ports),  Italy,  Spain  and  Portugal,  of: — 

All  manufactures  and  products  of  cotton  except  cotton  waste  which 

remains  prohibited  to  all  foreign  destinations  and  cotton  lace; 

Furs  dressed  or  undressed  and  manufactures  thereof, 
was  cancelled  as  having  been  in  force  as  a  War  Measures  Act,  no  object  was  at 
present  served  thereby.

Gold  Coast,  Lagos  and  other  Possessions  West  of  the  Niger.  By 
Order  in  Council  of  22nd  March,  1927,  the  benefit  of  the  British  Preferential 
Tariff  was  withdrawn  from  the  British  colonies  of  the  Gold  Coast,  Lagos  and 
the  other  British  possessions  to  the  west  of  the  Niger,  on  cocoa  beans,  not 
roasted,  crushed  or  ground,  and  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  publication  of 
this  Order  in  Council  in  The  Canada  Gazette ,  it  was  provided  that  the  Intermediate 
Tariff  shall  apply  to  the  said  goods  the  produce  of  the  said  British  colonies.

Czechoslovakia.  By  Order  in  Council  of  22nd  December,  1926,  the 
benefit  of  the  Intermediate  Tariff  was  extended  to  goods,  the  produce  or  manu¬ 
facture  of  Czechoslovakia,  when  conveyed  without  transhipment  from  a  port 
of  Czechoslovakia  or  from  a  port  of  a  country  in  which  Czechoslovakia  has 
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definite  rights  under  a  treaty  to  which  Canada  is  a  party,  or  from  a  port  of  a 
country  enjoying  the  benefits  of  the  Preferential  Tariff  or  of  the  Intermediate 
Tariff.

FISHERY  REGULATIONS 

Dominion  Parks. — P.C.  966,  25th  June,  1926. — Ordered  that  the  regulations 
respecting  Fishing  in  Dominion  Parks  as  approved  by  Order  in  Council  on  the 
30th  March,  1925  (P.C.  450),  be  amended  as  follows) — • 

Section  10  of  the  said  regulations  is  hereby  rescinded  and  the  following 
substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — 

10.  In  angling  or  trolling  for  cut-throat  or  rainbow  trout  a  gang  of 
hooks  shall  not  be  used,  nor  shall  more  than  three  hooks  be  used  on  any 
line,  and  such  hooks  shall  be  a  sufficient  distance  apart  to  prevent  fish 
being  hooked  on  more  than  one  at  the  same  time. 

Section  21  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  sub-clause: 

(a)  The  Minister  may,  from  time  to  time,  permit  the  taking  of  any 
species  of  game  fish  from  any  waters  during  any  period  outside  the  regular 
season,  whenever  it  is  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  that 
such  game  fish  are  in  excess  of  a  reasonable  and  proper  number  or  are 
likely  to  become  injurious  to  other  game  fish  or  the  propagation  of  game  fish 
in  such  waters. 

Section  22  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  sub-clause: 

(a)  Any  person  with  tackle  in  the  act  of  fishing,  whether  or  not  he  has 
actually  caught  any  fish,  and  any  person  in  possession  of  fishing  tackle 
within  an  area  where  fishing  is  prohibited,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  infraction 
of  these  regulations.

New  Brunswick. — P.C.  1086,  13th  July,  1926. — Ordered,  that  subsection 
7  of  section  17  of  the  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  province  of  New  Bruns¬ 
wick,  which  subsection  was  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  August  7,  1924,  be 
rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof, — 

7. — No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  nets  of  any  kind 
in  tidal  waters  from  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year  to  the  last  day 
of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive,  excepting  in  such  waters 
of  the  St.  John  River  and  in  non-tidal  waters  where  fishing  is  permissible, 
no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  nets  of  any  kind  from  the 
sixteenth  day  of  August  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following, 
both  days  inclusive. 

Subsection  9  of  section  17  of  the  said  regulations,  which  subsection  was 
adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  August  27th,  1923,  is  rescinded  and  the  following 
substituted  therefor, — 

9. — Fishing  for  and  catching  salmon  by  angling  shall  be  permissible 
from  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  May  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  in 
each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  excepting  in  the  waters  of  the  Restigouche 
river  and  its  tributaries  where  such  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the 
first  of  April  to  the  fifteenth  of  August  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive; 
provided  that  in  the  Upsalquitch  and  Quatawamkedgwick  rivers  and  their 
branches  and  the  portion  of  the  Restigouche  river  in  front  of  and  above 
the  mouth  of  the  Quatawamkedgwick  river  such  angling  shall  be  permissible 
from  the  first  of  May  to  the  thirty-first  of  August  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive;  provided  further  that  the  Inspector  of  Fisheries  for  a  district 
may  grant  permission  to  fish  for  and  catch  salmon  by  angling  at  any  time 
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after  the  end  of  March  in  each  year  in  any  stream  or  portion  of  any  stream 

where  he  finds  that  the  salmon  at  such  time  are  in  good  condition  for  food.

New  Brunswick. — P.C.  1361,  2nd  September,  1926. — Ordered,  that  sub¬ 
section  7  of  section  17  of  the  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  Province  of  New 
Brunswick,  which  was  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  July  13,  1926,  be 
amended  so  as  to  allow  salmon  net  fishing  to  be  carried  on  in  the  St.  John  river 
during  the  present  year  until  August  31st  inclusive  and  that  thereafter  such 
fishing  shall  cease  on  the  15th  day  of  August  in  each  year.

Prince  Edward  Island. — P.C.  1401,  21st  September,  1926. — Ordered, 
that  for  the  present  year  only  subsection  3  of  section  15  of  the  special  fishery 
regulations  for  the  province  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  which  subsection  was 
adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  August  7,  1924,  be  amended  so  as  to  allow 
salmon  fishing  up  to  and  including  September  tenth.

United  States  Fishing  Vessels.— P.C.  1775,  10th  November,  1926. — 
Ordered,  that  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  be  authorized  to  issue 
licenses  to  United  States  fishing  vessels  on  the  Pacific  Coast  of  Canada,  which 
will  permit  them,  during  the  ensuing  calendar  year  (1927)  to  enter  any  port  in 
British  Columbia  for  the  following  purposes,  or  any  of  them:— 

1.  To  purchase  bait,  ice,  nets,  lines,  coal,  oil,  provisions  and  all  other 

supplies  and  outfits. 

2.  To  ship  crews. 

3.  To  land  their  catches  without  the  payment  of  duty,  and, — 

(a)  Tranship  them  in  bond  to  any  port  in  the  United  States; 

(b)  Sell  them  in  bond  to  such  local  dealer  or  dealers  as  may  be 
properly  authorized  therefor  by  the  Minister  of  Customs  and  Excise, 
which  dealers  shall  export  the  same  in  compliance  with  the  bonding 
requirements; 

(c )  Sell  them  for  use  in  Canada  on  payment  of  the  duty. 

The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  vessel.

Nova  Scotia. — P.C.  1779,  10th  November,  1926. — Ordered,  that  the  special 
fishery  regulations  for  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  be  amended  by  the  addition 
of  the  following  subsection  to  section  33  thereof: — • 

Seining  Regulations — Herring  Cove  Seining  District,  Halifax  County,  N.S. 

7. — The  Herring  Cove  district,  including  the  coast  waters  of  the  county 
of  Halifax  from  “Crowley’s  Point,”  so-called,  on  the  south  to  “Holy  Stone,” 
so-called,  on  the  north,  both  inclusive,  shall  be  established  as  a  seining  district, 
and  to  it  the  following  regulations  shall  apply  instead  of  those  provided  in  the 
previous  portion  of  this  section: 

(a)  All  berths  shall  run  in  an  east-northea*st  direction  and  shall  not  extend 
beyond  twenty-five  fathoms  from  high  water  mark  on  shore. 

(b )  From  August  first  to  November  twentieth,  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive,  no  one  shall  fish  with  a  seine  in  this  district  except  under  license  from 
the  minister.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

(c )  Licenses  for  the  different  berths  in  this  district  shall  be  drawn  for  each 
season  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  which  meeting  shall  be  called  by 
the  local  fishery  officer  during  the  last  week  in  July  of  each  year. 

(d)  At  the  aforesaid  meeting  a  Fishermen’s  Committee  consisting  of  three 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  resident  fishermen  present  for  the  purposes 
of  assisting  the  fishery  officer  in  the  drawing  and  to  advise  him  in  any  matters 
pertaining  to  the  operation  of  the  seine  berths. 
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(e)  To  be  entitled  to  draw,  an  applicant  must  be  present  or  have  a  repre¬ 
sentative  present  at  the  meeting,  and  such  applicant  or  representative  must  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  resident  fishermen  present;  Provided  that  the 
aforesaid  Fishermen’s  Committee  may  recommend  to  the  local  fishery  officer 
that  a  license  be  issued  to  any  fisherman  who  comes  into  possession  of  the 
required  fishing  gear  to  entitle  him  to  a  draw,  after  the  meeting  is  held. 

(f )  To  qualify  for  a  seine  license,  an  applicant  must  be  in  possession  of  a 
net  not  less  than  fifty  fathoms  in  length  and  six  fathoms  in  depth  in  the  bunt, 
which  for  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  will  be  known  as  a  seine. 

(g)  Each  fisherman  who  is  successful  in  drawing  a  berth  shall,  upon  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  license  fee,  have  issued  to  him  a  license  which  shall  entitle  him  to 
occupy  the  berth  named  therein  on  the  date  seine  fishing  commences. 

(h)  The  seine  fishing  season  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  August 
and  shall  terminate  on  the  twentieth  day  of  November  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive,  and  during  this  period  no  nets  nor  fishing  apparatus  of  any  kind  not 
under  license,  shall  be  set  or  used  within  one  hundred  fathoms  of  high  water 
mark  on  shore  along  the  portion  of  the  coast  where  seine  berths  are  being 
operated ; 

Provided  that  for  a  period  of  one  month  from  a  date  to  be  set  by  the  afore¬ 
said  Fishermen’s  Committee,  herring  gill-nets  may  be  operated  anywhere  within 
the  seining  district  excepting  within  a  radius  of  twenty-five  fathoms  from  the 
peak  or  outer  point  of  a  licensed  seine. 

(i)  Each  license  shall  move  his  seine  one  berth  north,  not  later  than  six 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day,  during  the  seining  season,  until  the  northern¬ 
most  berth,  which  shall  be  known  as  “Holy  Stone,”  is  reached,  from  which 
berth  he  shall  move  to  the  southernmost  berth,  which  shall  be  known  as  “Crow¬ 
ley’s  Point,”  and  proceed  again  in  a  like  manner.

New  Brunswick. — P.C.  1781,  11th  November,  1926. — Ordered,  that: 

1.  Paragraph  (a)  of  subsection  1  of  section  1  of  the  special  fishery 
regulations  for  the  province  of  New  Brunswick,  which  were  adopted  by  Order 
in  Council  of  April  26th,  1922,  be  rescinded,  and  the  following  substituted 
in  lieu  thereof: — 

(a)  Bass  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  by  means  of  seines, 
the  meshes  of  bass  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches,  extension 
measure,  when  in  use. 

(aa)  No  bass  measuring  less  than  twelve  inches  in  length  from  the  tip 
of  the  nose  to  the  end  of  the  tail,  whether  caught  by  angling  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  retained.  All  bass  under  the  aforesaid  length  shall  be  immediately 
returned  to  the  water  alive  and,  if  possible,  uninjured  by  the  person  catch¬ 
ing  it. 

2.  Subsection  2  of  section  17  of  the  aforesaid  regulations,  which  subsection

Regulations  Amended. — P.C.  1017,  26th  June,  1926. — Ordered,  that  the 
Regulations  as  established  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  29th  June,  1925  (P.C. 
1012),  be  amended  as  follows: — 

1.  Section  (2)  under  the  caption — Close  Seasons,  is  hereby  rescinded,  and 
the  following  substituted  therefor — 

Open  and  Close  Season 

2.  No  person  shall  kill,  hunt,  capture,  injure,  take  or  molest  any  migratory 
game  birds  except  during  the  following  periods  in  the  various  provinces.  (For 
restrictions  upon  sale  see  Sec.  8.) 

Ducks ,  Geese,  Brant,  Rails 

In  Prince  Edward  Island — September  1  to  December  14,  both  dates  in¬ 
clusive. 

In  New  Brunswick — except  the  islands  in  the  Grand  Manan  Group  in  the 
province  of  New  Brunswick,  September  15  to  December  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  islands  in  the  Grand  Manan  group,  in  the  Province  of  New  Bruns¬ 
wick — October  15  to  January  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Quebec — September  1  to  December  15,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Ontario — September  1  to  December  15,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  northwest  Territories  and  Yukon  Territory — September  1  to  Decem¬ 
ber  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Ducks,  Geese,  Brant,  Coots 

In  British  Columbia  (Northern  and  Eastern  Districts) — September  15  to 
December  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Ducks,  Coots 

In  British  Columbia  (Western  District) — October  15  to  January  31,  both 
dates  inclusive.

In  Shelburne  and  Queens  Counties,  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  to 
persons  holding  a  license  from  the  Minister — November  1  to  February  14,  both 
dates  inclusive.

In  Manitoba — September  15  to  November  30,  except  that  in  that  portion 
of  the  Province  lying  to  the  north  of  the  53rd  parallel  of  latitude  the  open  season 
on  ducks  shall  be  from  September  1  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Saskatchewan — September  15  to  December  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Alberta — September  15  to  December  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Shore  Birds  or  Waders,  including  only  the  following:  Woodcock,  Wilson’s 
or  Jacksnipe,  and  the  Greater  and  Lesser  Yellowlegs. 

In  Prince  Edward  Island — September  1  to  November  30,  both  dates 
inclusive,  except  that  on  Woodcock  and  Wilson’s  or  Jacksnipe  the  open  season 
shall  be  from  September  15  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick — September  15  to  November  30,  both 
dates  inclusive,  except  that  on  Woodcock  and  Wilson’s  or  Jacksnipe  the  open 
season  shall  be  from  October  1  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Quebec — September  1  to  December  15,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Ontario — September  1  to  December  15,  both  dates  inclusive,  except  that 
on  Woodcock  the  open  season  shall  be  from  September  15  to  November  30, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Saskatchewan — September  15  to  December  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Alberta — September  15  to  December  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  British  Columbia  (Northern  and  eastern  districts) — September  15  to 
December  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  British  Columbia  (Western  district) — October  15  to  January  31,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

In  the  Northwest  Territories  and  Yukon  Territories — September  1  to 
December  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Shore  birds  or  Waders,  including  only  the  following:  Wilson’s  or 

Jacksnipe. 

In  Manitoba — September  15  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided,  however,  that  Indians  and  Eskimos  may  take  scoters,  or  “Siwash 
Ducks”  for  food  at  any  time  of  the  year,  but  scoters  so  taken  shall  not  be  sold. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  or  any  other  regulation,  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Northern, 
Eastern  and  Western  Districts. 

Northern  District  shall  mean  and  include  the  Electoral  District  of  Atlin 
and  all  that  portion  of  the  province  situated  and  lying  to  the  north  of  the  line 
of  the  Canadian  National  Railway  between  Yellowhead  Pass  and  Prince  Rupert. 

Eastern  District  shall  mean  and  include  all  that  portion  of  the  province 
situated  and  lying  to  the  east  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  range  and  south 
of  the  line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway  between  Yellowhead  Pass  and 
Prince  Rupert,  and  including  that  portion  of  the  Provincial  Electoral  District 
of  Lillooet,  situate  and  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south,  astron¬ 
omic,  of  Alta  Lake  Railway  Station  on  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway. 

Western  District  shall  mean  and  include  all  that  portion  of  the  province 
situated  and  lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Range  and  South 
of  the  Electoral  District  of  Atlin,  and  excluding  that  portion  of  the  Provincial 
Electoral  District  of  Lillooet,  situate  and  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn  north 
and  south,  astronomic,  of  Alta  Lake  Railway  Station  on  the  Pacific  Great 
Eastern  Railway. 

2.  Section  (6)  is  hereby  rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 
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Close  Season  on  Wood  Duck  and  Eider  Duck 

6.  A  close  season  shall  continue  on  Wood  Duck  and  Eider  Duck  until 
the  thirty-first  day  of  January,  1927,  except  that  in  the  Yukon  Territory, 
Northwest  Territories  and  that  part  of  the  province  of  Ontario  lying  north 
of  the  Quebec,  Cochrane,  Winnipeg  line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway, 
Eider  Duck  may  be  taken  in  the  open  season  allowed  under  section  (2)  of 
these  regulations. 

Close  Season  on  Blackbellied  and  Golden  Plover 

(a)  A  close  season  shall  continue  on  Blackbellied  and  Golden  Plover 
until  the  thirty-first  day  of  January,  1929. 

3.  Section  (8)  under  the  caption — Sale  of  Migratory  Game  Birds,  is  hereby 
rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

Prohibition  of  sale  of  game  birds 

8.  In  the  Provinces  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  Nova  Scotia,  New 
Brunswick,  Ontario,  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  and  British 
Columbia,  no  person  shall  sell,  expose  for  sale,  offer  for  sale,  buy,  trade  or 
traffic  in  any  migratory  game  bird;  and  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  no 
person  shall  sell,  expose  for  sale,  offer  for  sale,  buy,  trade  or  traffic  in  any 
migratory  game  bird  except,  however,  that  ducks  only  may  be  sold  during 
the  open  season  hereunder;  and  in  the  Northwest  Territories  and  Yukon 
Territory  no  person  shall  sell,  expose  for  sale,  offer  for  sale,  buy,  trade  or 
traffic  in  any  migratory  game  bird,  except  during  the  open  season 
provided  for  such  birds  hereunder. 

4.  Section  (9)  under  the  caption:  Possession  of  Migratory  Game  Birds 
which  were  legally  taken  in  the  Open  Season  during  the  Close  Season  following, 
is  hereby  rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

9.  Migratory  game  birds  killed  during  the  season  when  the  killing  of 
such  birds  is  legal  may  be  possessed  during  the  following  periods  in  the 
various  provinces,  but  the  onus  of  proof  that  birds  possessed  under  this 
section  were  lawfully  killed  shall  be  on  the  person  having  such  birds  in 
possession. 

In  Prince  Edward  Island:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided 
up  to  and  including  January  31  next  following. 

In  Nova  Scotia:  For  one  month  after  the  close  of  the  open  season 
provided,  except  that  in  Shelburne  and  Queens  Counties  geese  may  be 
possessed  from  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and  including 
the  last  day  of  February  next  following. 

In  New  Brunswick:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up 
to  and  including  January  31,  next  following,  except  that  in  the  Grand 
Manan  group  such  birds  may  be  possessed  from  the  close  of  the  open 
season  provided  up  to  and  including  the  last  day  of  February  next 
following. 

In  Quebec:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and 
including  March  31,  next  following. 

In  Ontario:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and 
including  March  31,  next  following. 

In  Manitoba:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and 
including  March  31,  next  following. 

In  Saskatchewan:  From  the  close  or  the  open  season  provided  up 
to  and  including  the  last  day  of  February,  next  following. 

In  Alberta:  From  the  close  of  the  open  season  provided  up  to  and 
including  March  31,  next  following. 

In  the  Northwest  Territories  and  Yukon  Territory:  From  the  close  of 
the  open  season  provided  up  to  and  including  April  14,  next  following. 

In  British  Columbia:  for  14  days  after  the  close  of  the  open  season. 
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Provided,  however,  that  in  British  Columbia  no  person  shall  have 
any  migratory  game  birds  or  any  parts  thereof,  in  any  shop,  public  market, 
storehouse,  warehouse,  restaurant,  hotel,  clubhouse,  camp,  or  any  other 
places  where  merchandise  is  being  sold  or  where  meals  are  being  served  to 
the  public;  or,  upon  any  delivery  cart  or  wagon  in  use  for  or  belonging 
thereto,  or  upon  any  dining  car  belonging  to  any  railway  company,  or  in 
any  galley  or  dining-room  of  any  vessel,  or  among  the  ship’s  stores  of  any 
vessel. 

5.  Section  (10),  under  the  caption:  Bag  Limits,  is  hereby  rescinded  and 
the  following  substituted  therefor: — - 

10.  No  person  shall  kill  during  any  day,  or  during  any  season,  migra¬ 
tory  game  birds  in  the  various  provinces  in  excess  of  the  number  set  forth 
as  follows: — 

In  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island,  Quebec, 
Ontario,  Northwest  Territories  and  Yukon  Territory,  in  any  day  (except 
that  in  Ontario  no  person  shall  kill  in  any  one  season  in  excess  of  200  ducks). 

Bag  Limits  for  Certain  Birds 

Ducks — Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Geese — Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Brant — Fifteen. 

Rails,  coots  and  gallinules — Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Greater  and  Lesser  Yellow-legs — Fifteen  in  the  aggregate. 

Wilson’s  snipe  or  jacksnipe — Twenty-five. 

Woodcock — Ten. 

In  Manitoba  in  any  day: — 

Ducks — Twenty  before  October  1,  and  40  thereafter  in  the  aggregate 
of  all  kinds. 

Geese — Ten  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds.

Wilson’s  snipe  or  jack  snipe — Twenty-five. 

And  in  Manitoba  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  two  hundred  ducks.

WHEREAS  it  appears  by  message  from  His  Excellency  Preamble 
the  Right  Honourable  Viscount  Willingdon,  etc.,

3.  And  whereas  there  remained  on  the  thirtieth  day 
of  November,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-six, 
unborrowed  and  negotiable  of  the  loans  authorized  by 
Parliament  for  the  construction  of  public  works  and  for 
general  purposes,  the  following  sum: — 

For  public  works  and  general  purposes  $177,513,351.37. 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  to  make  provision  for  retiring 
maturing  loans  raised  for  war  or  demobilization  purposes 
and  other  maturing  loans  and  obligations  of  Canada; 

Therefore  it  is  declared  and  enacted,  that  the  Governor 
in  Council  may  authorize  the  raising  of  the  sum  above 
mentioned  as  required  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  maturing 
loans  raised  for  war  or  demobilization  purposes  and  other 
maturing  loans  and  obligations  of  Canada,  and  for  public

An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money 
for  the  public  service  of  the  financial  years  ending 
respectively  the  31st  March,  1926,  and  the  31st  March, 
1927. 


[Assented  to  18th  February,  1927.] 
Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

WHEREAS  it  appears  by  messages  from  His  Excellency 
the  Right  Honourable  Viscount  Willingdon,  etc.,  etc., 
Governor  General  of  Canada,  and  the  estimates  accom¬ 
panying  the  said  messages,  that  the  sums  hereinafter  men¬ 
tioned  are  required  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  public 
service  of  Canada,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  for  the 
financial  years  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-six,  and  the  thirty-first 
day  of  March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  the  public 
service:  May  it  therefore  please  Your  Majesty  that  it  may 
be  enacted,  and  be  it  enacted  by  the  King’s  Most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  that: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Appropriation  Act, 
No.  2,  1926-27. 

2.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund 
there  may  be  paid  and  applied  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  the 
whole  two  million,  seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
thousand,  three  hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  and 
thirty-five  cents  towards  defraying  the  several  charges  and 
expenses  of  the  public  service,  from  the  first  day  of  April, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five,  to  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
six,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  being  the  amount  of 
each  of  the  several  items  set  forth  in  Schedule  A  to  this  Act.

An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  a  certain  sum  of  money 
for  the  public  service  of  the  financial  year  ending 
the  31st  March,  1927. 

[Assented  to  18th  February,  1927.] 

Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

WHEREAS  it  appears  by  message  from  His  Excellency  Preamble. 

the  Right  Honourable  Viscount  Willingdon,  etc., 
etc.,  Governor  General  of  Canada,  and  the  estimates 
accompanying  the  said  message,  that  the  sum  hereinafter 
mentioned  is  required  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the 
public  service  of  Canada,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  for 
the  financial  year  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  and  for  other 
purposes  connected  with  the  public  service:  May  it  there¬ 
fore  please  Your  Majesty  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be 
it  enacted  by  the  King’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons  of  Canada,  that :  — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Appropriation  Act,  short  title. 
No.  3 ,  1926-27. 

2.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  ?^4t°e0j0f0o°r 
there  may  be  paid  and  applied  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  1926-27. 
the  whole  twenty-one  million,  four  hundred  thousand 
dollars  towards  defraying  the  several  charges  and  expenses 
of  the  public  service,  from  the  first  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-six,  to  the  thirty-first 
day  of  March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  being  the  amount 
of  each  of  the  several  items  set  forth  in  the  Schedule  to 
this  Act. 

3.  A  detailed  account  of  the  sums  expended  under  the  Account  to 
authority  of  this  Act  shall  be  laid  before  the  House  of  hfdltaii.^ 
Commons  of  Canada  during  the  first  fifteen  days  of  the 
then  next  session  of  Parliament.

CHAP.  6. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  a  National  Committee  for  the  cele¬ 
bration  of  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of  Confederation. 

[Assented  to  18th  February ,  1927.] 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  to  provide  for  the  celebration  Preamble. 

of  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  Confederation  and  for 
a  grant  in  aid  thereof:  Therefore,  His  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Diamond  Jubilee  of  short  title. 
Confederation  Act,  1927. 

2,  The  Governor  General,  Her  Excellency  the  Vis-  incorpora-

Jubilee  of  Confederation,”  hereinafter  called  “the  Cor¬ 
poration.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  to  make  and  Objects, 
carry  out  the  necessary  arrangements  in  co-operation  with 

the  several  provinces  and  other  bodies  active  to  that  end 
for  an  effective  celebration  of  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of 
the  formation  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  to  administer 
and  distribute  the  grant  herein  mentioned  and  any  further 
grant  or  grants  hereafter  made  or  moneys  received  by  it  for 
the  said  pin-poses. 

4.  There  shall  vest  in  the  Corporation  any  moneys  Property 
appropriated  by  Parliament  for  the  purpose  of  the  celebra-  Corporation 
tion  and  all  moneys  at  any  time  contributed  to  be  expended  colpoia  lon' 
or  distributed  by  or  through  the  Corporation  or  received 

by  the  Corporation  from  any  sources  whatsoever. 

5.  (1)  The  affairs  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  admin-  Executive 
istered  by  an  executive  committee  consisting  of  a  chairman  committee. 
or  chairmen  and  such  other  officers  and  members  as  the 
corporation  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

(2)  The  persons  whose  names  are  mentioned  in  section  provisional 
two  shall  constitute  the  provisional  executive  committee,  executive 
The  said  committee  shall  hold  its  first  meeting  at  the  city  commi  ee‘ 
of  Ottawa.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  Canada  shall 
convene  the  first  meeting  of  said  committee  by  notice  in 
writing  sent  by  post  to  the  members  thereof,  and  provided 

that  six  of  the  said  persons  are  present  at  the  meetings,  the 
Corporation  may  be  organized  and  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee  may  be  elected  by  them. 

(3)  Until  otherwise  provided  by  by-law  or  regulation  Quorum, 
made  by  the  executive  committee,  six  members  of  the 
executive  committee  shall  be  a  quorum. 

The  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  co-operate  with  Co-operation 
any  other  bodies  organized  and  established  in  any  place  in  bodiesther 
Canada  for  purposes  similar  to  those  of  the  Corporation. 
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7.  The  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  accept  contri¬ 
butions  or  receive  moneys  from  any  source  and  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act  to  apply  or  expend  the  same. 

8.  The  Corporation  may  out  of  the  moneys  vested  in  it 
pay  all  expenses  it  thinks  necessary  or  proper  to  incur,  or 
which  it  considers  have  been  properly  incurred  by  the 
Corporation  or  on  its  behalf  in  connection  with  the  carrying 
out  of  the  objects  of  this  Act. 

9.  On  and  from  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  the  accounts  of 
the  Corporation  shall  be  audited  by  the  Auditor  General  of 
Canada,  and  a  report  of  such  audit,  with  such  further 
statement  as  the  Corporation  may  direct,  shall  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  Parliament  within  fifteen  days  of  the  opening  of 
the  ensuing  session;  and  the  said  Auditor  shall  be  the 
auditor  of  the  Corporation. 

19.  Except  as  provided  for  by  the  next  preceding  section, 
and  except  as  to  any  fraudulent  act  or  fraudulent  omission 
of  the  Corporation,  the  Corporation  shall  not,  nor  shall  any 
of  its  members,  be  liable  or  in  any  way  answerable  for  any 
of  the  acts,  errors  or  omissions  of  the  Corporation  or  of 
any  of  its  officers,  members,  employees  or  agents,  with 
respect  to  the  receipt,  expenditure  or  distribution  of  the 
said  moneys,  or  of  any  portion  thereof,  or  in  any  other 
respect  in  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  Act. 

11.  The  office  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  at  the  city 
of  Ottawa. 

12.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  may  provide  for  the  holding  of  its  meetings,  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  additional  members  of  the  Corporation,  the 
appointment  to  committees  and  sub-committees  of  persons 
whether  or  not  members  of  the  Corporation,  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  persons  not  members  of  the  Corporation,  the 
appointment  of  its  officers,  the  duties  of  committees,  sub¬ 
committees,  corporate  officers  and  employees,  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  members  to  fill  vacancies,  the  quorum  at  corporate 
meetings  and  make  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  to  the 
same  and  generally  as  to  the  internal  government  of  the 
Corporation  and  the  carrying  out  of  the  objects  of  this  Act. 

13.  The  second  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-seven,  shall  be  a  public  holiday. 

14.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund 
there  may  be  paid  and  applied  a  sum  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  towards  defraying  any 
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expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  the  Corporation  under 
the  authority  of  this  Act. 

15.  When  the  purposes  for  which  the  Corporation  is  Dissolution 
created  have  been  fully  carried  out,  completed  and  finished,  corporation, 
and  under  the  powers  conferred  by  this  Act  the  Corporation 
has  divested  itself  of  all  moneys  received  or  collected  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act  and  the  accounts  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  have  been  duly  audited,  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
by  proclamation  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  declare 
the  dissolution  of  the  Corporation  on  a  date  to  be  fixed  by 
the  proclamation  and  from  and  after  the  date  so  fixed  the 
corporate  powers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  ceased  and  the  Corporation  to  be  dissolved.

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  short  title. 
Securities  Act ,  1927. 

2.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  any  of  the  Acts  relating  Scheme  of 
to  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company  (herein-  ^ThoTders 
after  called  “the  Pacific  Company”)  or  to  the  Cana-  °^°c^nt 
dian  National  Railway  Company  (hereinafter  called  “the  Debenture 
National  Company”)  and  except  where  inconsistent  with  ^acnkdof 
this  Act  the  Scheme  of  Arrangement  set  out  in  Schedule  Trunk 
“A”  to  this  Act,  and  hereinafter  called  “the  Scheme  of  Railway 
Arrangement”,  to  be  made  with  the  holders  of  the  four  Company, 
per  cent  Debenture  Stock  of  the  Pacific  Company  (herein-  confirmed- 
after  called  “Pacific  Stock”)  issued  pursuant  to  chapter 
one  hundred  of  the  Statutes  of  Canada  for  the  year  1906, 
and  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  of  the  Statutes 
of  Canada  for  the  year  1913,  is  hereby  duly  confirmed  and 
declared  to  be  valid  and  binding  upon  all  persons  and  com¬ 
panies  affected  thereby,  or  interested  or  mentioned  therein, 
in  every  respect  as  if  the  Scheme  of  Arrangement  had  been 
enacted  hereby;  and  the  said  persons  and  companies  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  to  observe  and  carry  out  all  the  terms  and  pro¬ 
visions  of  such  Scheme  of  Arrangement  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  thereof.

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the  passage  of  this  Act,  and  thereupon  all  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  the  Scheme  of  Arrangement  shall  be  binding 
on  all  holders  of  Pacific  Stock,  whether  assenting  to  or 
not  assenting  to  the  Scheme  of  Arrangement,  as  fully  as 
if  such  holders  were  individually  named  in  this  Act  and 
declared  separately  to  be  bound  hereby,  and  each  and 
every  holder  of  the  Pacific  Stock  shall  be  bound  to  give 
effect  to  such  terms  and  provisions  and  shall,  upon  creation 
and  issue  of  the  stock  (hereinafter  called  the  “New  Stock”) 
under  the  provisions  of  Clause  7  of  the  said  Scheme  of 
Arrangement  (and  whether  or  not  such  holder  shall  have 
produced  and  delivered  to  the  National  Company  the 
certificates  of  the  Pacific  Stock  registered  in  the  name  of 
such  holder  and  received  New  Stock  therefor  as  provided 
in  Section  4  of  this  Act)  be  deemed  to  have  transferred  to 
the  National  Company  the  Pacific  Stock  held  by  him,  with 
the  full  benefit  of  all  claims  and  demands  in  respect  there¬ 
of,  including  all  claims  in  respect  of  arrears  of  interest  and 
all  claims  against  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  (or 
the  National  Company  as  its  successor  by  amalgamation) 
under  the  conditional  guarantee  of  the  Pacific  Stock  given 
by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company.  After  the  date 
of  the  issue  of  the  New  Stock  the  registers  of  the  Pacific 
Stock  shall  be  closed  and  no  further  or  other  transfers  of 
the  Pacific  Stock  shall  be  registered.  No  confirmation  by 
the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada  of  the  said  Scheme  of 
Arrangement  shall  be  necessary  after  the  passage  of  this 
Act. 


4.  Each  holder  of  Pacific  Stock  shall  upon  the  issue  of 
the  New  Stock  produce  and  deliver  to  the  National  Com¬ 
pany  the  certificate  or  certificates  of  the  Pacific  Stock 
registered  in  the  name  of  such  holder,  and  thereupon  the 
National  Company  shall  deliver  to  such  holder  a  certificate 
or  certificates  of  the  New  Stock  for  a  like  amount  or  the 
like  aggregate  amount  as  the  case  may  require.  Certifi¬ 
cates  of  the  New  Stock  which  may  remain  undelivered  by 
reason  of  the  inability  of  any  such  holder  to  produce  and 
deliver  such  certificate  or  certificates  of  Pacific  Stock,  may 
be  delivered  to  claimants  proving  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  National  Company  title  thereto  and  that  the  certifi¬ 
cates  of  Pacific  Stock  are  lost  or  destroyed  and  furnishing 
indemnity  satisfactory  to  the  Company.  Such  undelivered 
certificates  of  the  New  Stock  while  in  the  hands  of  the 
National  Company  shall  be  treated  for  the  purpose  of 
payment  of  interest,  sinking  fund  and  call  as  if  they  had 
been  duly  delivered  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto. 
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5.  All  certificates  of  Pacific  Stock  coming  into  the  pos-  ^fep^ffctes 
session  of  the  National  Company  under  the  provisions  of  Stock  to  be 
Section  4  of  this  Act  may  be  cancelled  and  cremated  in  ^celled 
the  presence  of  a  representative  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  cremated, 
and  of  the  National  Company  and  the  Pacific  Company, 
and  certificates  of  such  cremation,  signed  in  triplicate  by 
such  representatives,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Minister  and 
the  two  Companies  and  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  for  all 
purposes  of  such  cancellation  and  cremation. 

<5.  Upon  the  issue  of  the  New  Stock  being  made,  the  grderm^ 
National  Company  (as  the  holders  of  the  Pacific  Stock)  terminate 
may  request  the  Governor  in  Council  to  pass  an  Order  in 
Council  declaring  that  the  statutory  charge  upon  the  pro-  securing 
perties  of  the  Pacific  Company  securing  the  Pacific  Stock 
shall  cease  and  terminate  upon  a  date  to  be  specified  in  the

Company  as  referred  to  in  Clause  8  of  the  Scheme  of  cremated.

total  issue  the  £3,000,000  authorized  to  be  cancelled  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  this  Act.  The  Company 
may  in  any  such  by-law  or  any  amendment  thereof  approved 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  fix  the  date  and  manner  of 
issue  of  the  New  Stock  and  also  all  other  matters  incidental 
to  such  issue  and  its  management,  not  inconsistent,  how¬ 
ever,  with  the  provisions  of  the  Scheme  of  Arrangement  or 
of  this  Act,  including  without  restricting  the  aforegoing  the 
giving  of  notices  to  the  registered  holders  of  the  New 
Stock,  the  making  and  registration  of  transfers,  the  opera¬ 
tion,  management  and  application  of  the  sinking  fund,  the 
replacement  of  certificates  of  the  New  Stock  lost  or  destroyed, 
and  generally  the  carrying  into  effect  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Scheme  of  Arrangement.  The  Governor  in  Council 
may  authorize  the  unconditional  guarantee  by  His  Majesty 
in  the  right  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  of  the  due  and 
punctual  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  New 
Stock  and  the  provision  and  application  of  the  instalments 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  as  mentioned  in  Clause  3  and  other 
relative  clauses  of  the  Scheme  of  Arrangement.

The  guarantee 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  High  Commissioner  for  Canada 
in  London,  England,  for  the  benefit  and  information  of  all 
parties  interested.  A  copy  of  the  guarantee  shall  be 
endorsed  or  printed  upon  each  certificate  of  the  New  Stock 
as  from  time  to  time  issued,  with  an  engraved,  lithographed 
or  printed  facsimile  of  the  signature  of  the  person  signing 
the  guarantee. 

1®.  Upon  and  after  the  date  of  issue  of  the  New  Stock, 
the  Governor  in  Council  may  on  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  in  the  public  interest  declare 
that  the  Receivership  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway 
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System  is  terminated,  and  upon  the  making  of  such  Order 
in  Council  such  Receivership  shall  be  terminated  accord¬ 
ingly.  Upon  such  termination  the  Court  may  order  any 
moneys  controlled  by  it  and  arising  out  of  such  receivership 
to  be  forthwith  paid  over  to  the  proper  Company,  or  to 
such  Trustee  lawfully  entitled  thereto  under  any  Trust 
Mortgage  as  the  Court  may  direct. 

11.  As  soon  as  the  Receivership  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific  Railway  System  is  terminated  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  10  of  this  Act,  the  Pacific  Company  and  any 
Company  included  in  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway 
System,  or  any  one  or  more  of  such  Companies,  may  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Railways  and 
Canals,  and  with  the  sanction  of  the  Governor  in  Council, 
enter  into  an  agreement  for  amalgamation  with  the  Na¬ 
tional  Company  under  the  provisions  of  The  Railway  Acty 
1919 ,  save  that  no  application  to  or  recommendation  by  the 
Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  shall  be  necessary.

CHAP.  9. 

An  Act  for  the  granting  of  assistance  to  the  Royal  Agricul¬ 
tural  Winter  Fair  Association  of  Canada  at  Toronto, 

Ontario. 

[Assented  to  18th  February ,  1927.] 

WHEREAS  it  is  considered  expedient  to  encourage  the 
development  of  our  Canadian  live  stock  and  agricul¬ 
tural  industry  and  to  assist  in  the  improvement  of  the 
type  and  quality  of  the  various  classes,  breeds  and  varieties 
of  domestic  animals  and  agricultural  and  dairy  products 
as  produced  throughout  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  at 
the  same  time  do  something  to  lend  to  these  classes  a  greater 
degree  of  uniformity  in  the  Dominion:  Therefore  His 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Royal  Agricultural  short  title. 
Winter  Fair  Association  Act. 


2.  In  this  Act, 

(a)  “Minister”  means  the  Minister  of  Agriculture; 

(b)  “Association”  means  the  Royal  Agricultural  Winter 
Fair  Association  of  Canada; 

(c)  “Province”  means  the  Province  of  Ontario. 


Definitions. 


3.  For  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  equipping  a  building  Grant  for

CHAP.  10. 


An  Act  to  amend  The  Special  War  Revenue  Act,  1915. 

[Assented  to  18th  February ,  1 927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Subsection  five  of  section  thirteen  of  The  Special  War 
Revenue  Act ,  1915,  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor: — 

“(5)  On  every  post  card  for  transmission  by  post  for  any 
distance  within  Canada  and  on  every  letter  and  post  card 
posted  at  and  intended  for  delivery  through  the  same  post 
office,  there  shall  be  levied  and  collected  a  tax  of  one  cent 
in  addition  to  postage  payable  in  the  form  of  a  postage 
stamp  to  be  affixed  thereto  at  or  before  the  time  of  posting 
the  letter  or  post  card;  but  such  tax  shall  not  be  levied  or 
collected  on  any  letter  or  post  card  entitled  to  the  privilege 
of  free  transmission  under  the  provisions  of  the  Post  Office 
Act.  The  stamp  so  affixed  shall  be  cancelled  by  the  Post¬ 
master  or  other  officer  of  the  Post  Office  Department  whose 
duty  it  is  to  cancel  the  postage  stamps  affixed  to  such  letters 
or  post  cards  in  prepayment  of  postage.” 

2.  Section  fourteen  of  the  said  Act,  as  enacted  by  section 
ten  of  chapter  forty-seven  of  the  statutes  of  1922,  and 
amended  by  section  three  of  chapter  seventy  of  the  statutes 
of  1923,  and  by  section  six  of  chapter  twenty-six  of  the 
statutes  of  1925,  is  repealed. 

3.  Paragraph  (a)  of  subsection  one  of  section  nineteen 
BB  of  the  said  Ackas  enacted  by  chapter  fifty  of  the  statutes 
of  1921,  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 
“(a)  A  tax  on  playing  cards  for  every  fifty-four  cards  or 
fraction  of  fifty-four  in  each  package, — ten  cents  per 
pack.” 

4.  Section  nineteen  BBB  of  the  said  Act  is  amended 
by  adding  after  subsection  two  thereof  the  following  as

“(2A)  In  case  any  person  other  than  the  manufacturer 
or  producer  or  importer  or  transferee  or  licensed  wholesaler 
or  jobber  hereinbefore  mentioned  acquires  from  or  against 
any  one  of  these  persons  the  right  to  sell  any  goods,  whether 
as  a  result  of  the  operation  of  law  or  of  any  transaction  not 
taxable  under  this  section,  the  sale  of  such  goods  by  him 
shall  be  taxable  as  if  made  by  the  manufacturer  or  producer 
or  importer  or  transferee  or  licensed  wholesaler  or  jobber 
as  the  case  may  be  and  the  person  so  selling  shall  be  liable 
to  pay  the  tax.” 

5.  Subsection  four  of  section  nineteen  BBB  of  the  said 
Act,  being  the  list  of  excepted  articles  not  liable  to  the 
consumption  or  sales  tax,  is  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following: — 

“pot  barley;  pearl  barley;  split  peas;  goods  enumerated 
in  Customs  Tariff  items  469b,  700,  701,  702,  703  and  704; 
articles  and  materials,  not  to  include  permanent  equipment, 
which  enter  into  the  cost  of  manufacture  or  production  of 
goods  manufactured  or  produced  by  a  licensed  manufacturer 
or  producer;  wrought,  seamless,  or  lap-welded  iron  or  steel 
tubing,  less  than  four  inches  in  diameter,  threaded  and 
coupled,  or  not,  when  used  only  in  oil  wells,  and  materials 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  such  tubing;  machinery  and 
apparatus  used  only  in  the  pumping  of  crude  oil  out  of 
wells,  and  articles  and  materials  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  such  machinery  or  apparatus.” 

6.  Subsection  five  of  section  nineteen  BBB  of  the  said 
Act  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  items: — 

“fish,  or  products  thereof,  canned  but  not  medicated; 
apples,  dried,  desiccated  or  evaporated;  goods  enumerated 
in  customs  tariff  item  105a.” 

7.  Schedule  Two  to  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  striking 
thereout  the  last  five  lines  respecting  carbonic  acid  gas 
which  were  added  to  the  said  schedule  by  section  twelve  of 
chapter  seventy  of  the  statutes  of  1923. 

8.  A  refund  of  the  amount  of  taxes  paid  under  sections 
sixteen  A,  nineteen  B,  nineteen  BB,  and  nineteen  BBB  of 
the  said  Act  may  be  granted  to  a  manufacturer,  producer, 
wholesaler,  jobber,  or  other  dealer  on  goods  hereafter  sold 
as  ships’  stores. 

9.  (1)  Paragraph  (a)  of  subsection  one  of  section  nine¬ 
teen  B  of  the  said  Act,  as  enacted  by  section  fourteen  of 
chapter  forty-seven  of  the  statutes  of  1922,  is  amended  by 
adding  thereto  the  following  proviso : — 

“Provided  that  the  said  excise  tax  shall  not  be  imposed, 
levied  or  collected  on  automobiles  specified  in  item  (a )  of 
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said  Schedule  I  adapted  or  adaptable  for  passenger  use 
valued  at  not  more  than  twelve  hundred  dollars  each; 

“(ia)  when  such  automobiles  are  imported  into  Canada 
before  the  first  day  of  April,  1927,  from  any  British  country 
the  goods  of  which  are  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  the  British 
Preferential  Tariff,  when  at  least  forty  per  cent  of  the  cost 
of  producing  the  finished  automobile  has  been  incurred  in 
such  British  country;  or 

“(ib)  when  such  automobiles  are  imported  into  Canada 
on  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  1927,  from  any  British 
country  the  goods  of  which  are  admitted  to  the  benefit  of 
the  British  Preferential  Tariff,  when  at  least  fifty  per  cent 
of  the  cost  of  producing  the  finished  automobile  has  been 
incurred  in  such  British  country ;  or 

“(iia)  when  such  automobiles  are  imported  into  Canada 
before  the  first  day  of  April,  1927,  from  any  foreign  country 
the  goods  of  which  when  imported  into  Canada  enjoy  most¬ 
favoured-nation  treatment  under  the  provisions  of  a  treaty 
or  convention,  when  at  least  forty  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
producing  the  finished  automobile  has  been  incurred  in 
such  foreign  country;  or 

“(iib)  when  such  automobiles  are  imported  into  Canada 
on  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  1927,  from  any  foreign 
country  the  goods  of  which  when  imported  into  Canada 
enjoy  most-favoured-nation  treatment  under  the  provisions 
of  a  treaty  or  convention,  when  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
cost  of  producing  the  finished  automobile  has  been  incurred 
in  such  foreign  country;  or 

“(iiia)  when  such  automobiles  are  produced  or  manu¬ 
factured  in  Canada  before  the  first  day  of  April,  1927, 
when  at  least  forty  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  producing  the 
finished  automobile  has  been  incurred  in  Canada;  or 
“(iiib)  when  such  automobiles  are  produced  or  manu¬ 
factured  in  Canada  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  1927, 
when  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  producing  the 
finished  automobile  has  been  incurred  in  Canada. 

“  Provided  further  that  there  may  be  paid  to  the  auto¬ 
mobile  dealer  or  agent  a  refund  equal  to  the  amount  of 
excise  tax  actually  paid  by  the  dealer  or  agent  under  the 
provisions  of  this  subsection  on  such  automobiles  new, 
unused  and  unsold  in  the  possession  of  the  dealer  or  agent 
on  the  eighth  day  of  June,  1926.” 

(2)  This  section  shall  be  deemed  to  have  come  into  force 
on  the  eighth  day  of  June,  1926,  and  to  have  applied  to  all 
automobiles  described  in  this  section  imported  or  taken 
out  of  warehouse  for  consumption  on  and  after  that  date 
and  to  have  applied  to  goods  previously  imported  for 
which  no  entry  for  consumption  was  made  before  that 
date.

CHAP.  11. 

An  Act  to  amend  The  Canada  Evidence  Act  as  respects 
Bank  Books  and  Records. 

[Assented  to  31st  March,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Canada  Evidence  (Bank 
Books  and  Records)  Act,  1926 . 

2.  The  Canada  Evidence  Act  is  amended  by  inserting 
after  section  twenty-eight  thereof  the  following  section: — 
“28a.  (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  a 
copy  of  any  entry  in  any  book  or  record  kept  in  any  bank 
shall  in  all  legal  proceedings  be  received  as  primd  facie 
evidence  of  such  entry  and  of  the  matters,  transactions  and 
accounts  therein  recorded. 

“(2)  A  copy  of  an  entry  in  such  book  or  record  shall  not 
be  received  in  evidence  under  this  section  unless  it  be  first 
proved  that  the  book  or  record  was,  at  the  time  of  the  making 
of  the  entry,  one  of  the  ordinary  books  or  records  of  the 
bank  and  that  the  entry  was  made  in  the  usual  and  ordinary 
course  of  business,  and  that  the  book  or  record  is  in  the 
custody  or  control  of  the  bank  and  that  such  copy  is  a  true 
copy  thereof.  Such  proof  may  be  given  by  the  manager 
or  accountant  of  the  bank  and  may  be  given  orally  or  by 
affidavit  sworn  before  any  commissioner  or  other  person 
authorized  to  take  affidavits. 

“(3)  A  bank  or  officer  of  a  bank  shall  not  in  any  legal 
proceeding  to  which  the  bank  is  not  a  party  be  compellable 
to  produce  any  book  or  record,  the  contents  of  which  can 
be  proved  under  this  section,  or  to  appear  as  a  witness  to 
prove  the  matters,  transactions  and  accounts  therein 
recorded  unless  by  order  of  the  court  made  for  special 
cause.

[Assented  to  31st  March,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 

1.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  provide  for  the  con-  Power  to 
struction  or  completion  prior  to  t  he  thirty-first  day  of  compete  lines 
August,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty,  by  the  described 
Canadian  National  Railway  Company  (hereinafter  called  ln  schedule* 
“the  Company”)  of  the  lines  of  railway  (hereinafter  called 
“the  said  lines  of  railway”)  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  the 
schedule  to  this  Act. 

2.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Company  Company 
may  issue  notes,  obligations,  bonds  and  other  securities  ScuriKand

struction  of  the  said  lines  of  railway,  and  the  Governor  ^°auynci1

3.  The  certificate  of  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals  Certificates 
as  to  the  mileage  of  the  said  lines  of  railway  shall  for  the  ^  tomhea  e 
purposes  of  this  Act  be  conclusive,  but  the  Minister  may  of  said  lines5 
issue  interim  certificates  from  time  to  time  based  upon  of  railway- 
estimated  mileage,  a  final  certificate  being  ultimately  issued 
by  the  Minister  to  accord  with  the  miles  and  fractions  of 
miles  actually  constructed. 

4.  While  the  mileage  of  the  said  lines  of  railway  and  the  Mileage  and 
amount  to  be  expended  on  the  construction  thereof  and  the  estimates 
average  amount  to  be  expended  per  mile  as  mentioned  or  only  but  not 
referred  to  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act  show  merely  the  exceeded  by 
estimated  distance,  expenditure  and  average  expenditure  ^or|rt^1nt 
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per  mile  prepared  for  the  information  of  Parliament,  neither 
the  Minister  in  the  issuance  of  such  certificates,  nor  the 
Company  in  the  performance  of  the  work  of  construction 
and  completion  or  in  the  issue  of  its  securities  shall,  unless 
by  consent  of  Parliament,  exceed  such  estimates  respectively 
by  more  than  fifteen  per  cent. 

5.  Should  it  appear  to  the  Company  upon  making  final 
survey  of  the  said  lines  of  railway  that  the  expenditure 
involved  in  the  completion  thereof  will  exceed  the  limits  of 
expenditure  specified  in  this  Act,  the  Company  shall  not 
commence  nor  proceed  with  the  work  upon  the  said  lines  of 
railway  without  first  obtaining  the  approval  of  Parliament.  * 

6.  (1)  With  respect  to  such  securities,  the  Governor 
in  Council  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  from 
time  to  time  approve  or  decide — 

(a)  The  kind  of  securities  to  be  issued  and  guaranteed, 
and  the  form  and  terms  thereof; 

(b )  The  form  and  manner  of  the  guarantee  or  guaran¬ 
tees; 

(c)  The  times,  manner  and  amount  of  the  issue  or 
issues; 

(d)  The  terms  and  conditions  of  any  sale,  pledge  or 
other  disposition  of  the  securities; 

(e )  The  securing,  if  deemed  desirable  by  the  Governor 
in  Council,  of  the  securities  by  mortgage,  deed  of 
trust  or  other  instrument,  and  the  form  and  terms  of 
any  such  indenture,  and  the  trustee  or  trustees  thereof. 

(2)  The  guarantee  or  guarantees  may  be  signed  on 
behalf  of  His  Majesty  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  or  by 
such  other  person  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  from 
time  to  time  designate,  and  such  signature  shall  be  con¬ 
clusive  evidence  for  all  purposes  of  the  validity  of  such 
guarantee  and  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  have  been 
complied  with. 

7.  The  Company  shall  adopt  the  principle  of  com¬ 
petitive  bids  or  tenders  in  respect  of — 

(a)  The  construction  of  the  said  lines  of  railway  in  so 
far  as  the  Company  decides  not  to  perform  such  work 
or  any  part  thereof  with  its  own  forces, 

(b )  The  sale  or  other  disposition  of  the  securities, 

but  the  Company  shall  not,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (d )  of  section  six  of  this  Act,  be  bound  to  accept 
either  the  highest  or  the  lowest  or  any  bid  or  tender  made 
or  obtained  nor  be  precluded  from  negotiating  for  better 
prices  or  terms. 
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8.  To  enable  the  work  of  construction  and  completion 
of  the  said  lines  of  railway  to  proceed  forthwith  the  Governor 
in  Council,  pending  the  issue  and  disposal  of  such  guar¬ 
anteed  securities,  may  authorize  advances  to  be  made  to 
the  Company  from  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  such 
advances  to  be  reimbursed  to  His  Majesty  by  the  Company 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  pledge  or  other  disposition  of 
such  securities. 

The  Minister  shall  present  to  Parliament  during 
the  first  ten  days  of  each  session  held  prior  to  the  date 
mentioned  in  section  one  of  this  Act  a  statement  showing 
in  detail  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  done  under  the 
authority  of  this  Act  during  the  previous  calendar  year, 
and  the  expenditure  thereon,  and  the  estimated  expenditure 
for  the  current  calendar  year,  together  with  the  amount  of 
any  advances  made  under  the  provisions  of  section  seven  of 
this  Act  and  the  amount  of  such  advances  reimbursed, 
and  all  further  information  as  the  Minister  may  direct.

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: —

struction  or  completion  prior  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  °°astruct 
August,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty,  by  the  complete 
Canadian  National  Railway  Company  (hereinafter  called  described  in 
“the  Company”)  of  a  line  of  railway  (hereinafter  called  “the  schedule, 
said  line  of  railway”)  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  the  schedule 
to  this  Act. 

2.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Company  Company

An  Act  respecting  the  Canadian  National  Railways,  and 
to  provide  for  the  refunding  of  certain  maturing 
financial  obligations. 


[Assented  to  31st  March ,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Canadian  National 
Refunding  Act ,  1927. 

2.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  provide  for  the  refund¬ 
ing  of  the  notes  or  obligations  (hereinafter  called  “original 
securities”)  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway  Company 
(hereinafter  called  “the  Company”)  mentioned  or  described 
in  the  Schedule  hereto. 

3.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Company 
may  issue  notes,  obligations,  bonds,  debentures  or  other 
securities  (hereinafter  called  “substituted  securities”)  in 
respect  of  such  refunding,  and  the  Governor  in  Council 
may  authorize  the  guarantee  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  the  substituted  securities. 

4.  The  substituted  securities  shall  not  exceed  the  aggre¬ 
gate  principal  amount  or  aggregate  face  value  of  the  original 
securities,  that  is,  shall  not  exceed  $20,000,000.00. 

5.  With  respect  to  such  refunding,  the  Governor  in 
Council  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  from  time 
to  time  approve  or  decide — 

(a)  The  kind  of  substituted  securities  to  be  issued  and 
guaranteed,  and  the  form  and  terms  thereof; 

(h)  The  form  and  manner  of  the  guarantee  or  guarantees; 
(c)  The  times,  manner  and  amount  of  the  issue  or 
issues; 
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(d)  The  method  or  manner  of  refunding,  whether  by 
exchange  or  substitution  of  the  substituted  securities 
for  the  original  securities,  or  by  payment  of  the  original 
securities  at  maturity  by  means  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale,  pledge  or  other  disposition  of  the  substituted 
securities,  any  deficiency  in  such  proceeds  being 
provided  by  the  Company; 

(e)  The  terms  and  conditions  of  any  such  exchange  or 
substitution,  or  of  any  such  sale,  pledge  or  other 
disposition  of  the  substituted  securities; 

(f )  The  securing,  if  deemed  desirable,  of  the  substituted 
securities  by  mortgage,  deed  of  trust  or  other  instru¬ 
ment,  and  the  manner  thereof,  and  the  form  and  terms 
of  any  such  indenture,  and  the  trustee  or  trustees 
thereof. 

G.  The  guarantee  or  guarantees  may  be  signed  on  behalf 
of  His  Majesty  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  or  the  Acting 
Minister  of  Finance,  or  by  such  other  person  as  the  Governor 
in  Council  may  from  time  to  time  designate,  and  such 
signature  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  for  all  purposes  of 
the  validity  of  the  guarantee  and  that  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  have  been  complied  with. 

T.  The  original  securities  coming  into  the  possession  of 
the  Company  by  means  of  such  refunding  may  be  cancelled 
and  cremated  in  the  presence  of  a  representative  of  the 
Minister  of  Finance  and  the  Company,  and  certificates  of 
such  cremation,  signed  in  duplicate  by  such  representative, 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Minister  and  the  Company  and  shall 
be  conclusive  evidence  for  all  purposes  of  such  cancellation 
and  cremation.

time  aforementioned  in  so  far  as  such  maintenance  affects 
the  safety  and  protection  of  railway  employes  and  the 
passengers  upon  the  railway.”

An  Act  respecting  the  Canadian  National  Steamships  and 
to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  West  Indies  Service. 

[Assented  to  31st  March ,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows : — 


1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Canadian  National  short  title. 
Steamships  Act,  1927. 

2.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  provide  or  arrange  Power  to 
through  the  Canadian  National  (West  Indies)  Steamships,  west  indies 
Limited,  a  company  to  be  formed  under  the  provisions  of  steamship 
Part  I  of  the  Companies’  Act  (hereinafter  called  “the  though 
Company”)  for  a  mail,  passenger  and  freight  steamship  or  company 
motor  ship  service  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  formed. 
Part  II  of  the  West  Indies  Trade  Agreement  set  forth  in 

the  schedule  to  The  West  Indies  Trade  Agreement  Act ,  1926. 

3.  In  connection  with  any  service  referred  to  in  The  issue  of 
West  Indies  Trade  Agreement,  the  Company  may,  in  addition  secunties- 
to  any  powers  given  to  it  by  its  charter  or  by  the  Companies’ 

Act,  create  and  issue  notes,  obligations,  bonds,  debentures 
or  other  securities,  hereinafter  called  “securities”.  The 
Governor  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time  authorize  the  Guarantee 
guarantee  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  such  securities  byarantee 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding,  without  the  authority  of  Dominion. 
Parliament,  an  aggregate  of  ten  million  dollars. 


4.  With  respect  to  such  securities,  the  Governor  in  Nature  and 
Council  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  from  securities 
time  to  time  approve  or  decide —  to  be 

(a)  The  kind  of  securities  to  be  issued  and  guaranteed,  byPGovemor 

and  the  form  and  terms  thereof;  in  Council. 

(b )  The  form  and  manner  of  the  guarantee  or  guarantees; 

(c)  The  time,  manner  and  amount  of  any  issue  or  issues; 
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(d )  The  terms  and  conditions  of  any  sale,  pledge  or  other 
disposition  of  the  securities; 

(e)  The  securing  or  indemnifying  His  Majesty  in  respect 
of  such  guarantee,  if  deemed  desirable  by  the  Governor 
in  Council,  by  mortgage,  deed  of  trust  or  other  instru¬ 
ment,  and  the  form  and  terms  of  any  such  indenture, 
and  the  property  to  be  mortgaged  or  charged,  and  the 
parties  thereto. 

5.  The  guarantee  or  guarantees  may  be  signed  on  behalf 
of  His  Majesty  by  the  Minister  of  Finance,  or  by  such 
other  person  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time 
to  time  designate  for  that  purpose,  and  such  signature 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  for  all  purposes  of  the  validity 
of  any  such  guarantee  and  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
have  been  complied  with. 

6.  The  proceeds  of  any  sale,  pledge  or  other  disposition 
of  the  securities  shall  be  deposited  in  a  bank  or  banks  to 
the  credit  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  in  trust  for  the  Com¬ 
pany  and  shall  from  time  to  time  be  released  to  the  Company 
by  the  Minister  of  Finance  in  his  discretion,  to  be  applied 
in  meeting  expenditures  made  or  indebtedness  incurred  in 
Canada  or  elsewhere  in  connection  with  any  part  of  the 
service  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  The  West  Indies  Trade 
Agreement 

7.  In  consideration  of  the  guarantee  authorized  by  this 
Act,  all  the  capital  stock  of  the  Company,  including  the 
qualifying  shares  of  the  Directors  (the  certificates  respecting 
which  qualifying  shares  shall  be  endorsed  in  blank  by  the 
holders  for  the  time  being  thereof  and  deposited  with  the 
Minister  of  Finance)  shall  be  issued  fully  paid  and  non¬ 
assessable  to  His  Majesty  the  King  in  the  right  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  represented  by  the  Minister  of 
Finance. 

8.  The  Company  may  either  contract  for  the  construction 
of  such  steamships,  motor  ships  or  vessels  (hereinafter 
called  “boats”)  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  any 
such  service,  or  may  purchase,  charter  or  otherwise  acquire 
the  boats,  or  any  of  them,  from  other  persons  or  companies, 
and  may  reconstruct,  alter,  refit,  refurnish  and  provision 
any  of  the  boats  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  such 
service.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  arrange  for  the 
transfer  to  the  Company  on  a  reasonable  valuation  and  on 
terms  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council  of  any  boats 
now  operated  by  the  Canadian  Government  Merchant 
Marine,  Limited,  which  may  be  suitable  for  or  may  with 
alterations  be  adapted  to  the  West  Indies  Service.  All 
contracts  or  agreements  involving  an  expenditure  in  excess 
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of  $500,000  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  Approval  of

O.  The  Company  shall  adopt  the  principle  of  com-  Tenders, 
petitive  bids  or  tenders  in  respect  of — 

(a)  The  construction,  reconstruction  or  alteration  of  the 
said  boats,  or  any  of  them,  in  so  far  as  the  Company 
decides  not  to  perform  such  work  or  any  part  thereof 
with  its  own  forces; 

(h )  The  sale  or  other  disposition  of  the  securities ; 
but  the  Company  shall  not,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (d )  of  section  four  of  this  Act,  be  bound  to 
accept  either  the  highest  or  the  lowest,  or  any  bid  or  tender 
made  or  obtained,  nor  be  precluded  from  negotiating  for 
better  prices  or  terms. 

10.  The  boats  when  constructed  or  acquired  by  the  £°^sefgrt0 
Company  may,  if  deemed  desirable,  be  transferred  by  the  boats  to 
Company  to  individual  companies  (hereinafter  called  companies 
“Owning  Companies”)  to  be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  upon  issue’ 
holding  one  each  of  the  respective  boats,  in  consideration  of  the?rPany

the  credit  of  a  band  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars  the  Governor  in  Council  may  direct  and  authorize 
the  expenditure  of  such  capital  for  any  purpose  which  may 
be  deemed  to  be  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  band.” 

2 .  Subsection  one  of  section  ninety-two  of  the  said  Act, 
as  amended  by  section  six  of  chapter  thirty-five  of  the 
statutes  of  1914,  and  by  section  five  of  chapter  twenty-six

exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  with  costs  of  prosecution, 
and  in  default  of  payment  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  three  months,  and  any  article  removed  or  taken 
away  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  be 
seized  on  the  instructions  of  the  Superintendent  General 
and  dealt  with  as  he  may  direct.”

An  Act  respecting  The  Department  of  National  Revenue. 

[Assented  to  81st  March,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Department  of  National 
Revenue  Act . 

2.  (1)  There  shall  be  a  Department  of  the  Government 
of  Canada  which  shall  be  called  the  Department  of  National 
Revenue,  over  which  the  Minister  of  National  Revenue  for 
the  time  being  appointed  by  Commission  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  Canada  shall  preside. 

(2)  The  Minister  shall  have  the  management  and  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Department  and  shall  hold  office  during  plea¬ 
sure. 

(3)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  appoint  three  officers 
who  shall  be  the  Chief  Officers  of  the  Department, 
and  who  shall  be  designated  as  follows, — Commissioner  of 
Customs,  Commissioner  of  Excise  and  Commissioner  of 
Income  Tax,  and  an  Assistant  Commissioner  of  Customs 
may  also  be  appointed.  Such  officers  shall  have  such 
powers  and  perform  such  duties  as  may,  respectively,  be 
assigned  to  them  by  the  Governor  in  Council  or  the 
Minister,  including  the  powers  which  by  any  statute  are 
vested  in  the  deputy  head  of  a  department. 

(4)  The  Minister  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
The  Civil  Service  Act,  1918,  and  any  amendments  thereto, 
from  time  to  time  authorize  the  employment  of  such  tempo¬ 
rary  or  acting  officers  of  National  Revenue  as  are  required 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Department. 

3.  (1)  The  duties,  powers  and  functions  of  the  Minister 
shall  extend  and  apply  to  the  subjects  and  services  enu¬ 
merated  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act,  over  which  the  Minister

5.  The  Minister  of  National  Revenue  shall  be  substituted 
for  the  Minister  of  Customs  and  Excise,  and  for  the 
Minister  of  Customs,  and  for  the  Minister  of  Inland  Re¬ 
venue,  and  for  the  Minister  of  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue, 
wherever  they  or  any  of  them  are  or  is  mentioned  or  referred 
to  in  any  statute  or  in  any  regulation  or  order  made  under 
or  in  pursuance  of  any  statute.  Wherever  in  The  Business 
Profits  War  Tax  Act ,  1916,  or  any  amendments  thereof, 
or  in  The  Income  War  Tax,  191 7,  or  any  amendments 
thereof,  the  Minister  of  Finance  is  mentioned  or  referred  to, 
in  each  and  every  such  case  the  Minister  of  National 
Revenue  shall  be  substituted  for  Minister  of  Finance. 
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G.  Wherever  in  the  Customs  Act  as  amended,  or  any  Act 
relating  to  the  Customs,  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Customs 
and  Excise  or  Assistant  Deputy  Minister  of  Customs  and 
Excise  is  mentioned  or  referred  to,  in  each  and  every  such 
case  the  Commissioner  of  Customs  shall  be  substituted  for 
Deputy  Minister  of  Customs  and  Excise,  and  Assistant 
Commissioner  of  Customs  shall  be  substituted  for  Assistant 
Deputy  Minister  of  Customs  and  Excise. 

Wherever  in  the  Inland  Revenue  Act,  as  amended,  novr 
entitled  The  Excise  Act,  or  in  any  Act  heretofore  administered

CHAP.  35. 


An  Act  respecting  Old  Age  Pensions. 


[Assented  to  31st  March,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Old  Age  Pensions  Act, 
1927 . 


2.  In  this  Act  the  expression, — 

(a)  “pension  authority”  means  the  officer  or  body 
charged  by  law  with  the  consideration  of  applications 
for  pension  or  with  the  payment  of  pensions; 

(b )  “pension”  means  an  old  age  pension  payable  in 
accordance  with  this  Act  and  the  regulations  there¬ 
under  ; 

(c)  “pensioner”  includes  an  applicant  for  a  pension; 

(d)  “province”  includes  the  Yukon  Territory,  in  respect 
to  which  ‘Gold  Commissioner’  shall  be  read  for 
‘Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council’ ; 

(e)  “statute”  includes  ordinance  or  order  having  the 
force  of  law. 

3.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  an  agreement 
with  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  of  any  province 
for  the  payment  to  such  province  quarterly  of  an  amount 
equal  to  one-half  of  the  net  sum  paid  out  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  quarter  by  such  province  for  pensions  pursuant  to  a 
provincial  statute  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  such  pensions  to  the  persons  and  under  the  con¬ 
ditions  specified  in  this  Act  and  the  regulations  made 
thereunder. 

4.  Every  agreement  made  pursuant  to  this  Act  shall 
continue  in  force  so  long  as  the  provincial  statute  remains 
in  operation  or  until  after  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from 
the  date  upon  which  notice  of  an  intention  to  determine  the 
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agreement  is  given  by  the  Governor  General  to  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  of  the  province  with  which  the  same  was 
made. 

5.  Before  any  agreement  made  pursuant  to  this  Act 
comes  into  operation  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  approve 
the  scheme  for  the  administration  of  pensions  proposed  to 
be  adopted  by  the  province,  and  no  change  in  such  scheme 
shall  be  made  by  the  province  without  the  consent  of  the 
Governor  in  Council. 

6.  As  soon  as  agreements  under  this  Act  have  been  made 
with  two  of  the  provinces  adjoining  the  Northwest  Terri¬ 
tories,  the  Commissioner  of  the  said  territories  may  submit 
to  the  Governor  in  Council  for  approval  a  scheme  for  the 
administration  and  payment  of  pensions  therein,  and  upon 
the  approval  of  such  scheme,  the  same  shall  stand,  in  all 
respects  other  than  its  duration,  in  the  same  position  as  an 
agreement  with  a  province. 

7 .  All  sums  payable  to  any  province  in  pursuance 
of  any  agreement  made  under  this  Act  shall  be  payable 
from  time  to  time  on  the  certificate  of  the  Minister 
of  Finance  out  of  any  moneys  belonging  to  the  Con¬ 
solidated  Revenue  Fund  of  Canada  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

8.  (1)  Provision  shall  be  made  for  the  payment  of  a 
pension  to  every  person  who,  at  the  date  of  the  proposed 
commencement  of  the  pension:  — 

(a)  is  a  British  subject,  or,  being  a  widow,  who  is  not 
a  British  subject,  was  such  before  her  marriage; 

(b )  has  attained  the  age  of  seventy  years; 

(c)  has  resided  in  Canada  for  the  twenty  years  immedi¬ 
ately  preceding  the  date  aforesaid; 

(d )  has  resided  in  the  province  in  which  the  application 
for  pension  is  made  for  the  five  years  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding  the  said  date; 

(e)  is  not  an  Indian  as  defined  by  the  Indian  Act ; 

(f )  is  not  in  receipt  of  an  income  of  as  much  as  three 
hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  ($365)  a  year,  and 

(g )  has  not  made  any  voluntary  assignment  or  transfer 
of  property  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  for  a 
pension. 

(2)  The  receipt  of  a  pension  shall  not  by  itself  constitute 
a  disqualification  from  voting  at  any  provincial  or  municipal 
election. 
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(1)  The  maximum  pension  payable  shall  be  two 
hundred  and  forty  dollars  yearly,  which  shall  be  subject  to 
reduction  by  the  amount  of  the  income  of  the  pensioner  in 
excess  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  a  year. 

(2)  Where  a  pensioner  is  the  owner  of  an  interest  in  a 
dwelling  house  in  which  he  resides  and  the  pension  authority 
accepts  a  transfer  to  it  of  such  interest,  the  pension  payable 
to  the  pensioner  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  reduction  in 
respect  of  the  annual  value  of  such  interest,  but  the  pension 
authority  shall,  on  the  death  of  the  pensioner  or  upon  his 
ceasing  to  use  such  dwelling  house  as  his  place  of  residence, 
be  entitled  to  sell  the  pensioner’s  interest  therein  and  to 
retain  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  the  amount  of  all 
payments  made  to  the  pensioner  by  way  of  pension  in  excess 
of  the  amount  he  would  have  received  if  such  interest  had 
not  been  transferred  to  the  pension  authority,  together  with 
interest  on  the  said  payments  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent 
per  annum,  compounded  annually. 

(3)  A  pension  authority  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  out 
of  the  estate  of  any  deceased  pensioner,  as  a  debt  due  by 
the  pensioner  to  such  authority,  the  sum  of  the  pension 
payments  made  to  such  pensioner  from  time  to  time 
together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum 
compounded  annually,  but  no  claim  shall  be  made  by  a 
pension  authority  for  the  recovery  of  such  debt  directly  or 
indirectly  out  of  any  part  of  the  pensioner’s  estate  which 
passes  by  will  or  on  an  intestacy  to  any  other  pensioner  or  to 
any  person  who  has,  since  the  grant  of  such  pension  or  for 
the  last  three  years  during  which  such  pension  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  paid,  regularly  contributed  to  the  support  of 
the  pensioner  by  the  payment  of  money  or  otherwise  to  an 
extent  which,  having  regard  to  the  means  of  the  person  so 
having  contributed,  is  considered  by  the  pension  authority 
to  be  reasonable. 

10.  Where  a  pensioner  has  during  part  of  the  twenty 
3^ears  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  the  proposed 
commencement  of  pension  resided  in  more  than  one  province 
in  which  he  would  have  become  pensionable  if  he  had  con¬ 
tinued  to  reside  therein,  the  province  in  which  the  pension 
is  granted  shall  be  entitled  to  be  reimbursed,  by  the  other 
province  or  provinces  in  which  the  pensioner  has  resided  as 
aforesaid,  a  proportion  of  the  pension  equal  to  the  pro¬ 
portion  which  the  duration  of  the  pensioner’s  residence  in 
such  other  province  bears  to  twenty  years. 

11.  Where  a  pensioner  has  during  part  of  the  twenty 
years  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  the  proposed  com¬ 
mencement  of  pension  resided  in  a  province  in  which  he 
would  not  have  become  pensionable  even  if  he  had  continued 
to  reside  therein,  the  amount  of  the  pension  which  would 
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otherwise  be  payable  to  such  pensioner  shall  be  reduced  by 
the  same  proportion  as  the  duration  of  the  pensioner’s  resi¬ 
dence  in  such  other  province  bears  to  twenty  years. 

12.  In  any  case  in  which,  pursuant  to  either  of  the  last 
two  preceding  sections,  a  pension  is  to  be  proportionately 
reimbursed  or  proportionately  reduced,  the  following  pro¬ 
visions  shall  have  effect: — 

(a)  The  proportionate  reimbursement  or  proportionate 
reduction  shall  be  calculated  by  reference  to  the 
nearest  number,  whether  greater  or  less,  of  complete 
years  during  which  the  pensioner  has  been  resident  in 
any  of  the  provinces  in  question; 

( b )  Mere  lapse  of  time  shall  not  affect  any  such  pro¬ 
portionate  reimbursement  or  proportionate  reduction; 

(c)  If,  after  any  reduced  pension  has  been  granted,  an 
agreement  under  this  Act  is  made  with  a  province  by 
reference  to  the  pensioner’s  residence  within  which  such 
reduction  or  any  part  thereof  has  been  calculated,  the 
pension  may  thereafter  be  proportionately  increased 
and  the  amount  of  such  increase  shall  be  reimbursed 
in  accordance  with  this  Act,  to  the  province  by  which 
such  pension  is  paid. 

13.  When,  after  the  grant  of  a  pension  in  any  province, 
the  pensioner  transfers  his  permanent  residence  to  another 
province  with  which  an  agreement  under  this  Act  is  in 
force,  the  pension  shall  thereafter  be  paid  by  the  province 
to  which  the  pensioner  has  removed,  but  such  province  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  reimbursed  an  amount  equal  to  one-half 
of  such  pension  by  the  province  in  which  the  pension  was 
originally  granted. 

14.  Where  the  pensioner,  after  the  grant  of  a  pension, 
transfers  his  permanent  residence  to  another  province  with 
which  no  agreement  under  this  Act  is  in  force,  the  pension 
shall  continue  to  be  paid  by  the  province  in  which  the 
pension  was  granted. 

15.  Where  a  pensioner,  after  the  grant  of  a  pension, 
transfers  his  residence  to  some  place  out  of  Canada,  his 
pension  shall  cease,  but  his  right  thereto  shall  revive  upon 
his  again  becoming  resident  in  Canada. 

16.  No  pension  shall  be  subject  to  alienation  or  transfer 
by  the  pensioner,  or  to  seizure  in  satisfaction  of  any  claim 
against  him. 

17.  On  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  in  each  year 
the  Minister  of  Finance  shall  made  a  full  report  to 
Parliament  of  the  operation  of  the  agreements  made  pur- 
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suant  to  this  Act  and  of  the  moneys  of  Canada  paid  to  the 
provinces  under  each  of  the  several  agreements  entered  into 
pursuant  hereto. 

18.  Any  pension  authority  shall  have  the  right  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  age  of  any  pensioner  to  obtain 
without  charge: 

(a)  from  the  registrar  of  vital  statistics  or  other  like 
officer  of  any  province  with  which  an  agreement  under 
this  Act  is  in  force  a  certificate  of  the  date  of  the  birth 
of  such  pensioner,  or 

(b )  subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  specified  in  the 
regulations  made  under  this  Act,  from  the  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics,  any  information  on  the  subject  of 
the  age  of  such  pensioner  which  may  be  contained  in 
the  returns  of  any  census  taken  more  than  thirty 
years  before  the  date  of  the  application  for  such 
information. 

1®.  The  Governor  in  Council  shall  have  power  from 
time  to  time,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of 
Labour  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Treasury  Board,  to 
make  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  with  regard  to  the  pensions  herein  provided  for, 
and,  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing  pro¬ 
vision,  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  have  power  to  provide 
by  regulation  for : — 

(a)  The  time  preceding  the  attainment  of  pensionable 
age  at  which  applications  for  pension  may  be  made; 

(b )  The  time  at  which,  after  application  therefor,  the 
payment  of  pension  shall  commence; 

(c)  The  definition  of  residence  and  of  the  intervals  of 
absence  from  Canada  or  a  province  by  which  residence 
therein  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  been  interrupted; 

(d)  The  evidence  to  be  required  or  accepted  by  a  pension 
authority  in  support  of  an  application  for  pension; 

( e )  The  manner  in  which  the  income  of  a  pensioner  is  to 
be  determined  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act  and  in 
particular  the  mode  of  reckoning  the  income  of  either 
one  or  two  spouses  who  live  together; 

(f )  The  evidence  from  which  the  making  of  transfers  of 
property  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  for  pension  is 
to  be  inferred; 

(g)  The  circumstances  in  which  pensions  may  be  paid 
for  the  benefit  of  persons  supported  or  under  treatment 
in  public  institutions ; 

(h)  The  mode  in  which  pensions  are  to  be  payable; 

(i)  The  time  within  which  a  pension  voucher  may  be 
cashed; 
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(j )  The  persons  by  whom  pension  vouchers  may  be  pre¬ 
sented  for  payment; 

(k)  The  circumstances  justifying  or  requiring  the  sus¬ 
pension  of  the  payment  of  a  pension  and  the  recom¬ 
mencement  of  its  payment ; 

(l )  The  reports  to  be  made  by  pensioners  and  others  of 
events  affecting  the  right  to  or  the  amount  of  a  pension; 

(m )  The  administration  of  a  pensioner’s  property  by 
a  pension  authority; 

(n )  The  recovery  with  or  without  interest  of  pension 
payments  made  by  reason  of  the  non-disclosure  of 
facts  or  by  reason  of  innocent  or  of  false  representa¬ 
tions  ; 

(o )  The  time  within  which  and  the  circumstances  under 
which  applications  or  proposals  may  be  entertained  for 
the  increase  or  reduction  of  a  pension  which  has  been 
granted; 

(p )  The  method  of  accounting  and  of  the  settlement  of 
balances  due  by  Canada  to  any  province  or  by  one 
province  to  another; 

(q)  The  penalties  to  be  imposed  for  breaches  of  the 
regulations,  such  penalties  not  to  exceed  a  fine  of  fifty 
dollars  or  imprisonment  for  three  months,  or  both  fine 
and  imprisonment; 

(r)  The  constitution  and  powers  of  an  interprovincial 
board  to  interpret  and  recommend  alterations  in  the 
regulations. 

Alteration  by  (2)  No  regulation  by  reference  to  which  any  agreement 
regulations.  with  a  province  has  been  made  shall  be  altered  except  with 
the  consent  of  such  province  or  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  regulations  to  which  it  has  agreed. 

whenregu-  20.  All  regulations  made  under  this  Act  shall,  from  the 
into°electme.  date  of  their  publication  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  if  they  had  been  included  herein.

[Assented  to  31st  March,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1 .  The  stamp  tax  on  the  following  instruments,  namely, 

(i)  cheques,  imposed  by  subsection  two  of  section 
twelve  of  The  Special  War  Revenue  Act,  1915,  as  enacted 
by  section  one  of  chapter  seventy  of  the  statutes  of  1923, 

(ii)  bills  and  notes,  imposed  by  subsection  three  (a) 
of  said  section  twelve  as  enacted  by  section  five  of  chapter 
forty-seven  of  the  statutes  of  1922, 

(iii)  receipts  for  money  paid  by  a  bank,  imposed  by 
subsection  four  of  said  section  twelve  as  enacted  by 
section  one  of  chapter  seventy  of  the  statutes  of  1923, 

(iv)  cheques  as  defined  in  subsection  one  (e )  of  said 
section  twelve,  imposed  by  subsection  fourteen  of  said 
section  twelve,  as  enacted  by  section  three  of  chapter 
twenty-six  of  the  statutes  of  1925, 

(v)  bills  of  exchange  drawn  upon  persons  outside  of 
Canada  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  bills,  imposed  by 
subsection  fifteen  of  said  section  twelve  as  enacted  by 
section  three  of  chapter  twenty-six  of  the  statutes  of 
1925, 

(vi)  money  orders  and  traveller’s  cheques,  imposed  by 
subsection  two  of  section  thirteen  of  the  said  Act  as 
enacted  by  section  four  of  chapter  twenty-six  of  the 
statutes  of  1925, 

(vii)  post  office  money  orders,  imposed  by  subsection 
three  of  said  section  thirteen  as  enacted  by  section 
two  of  chapter  seventy  of  the  statutes  of  1923, 
shall  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  1927,  be  two  cents 
in  respect  of  each  such  instrument,  and  the  existing  rates 
of  stamp  taxes  on  the  said  instruments  shall  be  abolished 
on  the  said  first  day  of  July,  1927 :  Provided  that  after  the 
said  first  day  of  July,  1927,  the  stamp  tax  shall  not  be 
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payable  in  respect  of  any  of  the  said  instruments  which 
is  for  an  amount  not  exceeding  ten  dollars.  Provided 
further  that  the  stamp  tax  on  postal  notes  shall  not  be 
payable  in  respect  of  any  postal  note  which  is  for  an  amount 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

2.  Subsection  one  of  section  sixteen  A  of  the  said  Act 
as  enacted  by  section  three  of  chapter  forty-six  of  the 
statutes  of  1918,  and  the  proviso  to  the  said  subsection 
as  enacted  by  section  eleven  of  chapter  forty-seven  of  the 
statutes  of  1922,  are  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor: — 

Taxon  “IGa.  (1)  Every  manufacturer  and  every  importer  of 

reduced!  matches  shall  affix  to  every  package  of  matches  manufac¬ 
tured  by  him  or  imported  into  Canada  an  adhesive  or  other 
stamp  of  the  value  of  three-fourths  of  one  cent  for  each 
one  hundred  matches  or  fraction  of  one  hundred  matches 
contained  in  such  package,  and  no  manufacturer  or  importer 
shall  sell  or  import  matches  unless  they  are  in  packages.

of  one  cent  per  package.”

CHAP.  37. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  special  control  by  the  Superintendent 
General  of  Indian  Affairs  of  certain  islands  in  the  St. 
Lawrence  river  being  part  of  the  St.  Regis  Indian 
reservation. 

[Assented  to  31st  March,  1927.] 

WHEREAS  the  St.  Regis  band  of  Indians  situated  at  the  Preamble. 

village  of  St.  Regis,  in  the  township  of  Dundee, 
county  of  Huntingdon,  in  the  province  of  Quebec,  hold 
certain  islands  in  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  between  the  town 
of  Prescott  and  the  village  of  Lancaster,  as  part  of  their 
Reserve;  and  whereas  over  a  century  ago  the  chiefs  and 
headmen  of  the  said  band  purported  to  grant  leases  of  a 
number  of  the  said  islands,  or  portions  of  islands,  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  a  nominal  rental,  for  terms  of  ninety-nine 
years  with  covenants  for  renewals  of  the  said  leases  for 
further  periods  of  ninety-nine  years;  and  whereas  in  the 
interest  of  the  Indians  of  the  said  band,  the  Crown  has 
taken  action  in  the  courts  to  have  these  alleged  leases 
declared  null  and  void  and  has  already  succeeded  in 
recovering  what  are  known  as  Lewis  island,  Snyder  island 
and  Thompson  or  Macmaster  island ;  and  whereas  actions 
are  still  pending  in  respect  of  Thomas  or  Hamilton 
island,  and  what  is  known  as  the  Easterbrook  farm 
on  Cornwall  island;  and  whereas  it  is  considered  that 
the  revenues  to  be  derived  from  these  islands  maintained 
in  their  scenic  beauty  and  leased  for  summer  resorts  or 
agricultural  purposes,  would  be  of  much  greater  benefit 
to  the  band  than  they  would  derive  from  having  these 
islands  thrown  open  to  the  Indians  generally  resulting 
in  the  groves  of  timber  being  cut  down  and  removed  for 
firewood,  as  has  happened  with  many  other  islands,  rendering 
them  non-productive  as  summer  resorts:  Therefore  His 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  St.  Regis  Islands  Act.  Short  title. 


2. 
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2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Indian  Act 
to  the  contrary,  the  Superintendent  General  of  Indian 
Affairs  shall  have  full  power  to  deal  with  the  said  Thompson 
or  Macmaster  Island,  Lewis  Island,  Snyder  Island,  also 
Thomas  or  Hamilton  Island  and  the  Easterbrook  farm, 
in  the  event  of  the  leases  under  which  they  are  held  being 
declared  by  the  courts  to  be  null  and  void,  and  also  any 
other  island  or  islands  belonging  to  the  St.  Regis  band 
which  are  not  held  under  location  ticket  or  under  any 
recognized  interest  by  individual  members  of  the  band, 
in  any  way  that  may  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  band,  and  may  for  such  purpose  grant  leases,  licenses 
or  other  concessions  without  the  necessity  of  obtaining 
a  surrender  of  the  said  islands  from  the  band. 

3.  No  Indian  or  other  person  shall  without  the  consent 
of  the  Superintendent  General,  expressed  in  writing,  use  or 
occupy  any  part  of  the  said  islands  or  cut,  carry  away 
or  remove  from  the  said  islands  any  of  the  trees,  saplings, 
shrubs,  underwood  or  other  material  whatsoever. 

4.  Any  one  violating  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  term  of 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months  nor  less  than  one 
month,  or  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars 
with  costs  of  prosecution  and  in  default  of  immediate 
payment  to  a  term  of  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three 
months.

Economic  Poisons. 

[Assented  to  11+th  April,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 


SHORT  TITLE. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Agricultural  Pests’  short  title. 
Control  Act,  1927. 


INTERPRETATION . 

2.  In  this  Act  and  in  any  regulations  made  hereunder,  Definitions, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(a)  “active  ingredient”  means  that  part  of  the  poison  “Active

(b )  “advertise”  or  “advertisement”  means  to  make  “Advertise.”

(e)  “guaranteed  analysis”  means  the  statement  of  the  “Guaranteed 
percentage  by  weight  of  each  of  the  active  ingredients  analysis.” 
and  the  total  percentage  by  weight  of  all  other  ingre¬ 
dients  and  of  the  qualities  of  every  brand  of  poison, 

in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  regulation; 

(f )  “insect”  means  any  of  the  small  invertebrate  animals  “insect.” 
commonly  known  as  insects  and  similar  forms  of 
animal  life  as  specified  by  regulation; 

(g)  “inspector”  means  any  inspector  appointed  under  “inspector.” 
this  Act; 
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(h)  “Minister”  means  the  Minister  of  Agriculture; 

(i)  “official  analyst”  means  any  official  analyst  appointed 
under  this  Act; 

(j )  “other  plant  or  animal  pest”  includes  any  form  of 
plant  or  animal  life  which  the  Minister  may  declare 
by  regulation  to  be  a  pest; 

(k )  “package”  includes  every  container; 

(l )  “poison”  means  any  substance,  or  admixture  of 
substances,  represented  as  a  means  for  preventing, 
destroying,  repelling  or  mitigating  any  and  all  fungi, 
weeds,  insects,  rodents,  or  other  plant  or  animal  pest, 
collectively  or  individually  affecting  agriculture; 

(m)  “registration  number”  means  a  specific  number 
assigned  by  the  Minister  under  authority  of  this  Act 
for  each  brand  of  poison; 

(n)  “regulation”  means  any  regulation  made  by  the 
Minister  under  authority  of  this  Act; 

(o)  “rodent”  means  and  includes  all  members  of  the 
order  Rodentia. 


REGISTRATION  OF  FOISONS  OBLIGATORY. 

3.  (1)  No  person  shall  manufacture,  import,  advertise, 
or  in  any  other  manner  whatsoever  offer,  for  sale  in  Canada, 
any  brand  of  poison  unless  such  brand  of  poison  has  been 
registered  under  this  Act  and  assigned  a  registration  number. 

(2)  Application  for  registration  of  any  brand  of  poison 
may  be  made  by  the  manufacturer,  importer  or  vendor, 
in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  regulation,  and  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  registration  fee  of  twenty  dollars. 

(3)  The  manufacturer,  importer  or  vendor  upon  whose 
application  the  registration  of  any  brand  of  poison  is 
obtained,  or  if  he  be  non-resident  in  Canada,  his  duh^ 
appointed  agent  or  representative  in  Canada,  shall  be 
responsible  for  due  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act.

(c)  the  brand  and  trade-mark,  if  any,  applied  to  such 
poison; 
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(d)  the  name  and  percentage  of  every  substance  con¬ 
tained  in  the  poison; 

(e)  the  guaranteed  analysis  of  the  poison. 

(2)  If  the  applicant  be  non-resident  in  Canada,  the  £f/np0pnHcant 
application  shall  be  signed  by  the  agent  or  representative  resident  in 
in  Canada  of  the  applicant  as  well  as  by  the  applicant  Canada* 
himself,  and  shall  contain  an  undertaking  on  the  part  of 
such  agent  or  representative  to  be  held  responsible  for  due 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act.

(a)  the  brand  name  would  tend  to  deceive  or  mislead  the 
purchaser  with  respect  to  the  guaranteed  analysis,  the 
materials  from  which  the  poison  is  made,  or  the  method 
of  preparation;  or, 

(b )  the  guaranteed  analysis  and  the  materials  from 
which  it  is  made  are  approximately  the  same  as  those 
of  another  brand  of  poison  registered  by  the  same  manu¬ 
facturer;  or, 

(c)  it  is  believed  to  be  unsuited  for  the  purpose  for

package  said  package  was  not  opened,  and  whether  con¬ 
tained  in  a  package  or  not  that  the  state  of  the  poison 
was  not  altered  while  it  was  in  his  possession,  and  that 
he  had  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  said  poison  did  not 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall,  upon  dis¬ 
closing  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  from  whom  the 
poison  was  purchased,  the  place  where  it  was  purchased 
and  the  date  of  the  sale,  be  liable  upon  conviction  for  the 
costs  of  the  prosecution  only,  and  a  prosecution  may  be 
brought  against  such  last  named  person  for  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  or  any  regulation  within  six  months 
from  the  date  of  such  disclosure  and  not  later. 

(2)  Every  magistrate  who  has  disposed  of  any  case  under  Magistrate’s 
this  section  shall,  within  one  month  of  the  date  of  his  Minuter, 
judgment  therein  send  to  the  Minister  a  report  of  the  case, 
giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  who  sold  the 
poison  to  the  accused  and  the  date  and  place  of  the  sale, 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  accused. 


19.  Any  person  who, —  Offences. 

(a)  unlawfully  uses  any  registration  number  assigned,  or 
as  if  it  had  been  assigned  under  this  Act;  or, 

(b) 
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(b )  wilfully  lowers  the  value  of  a  poison  by  mixing  any 
other  substance  therewith  after  the  said  poison  has  been 
placed  on  the  market  by  the  manufacturer,  importer 
or  vendor;  or, 

(c )  wilfully  obstructs,  hinders,  resists,  or  in  any  way 
opposes  any  inspector  charged  with  the  enforcement  of 
this  Act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
hundred  dollars  and  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars 
or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  less  than  sixty 
days  and  not  exceeding  twelve  months. 

2®.  Such  inspectors  and  official  analysts  may  be  appoint¬ 
ed  by  the  Minister  as  are  required  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Act. 

21.  No  proceedings  taken  under  this  Act  against  any 
person  shall  in  any  way  interfere  with,  or  lessen  the  right 
of,  an  aggrieved  person  to  any  legal  remedy  to  which  he 
may  be  entitled. 

22.  This  Act  shall  come  into  operation  on  such  date 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  proclamation  of  the  Governor  in 
Council.

Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Subsection  two  of  section  one  hundred  and  forty  of 
The  Canada  Grain  Act,  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  statutes 
of  1925,  is  repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted  there¬ 
for: — 

“(2)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  operator  of  a  private  Grain  stored 
elevator  to  sell  or  to  borrow  money  upon  the  security  of  his  Scurity. 
own  grain  stored  in  the  elevator  and  to  issue  a  warehouse 
receipt  or  receipts  in  connection  with  any  such  sale  or  loan, 
and  to  any  person  who  has  shipped  grain  to  such  elevator 
under  the  exceptions  hereinbefore  set  forth,  provided  that  a 
private  elevator,  operated  by,  for,  or  in  behalf  of  or  in 
co-operation  with  the  said  grain  pools  or  any  of  them,  as

[Assented  to  Hth  April ,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  r.s.,  c.  113. 

the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  The  Canada  Shipping  Act,  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1906,  is  amended 
by  inserting  the  following  section  immediately  after  section 
seven  hundred  and  twenty-one: — 

“721a.  Every  person  who,  being  on  board  any  ship  Soliciting  for 
registered  in  Canada  or  on  any  wharf  owned  or  leased  by  [j^g^g 
the  person  owning  or  operating  any  ship,  without  the  houses,  etc., 
written  consent  of  the  owner  or  operator,  advertises,  solicits  wharves, 
custom,  distributes  literature  or  canvasses  for  any  hotel,  without 
lodging  house,  restaurant,  omnibus  or  motor  vehicle  or  ^nsent. 
other  like  place  or  conveyance,  or  solicits  the  transportation 
of  passengers  or  baggage,  or  sells  or  exhibits  for  sale  any 
ticket,  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  shall  be  liable  upon 
summary  conviction  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three 
months.”

HIS  Majesty  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  11  The  Canadian  Farm  Loan  short  title. 
Act,  1927  ” 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(a)  “Board”  means  the  Canadian  Farm  Loan  Board  “Board.” 
established  by  this  Act ; 

(h )  “Borrower”  means  a  farmer  who  has  obtained  a  loan  “Borrower.” 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act; 

(c)  “Commissioner”  means  the  Canadian  Farm  Loan  “C°m-  t> 
Commissioner  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  lssloner' 
Act; 

(d)  “Farmer”  means  any  person  whose  business  is  “Farmer.” 
that  of  farming  and  who  owns  and  occupies  a  farm,  or 
who  proposes  to  acquire  a  farm  for  immediate  occupa¬ 
tion  and  cultivation  by  him; 

{ e )  “Farming”  includes  stock  raising,  dairying  and  the  ,,Farmins-” 
tillage  of  the  soil; 

(f )  “Farm  Land”  or  “Farm”  means  land  under  occupa-  l^cT’ 
tion  and  cultivation  by  a  farmer  or  land  purchased  by 
a  farmer  for  immediate  occupation  and  cultivation 
by  bim; 

( g )  “Farm  Loan”  or  “Loan”  means  a  loan  made  to  a  Loan.” 

farmer  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  “Loan.” 

(h)  “Farm  Loan  bond”  means  a  bond  issued  under  the  “Farm  Loan 
authority  of  this  Act;  on 

(i)  “Minister”  means  the  Minister  of  Finance  for  the  “Minister.” 
time  being. 

3.  (1)  There  shall  be  a  board,  known  as  the  Canadian  p^dja0na 
Farm  Loan  Board,  which  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  cor-  Board.  °an 
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porate  and  shall  consist  of  four  members,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  the  Minister  who  shall  be  chairman  thereof,  and  the 
other  three  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  in 
Council,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Governor  in 
Council  may  prescribe.  One  of  the  members  so  appointed 
shall  be  designated  the  “Canadian  Farm  Loan  Commis¬ 
sioner,”  and  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Board. 
The  Commissioner  shall  be  appointed  for  such  a  period  of 
years  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  designate.  The 
other  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  in  the  first 
instance,  one  for  a  period  of  three  years  and  the  other  for  a 
period  of  six  years;  thereafter  appointment  of  members 
other  than  the  Commissioner  shall  be  for  a  period  of  six 
years.  Any  member  of  the  Board  shall  be  eligible  for 
reappointment. 

(2)  The  Commissioner  shall  be  paid  such  salary  and  the 
other  members  such  fees  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
prescribe,  such  salary  and  fees  to  be  a  charge  against  the 
revenues  of  the  Board. 

4.  (1)  The  Board  shall  have  power: — 

(a)  To  issue  and  sell  bonds  to  be  known  as  Canadian 
Farm  Loan  bonds,  to  buy  the  same  on  its  own  account 
and  to  retire  the  same  at  or  before  maturity; 

(b )  To  make  long  term  loans  to  farmers  on  the  security 
of  first  mortgages  on  farm  lands  upon  and  subject 
to  the  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed; 

(c )  To  hold  real  estate  which,  having  been  mortgaged 
to  it,  is  acquired  by  it  for  the  protection  of  any  loan, 
and  to  sell,  mortgage,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose 
thereof:  provided,  however,  that  any  such  real  estate 
shall  be  disposed  of  within  three  years  from  the  date 
on  which  it  is  acquired,  or  within  such  additional 
period  not  exceeding  two  years  as  the  Governor  in 
Council  may  fix  and  determine; 

(d )  To  invest  its  funds  in  the  debentures,  bonds,  stocks 
or  other  securities  of,  or  guaranteed  by,  the  government 
of  Canada,  or  of,  or  guaranteed  by,  the  government 
of  any  province  of  Canada; 

(e)  To  employ  such  assistance  and  to  exercise  by  itself 
or  through  its  duly  authorized  agents  all  such  incidental 
powers  as  shall  be  necessary  or  expedient  to  carry  on 
the  business  authorized  by  this  Act. 

5.  The  capital  requirements  of  the  Board  shall  be 
provided  as  follows: — 

(1)  The  Government  of  Canada  may  suscribe  to  an 
initial  capital  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  million 
dollars  and  may  pay  the  amount  of  any  such  subscription 
at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Board  are  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  Board. 
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The  amounts  provided  from  time  to  time  under  this  sub¬ 
section  shall  be  free  from  interest  charges  for  a  period  of 
three  years,  after  which  time  interest  shall  be  paid  at  the 
rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum.  Repayment  of  the  amounts 
so  provided  shall  be  made  from  time  to  time  out  of  the 
earnings  of  the  Board;  provided,  however,  that  before 
any  such  proposed  repayment  is  made  the  reserve  fund 
of  the  Board  provided  for  by  section  nine  of  this  Act,  shall 
be  at  least  equal  to  the  total  repayments  including  the 
repayment  then  proposed  to  be  made. 

(2)  In  addition  to  the  initial  capital  provided  for  in 
the  preceding  subsection,  the  Board  shall  issue  capital 
stock  in  shares  of  one  dollar  each,  which  shares  shall  be 
non-transferable,  except  at  the  option  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  be  subscribed  for  in  the  following  manner: — 

(a)  The  government  of  Canada  shall  subscribe  for  the 
said  capital  stock  from  time  to  time  as  loans  are  made 
under  this  Act  to  an  amount  equal  to  five  per  cent 
of  the  said  loans,  so  that  the  total  amount  subscribed 
under  this  paragraph  shall  equal  at  any  time  as  nearly 
as  may  be,  five  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  principal 
outstanding  on  loans  theretofore  made,  the  same  to 
be  called  for  by  the  Board  as  required  ; 

(b )  Each  province  of  Canada  in  which  loans  are  made 
shall  be  required  to  subscribe  for  the  said  capital  stock 
from  time  to  time  as  loans  are  made  under  this  Act 
in  the  province  to  an  amount  equal  to  five  per  cent 
of  the  said  loans,  so  that  the  total  amount  subscribed 
under  this  paragraph  shall  equal  at  any  time,  as  nearly 
as  may  be,  five  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  principal 
outstanding  on  loans  theretofore  made  in  the  province, 
the  same  to  be  called  for  by  the  Board  as  required; 

(c)  Each  borrower  under  this  Act  shall  subscribe  for 
the  said  capital  stock  to  an  amount  equal  to  five  per 
cent  of  the  sum  borrowed  by  him  which  stock  shall 
be  paid  for  at  the  time  the  loan  is  made. 
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6.  (1)  The  outstanding  Farm  Loan  bonds  shall  not 
exceed  at  any  time  twenty  times  the  paid-up  capital  stock 
subscribed  for  by  the  borrowers  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  next  preceding  section. 

(2)  Such  bonds  shall  be  issued  at  such  a  rate  of  interest 
as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  will  make  the  market  value 
of  the  bonds  at  the  date  of  issue  approximately  par. 

(3)  The  bonds  shall  be  issued  for  such  period,  not  exceed¬ 
ing  thirty-five  years,  and  in  such  denominations  as  the 
Board  may  determine.  Provision  may  be  made  for  the 
redemption  of  the  bonds  at  the  option  of  the  Board  before 
their  due  date,  in  which  case  the  Board  may  provide  for 
the  payment  of  such  premium  as  it  may  deem  reasonable. 


Limit  of 
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(4)  Each  Farm  Loan  bond  shall  be  signed  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner,  or  by  a  member  specially  authorized  thereunto 
by  the  Board,  and  by  the  secretary  or  treasurer  of  the 
Board.  It  shall  have  printed  thereon  a  certificate  by  the 
Commissioner  that  it  is  issued  under  the  authority  of  this 
Act  and  that  at  the  time  of  issue  the  Board  holds  first 
mortgages  on  farm  lands  at  least  equal  to  the  total  amount 
of  bonds  issued  under  this  Act. 

7,  Loans  made  under  the  authority  of  this  Act  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  conditions: — 

(1)  Loans  shall  be  made  only  on  the  security  of  first 
mortgages  on  farm  lands  up  to  fifty  per  cent  of  the  Board’s 
appraised  value  of  such  lands  and  twenty  per  cent  of  the 
permanent  insured  improvements  thereon;  provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  no  one  person  and  no  two  or  more  persons  having 
joint  or  several  ownership  of  the  land  to  be  mortgaged 
shall  have  by  way  of  loan  in  the  aggregate  at  any  one  time 
more  than  ten  thousand  dollars.  Mortgages  taken  as 
security  for  farm  loans  and  remedies  thereunder  shall  be  in 
all  respects  subject  to  the  law  of  the  province  in  which  the 
farm  land  mortgaged  is  situated. 

(2)  The  proceeds  of  such  loan  shall  be  used  for  the 
following  purposes  and  no  other, — 

fa )  To  purchase  farm  land ; 

(b)  To  purchase  fertilizers,  seed,  live-stock,  tools,  machin¬ 
ery  and  any  implements  and  equipment  necessary  to 
the  proper  operation  of  the  farm  mortgaged; 

(c)  To  erect  farm  buildings  or  to  clear,  drain,  fence  or 
make  any  other  permanent  improvement  tending  to 
increase  the  productive  value  of  the  land; 

(d )  To  discharge  liabilities  already  accumulated ; 

(e)  Any  purpose  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board 
may  be  reasonably  considered  as  improving  the  value 
of  the  land  for  agricultural  purposes. 

(3)  Loans  under  this  Act  shall  be  made  only  to  farmers 
actually  engaged  in  or  shortly  to  become  engaged  in  the 
cultivation  of  the  farm  mortgaged  and  whose  experience, 
ability  and  character  are  such  as  to  warrant  the  belief  that 
the  farm  to  be  mortgaged  will  be  successfully  cultivated. 
Provided,  however,  that  no  loan  shall  be  made  on  the  secur¬ 
ity  of  unimproved  land  except  for  the  purpose  of  making 
improvements  on  the  same. 

(4)  The  appraised  value  shall  be  based  on  the  value  of 
the  land  for  agricultural  purposes  and  as  far  as  possible  on 
the  productive  value  as  shown  by  experience.  No  other 
basis  of  valuation  shall  be  considered. 

(5)  The  interest  rate  on  loans  under  this  Act  shall  be 
such  a  rate  in  excess  of  the  interest  rate  yielded  at  the  time 
of  issue  by  the  last  series  of  Farm  Loan  bonds  issued  by  the 
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Board  as  shall  be  sufficient,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board, 
to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  operation  and  for  the  neces¬ 
sary  reserves  for  losses,  or  if  no  such  bonds  have  been  issued, 
such  a  rate  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  will  be  yielded 
by  the  Farm  Loan  bonds  when  issued,  increased  by  provision 
for  expenses  and  reserves  as  aforesaid. 

(6)  Every  farm  loan  shall  be  repayable  in  equal  annual  Repayment, 
or  semi-annual  instalments  of  principal  and  interest  at  the 

option  of  the  borrower.  The  amount  of  such  instalment  or 
instalments  payable  in  any  year  shall  be  a  fixed  percentage 
of  the  amount  of  the  loan,  such  percentage  to  be  the  rate  of 
interest  mentioned  in  the  mortgage  increased  by  either 
one  per  cent  or  two  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the  loan  as 
the  borrower  may  elect. 

(7)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  Interest  interest  on 
Act  every  borrower  shall  pay  simple  interest  on  defaulted  payments, 
payments  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent  per  annum  R  s  1906 
and  shall  agree  to  pay  when  due  all  assessments,  taxes  and  ch.  iho. 
other  charges  necessary  to  be  paid  for  the  security  of  the 
Board  in  respect  of  the  loan  and  to  effect  such  insurance  as 

the  Board  may  require.  Should  such  taxes,  assessments 
and  charges  not  be  paid  when  due,  they  may  be  paid  by 
the  Board  and  charged  to  the  borrower,  and  if  not  repaid 
to  the  Board  on  or  before  the  next  interest  date  with  in¬ 
terest  thereon  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent  per 
annum  the  borrower  shall  be  considered  in  default  under 
the  mortgage. 

(8)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act,  but  subject  Payments  by 
to  such  regulations  as  the  Board  may  prescribe  not  incon-  bonower- 
sistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Interest  Act,  any  borrower 

may  at  any  time  repay  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof  on 
any  date  on  which  am  instalment  becomes  due,  and  any 
such  payment  shall  be  credited  to  the  borrower  in  such 
manner  as  the  Board  may  by  regulation  prescribe  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided,  but  no  such  payment  shall  relieve  the 
borrower  from  meeting  all  subsequent  payments  punctually 
as  they  fall  due. 

(9)  If  any  borrower  under  this  Act  expends  any  part  if  loan 
of  a  loan  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  approved  by  Mother 
the  Board,  the  said  loan  shall  at  the  option  of  the  Board  purposes, 
become  forthwith  payable  in  full. 

(10)  It  shall  be  a  term  of  any  mortgage  taken  as  security  incase 
for  a  loan  that  upon  the  sale  of  the  farm  land  mortgaged  of  sale- 
the  loan  shall  at  the  option  of  the  Board  immediately 
become  due  and  payable. 

8.  Loans  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  when  loans 
made  in  any  province  of  Canada  until  notice  of  intention  available- 
to  commence  the  making  of  loans  in  that  province  has 
been  given  by  the  Board  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  provided 
that  the  Board  shall  not  give  such  notice  until  the  legislature 
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of  such  province  shall,  by  enactment,  authorize,  prescribe 
or  provide : — 

(1)  The  subscription  by  the  government  of  the  province 
to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Board  to  the  extent  of  five  per 
cent  of  the  total  loans  outstanding  at  any  time  in  that 
province  as  such  loans  are  issued; 

(2)  The  establishment  of  a  provincial  board  of  four 
members  to  act  as  agent  for  the  Board  in  the  province, 
three  of  whom  shall  be  nominated  by  the  government 
of  the  province  and  appointed  by  and  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board.  The  other  member  shall  be  nominated 
by  the  borrowers  resident  in  the  province  and  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  in  accordance  with  regulations  to 
be  made  by  the  Board  as  hereinafter  provided:  Provided, 
however,  that  until  such  time  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  such  nomination  by  the  borrowers  is  practicable  the 
members  of  the  provincial  board  nominated  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  province  may  exercise  all  the  functions  of  the 
provincial  board; 

(3)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  whether  loans 
shall  be  made  directly  to  farmers  or  through  local  co¬ 
operative  societies  or  recognized  colonization  societies  or 
both  directly  to  farmers  and  through  local  co-operative 
societies,  or  recognized  colonization  societies  as  the  province 
may  desire; 

(4)  The  treasurer  of  the  said  province  and  the  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  provincial  board  to  act  on  the 
Advisory  Council  hereinafter  provided  for; 

(5)  That  farm  loan  bonds  shall  be  a  legal  investment 
for  trust  funds  within  the  province ; 

(6)  That  in  case  of  an  adverse  report  on  the  operations 
of  any  provincial  board  by  the  auditors  of  the  Board,  or 
should  any  provincial  board  refuse  to  enforce  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  manner  the  regulations  and  directions  of  the  Board, 
the  Board  may  after  conference  with  the  said  provincial  board 
relieve  such  provincial  board  of  its  duties  and  may  under¬ 
take  directly,  or  through  officials  appointed  by  the  Board 
for  that  purpose,  the  management  of  the  business  of  such 
provincial  board  until  a  new  provincial  board  satisfactory 
to  the  Board  has  been  nominated  and  appointed  as  herein¬ 
before  provided  for. 

9.  (1)  The  Board  shall  annually  carry  to  a  reserve  fund 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  Board  until 
the  said  reserve  shall  equal  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  paid 
capital  stock  of  the  Board,  and  thereafter  there  shall  be 
carried  to  the  reserve  fund  at  least  ten  per  cent  of  the  net 
earnings. 

(2)  A  dividend  may  be  declared  annually  on  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Board  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board 
the  net  earnings  of  the  Board  warrant  such  payment: 
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provided,  however,  that  no  dividend  greater  than  five  per 
cent  shall  be  declared  until  the  reserve  fund  shall  have 
reached  the  amount  of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  paid 
capital  stock.

(4)  All  dividends  paid  upon  stock  held  by  any  borrower  Accumulated 
shall  remain  in  possession  of  the  Board  and  shall  be  allowed  d,vl  en  8* 
to  accumulate  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum  com¬ 
pounded  annually  until  such  time  as  the  said  stock  with 
accumulated  dividends  is  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  all  indebtedness  under  the  loan  when  the  amount 

of  the  said  stock  and  the  accumulated  dividends  shall  be 
credited  to  the  borrower  as  a  final  payment.  The  borrower 
shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  stock-holder  of  the  Board. 

(5)  If  as  a  result  of  proceedings  under  any  mortgage  the  where  title 
title  to  the  property  securing  such  mortgage  is  transferred  to  ^Boar?.*1 
the  Board,  the  stock  held  by  the  borrower  in  the  Board  shall 

be  cancelled  and  the  amount  paid  thereon  by  the  borrower 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Board. 

10.  In  case  of  an  adverse  report  on  the  operations  of  if  adverse 
any  provincial  board  by  the  auditors  appointed  by  the  report* 
Board,  or  should  any  provincial  board  refuse  to  enforce  in 

a  satisfactory  manner  the  regulations  and  directions  of  the 
Board,  the  Board  may,  after  conference  with  the  provincial 
board,  relieve  such  provincial  board  of  its  duties  and  may 
undertake  directly,  or  by  officials  appointed  by  the  Board 
for  that  purpose,  the  management  of  the  business  there¬ 
tofore  conducted  by  such  provincial  board  until  a  new 
provincial  board  satisfactory  to  the  Board  has  been 
nominated  and  appointed  as  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

11.  There  shall  be  an  Advisory  Council  to  the  Board  Advisory 
consisting  of  the  provincial  treasurer  of  each  province  of  Council# 
Canada  in  which  a  provincial  board  is  organized  as  herein¬ 
before  provided,  and  the  chief  executive  officer  of  each 
provincial  board.  This  Advisory  Council  shall  meet  at 

least  once  a  year  on  the  call  of  the  Minister  to  discuss  the 
general  policy  of  the  Board  and  the  credit  requirements  of 
farmers. 

12.  In  the  event  of  legislation  being  passed  by  the  Legislation 
legislature  of  any  province  operating  under  this  Act  after  affectingally 
loans  have  been  made  available  in  that  province  which,  in  security.

security  of  existing  or  future  loans,  the  Board,  by  notice  to 
be  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  may  cease  to  make 
further  loans  in  that  province. 

13.  The  cost  of  administration  of  any  provincial  board 
shall  be  a  charge  against  the  provision  made  for  expenses  of 
operation  under  subsection  five  of  section  seven  of  this  Act. 
The  salaries  paid  to  all  officers  and  employees  of  any  pro¬ 
vincial  board  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board. 

14.  An  audit  of  the  books  of  the  Board  and  of  each 
provincial  board  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  regulations 
made  under  the  provisions  of  section  nineteen  of  this  Act  by 
a  firm  of  chartered  accountants  appointed  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  a  copy  of  the  report  of 
the  said  accountants  on  the  annual  statement  of  the  Board 
shall  be  laid  before  Parliament  by  the  Minister  within 
the  first  fifteen  days  of  the  first  session  thereof  following 
the  date  of  the  said  report. 

15.  (1)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  this  Act 
the  operations  of  the  Board  in  virtue  thereof  shall  be 
conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give,  as  far  as  practicable, 
to  the  shareholders  in  each  province  the  full  benefit  of  the 
operations  in  such  province. 

(2)  The  word  “shareholders”  in  this  section  shall  mean 
the  holders  of  shares  of  the  Board  subscribed  by  the  pro¬ 
vinces,  respective^,  by  the  borrowers  in  such  provinces 
and  by  the  Government  of  Canada  as  provided  in  sub¬ 
section  two  of  section  five  of  this  Act. 

16.  Except  as  may  be  otherwise  decided  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  all  actions  and  decisions  of 
the  Board  shall  be  deemed  within  its  powers  and  shall 
be  conclusive  against  all  interested  parties. 

IT.  (1)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  The 
Insurance  Act,  1917,  any  Canadian  company  as  defined  in 
the  said  Act,  may  invest  its  funds  or  any  portion  thereof, 
in  the  purchase  of  Farm  Loan  bonds,  and  any  British 
company  and  any  foreign  company,  as  therein  defined, 
may  hold  the  said  bonds  as  assets  in  Canada  for  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Act. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  The  Lean 
Companies  Act,  1914,  any  loan  company  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  said  Act,  or  any  of  them,  may  invest  its 
funds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  in  the  purchase  of  Farm  Loan 
bonds. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  The  Trust 
Companies  Act,  191 4,  any  trust  company  subject  to  the 
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provisions  of  the  said  Act,  or  any  of  them,  may  invest  its 
funds  or  any  portion  thereof  in  the  purchase  of  Farm  Loan 
bonds. 

18.  The  Minister  may  purchase  from  time  to  time,  on  Purchase 
behalf  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  from  the  Board,  bonds  byMinfster. 
issued  by  the  Board,  which  bonds  shall  be  repurchased  by 

the  Board  at  the  price  originally  paid  therefor  when  funds 
for  that  purpose  become  available  through  the  public 
sale  of  Farm  Loan  bonds;  provided,  however,  that  the 
amount  of  such  bonds  held  at  any  one  time  by  the  minister 
on  behalf  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  shall  not  exceed 
fifteen  million  dollars.

(c)  The  bases  of  valuation  of  farm  land; 

(d)  The  form  of  application  for  loans,  farm  loan  bonds, 
mortgages,  books  of  account  and  annual  statements  of 
the  Board; 

( e )  The  manner  of  nomination  and  appointment  of 
representatives  of  the  borrowers  on  the  provincial 
board  in  any  province; 

(f )  The  manner  of  crediting  advance  payments  by 
borrowers  under  the  mortgages; 

(g)  The  auditing  and  inspection  of  the  accounts  and 
assets  of  the  Board; 

(h )  The  bonding  of  agents,  officers  and  employees  of 
the  Board; 

(i)  The  signing  of  cheques,  transfers,  assignments,  dis¬ 
charges,  deeds,  bonds  and  other  instruments  of  the 
Board. 

20.  The  amount  of  any  payment  by  the  Government  Payments 
of  Canada  on  account  of  capital  of  the  Board  or  as  payment  consolidated 
for  Farm  Loan  bonds  purchased  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Revenue 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  on  the  authority  of  the  Gover-  unc  ‘ 

nor  in  Council.

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An  Act  respecting  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and 
the  tariffs  of  tolls  to  be  charged  on  certain  Eastern 
lines. 

[Assented  to  IJ^th  April,  1927.] 

WHEREAS  the  Royal  Commission  on  Maritime  claims  Preamble. 

by  its  report,  dated  September  23rd,  1926,  has,  in 
effect,  advised  that  a  balanced  study  of  the  events  and 
pronouncements  prior  to  Confederation,  and  at  its 
consummation,  and  of  the  lower  level  of  rates  which 
prevailed  on  the  Intercolonial  system  prior  to  1912, 
has  in  its  opinion,  confirmed  the  representations  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Commission  on  behalf  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  namely,  that  the  Intercolonial  Railway  was 
designed,  among  other  things,  to  give  to  Canada  in  times 
of  national  and  imperial  need  an  outlet  and  inlet  on  the 
Atlantic  Ocean,  and  to  afford  to  Maritime  merchants, 
traders  and  manufacturers  the  larger  market  of  the  whole 
Canadian  people  instead  of  the  restricted  market  of  the 
Maritimes  themselves,  also  that  strategic  considerations 
determined  a  longer  route  than  was  actually  necessary, 
and  therefore  that  to  the  extent  that  commercial  con¬ 
siderations  were  subordinated  to  national,  imperial  and 
strategic  conditions  the  cost  of  the  railway  should  be 
borne  by  the  Dominion,  and  not  by  the  traffic  which  might 
pass  over  the  line;  And  whereas  the  Commission  has,  in 
such  report,  made  certain  recommendations  respecting 
transportation  and  freight  rates,  for  the  purpose  of  removing 
a  burden  imposed  upon  the  trade  and  commerce  of  such 
Provinces  since  1912,  which,  the  Commission  finds,  in 
view  of  the  pronouncements  and  obligations  undertaken 
at  Confederation,  it  was  never  intended  such  commerce 
should  bear;  And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  effect  should 
be  given  to  such  recommendations,  in  so  far  as  it  is 
reasonably  possible  so  to  do  without  disturbing  unduly  the 
general  rate  structure  in  Canada:  Therefore  His  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Maritime  Freight  Short  title. 
Rates  Act ,  1927, 
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2.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  the  lines  of  railway  now 
operated  as  a  part  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and 
situated  within  the  Provinces  of  New  Brunswick,  Nova 
Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  the  lines  of  railway, 
similarly  operated,  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  extending 
from  the  southern  provincial  boundary  near  Matapedia  and 
near  Courchesne  to  Diamond  Junction  and  Levis  are 
collectively  designated  as  the  “Eastern  lines.” 

3.  (1)  All  persons  or  companies  controlling,  or  con¬ 
cerned  in  the  preparation  and  issue  of  tariffs  of  tolls  to  be 
charged  in  respect  of  the  movements  of  freight  traffic, 
whether  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty  or  otherwise,  upon  or 
over  the  Eastern  lines  specified  in  section  four  of  this  Act, 
and  hereinafter  called  “preferred  movements/'  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  upon  and  after  the  first  day  of 
July,  1927,  to — 

(a)  Cancel  all  existing  freight  tariffs  in  respect  of  such 
preferred  movements; 

(b )  Substitute  other  tariffs  for  the  tariffs  so  cancelled 
showing  a  reduction  in  such  tariffs  of  approximately 
twenty  per  cent; 

and  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners,  hereinafter  called 
the  Board,  is  authorized  and  directed  to — 

(c)  Approve  such  cancellations,  and,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  The  Railway  Act ,  1919  (hereinafter 
called  “the  Railway  Act"),  respecting  tariffs  of  tolls 
for  the  carriage  of  freight,  where  not  inconsistent 
with  this  Act,  to  approve  all  tariffs  of  tolls  so  sub¬ 
stituted  ; 

(d)  Maintain  or  cause  to  be  maintained  such  substituted 
tariffs  (subject  to  all  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act 
respecting  tariffs  of  tolls  not  inconsistent  with  this 
Act)  on  the  general  rate  level  of  approximately  twenty 
per  cent  below  the  tolls  or  rates  existing  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  1927,  while  the  cost  of  railway  operation 
in  Canada  remains  approximately  the  same  as  at  the 
date  of  this  Act,  but  the  Board  may  allow  the  increase 
or  reduction  of  such  tolls  or  tariffs  from  time  to  time 
to  meet  increases  or  reductions,  as  the  case  may  be, 
in  such  cost  of  operations; 

(e)  Adjust  or  vary  such  substituted  tolls  or  rates  from 
time  to  time  as  new  industrial  or  traffic  conditions 
arise,  but  always  in  conformity  with  the  intent  of  this 
Act  as  outlined  in  the  preamble  to  this  Act  and  expressed 
in  sections  seven  and  eight  and  other  relative  sections 
hereof. 

(2)  Since  questions  may  arise  whether  substituted  tariffs 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Board  are  consistent  or  not 
consistent  with  this  Act,  it  is  declared  that  the  finding  of 
the  Board  that  any  tariff  so  substituted  and  approved  is 
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inconsistent  shall  take  effect  only  upon  such  finding,  and  inconsistent 
the  tariff  in  question  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  lawful  tariff  Acthan<?

and  approved. 

4.  (1)  The  following  are  preferred  movements  as  referred  preferrcd 
to  in  section  three  and  other  sections  of  this  Act: —  movements. 

(a)  Local  traffic,  all  rail — Between  points  on  the  Eastern 

lines;  for  example,  Sydney  to  Newcastle.  aiiraii. 

(b )  Traffic  moving  outward,  westbound,  all  rail — From  Traffic 
points  on  the  Eastern  lines  westbound  to  points  in  moving 
Canada  beyond  the  limit  of  the  Eastern  lines  at  Dia-  westbound, 
mond  Junction  or  Levis;  for  example,  Moncton  toallrail- 
Montreal — the  twenty  per  cent  reduction  shall  be 

based  upon  the  Eastern  lines  proportion  of  the  through 
rate  or  in  this  example  upon  the  rate  applicable  from 
Moncton  west  as  far  as  Diamond  Junction  or  Levis. 

(c)  Traffic  moving  outward,  export  traffic,  rail  and  sea —  Traffic 
From  points  on  the  Eastern  lines  through  ocean  ports 

on  the  Eastern  lines  destined  overseas;  for  example,  export 
Fredericton  to  Liverpool  via  St.  John — the  rate  affected 
shall  be  that  applicable  from  Fredericton  to  St.  John.  sea.  * 

(2)  Traffic  moving  over  the  car  ferries  shall  be  treated  car  ferries, 
as  all  rail  traffic. 


5.  For  greater  clearness,  but  without  intending  to 
enlarge  by  any  omission  the  scope  of  section  four  of  this 
Act,  it  is  declared  that  the  following  are  not  preferred 
movements : — 

(a)  Traffic  moving  inward  or  outward  to  or  from  the 
United  States,  all  rail — From  or  to  points  in  the  United 
States  to  or  from  points  on  the  Eastern  fines. 

(b )  Traffic  moving  inward,  eastbound,  from  Canada,  all 
rail — From  points  in  Canada  not  on  the  Eastern  fines 
eastbound  to  points  on  the  Eastern  fines;  for  example — 
Toronto  to  Moncton. 

(c)  Import  traffic  to  Canada,  originating  at  points 
overseas;  for  example,  Liverpool  to  Moncton  or  to 
Toronto. 

(d)  Passenger  movements  and  express  movements. 

6.  For  accounting  purposes,  but  without  affecting  the 
management  and  operation  of  any  of  the  Eastern  fines,  the 
revenues  and  expenses  of  the  Eastern  fines  (including  the 
reductions  herein  authorized  which  shall  be  borne  by  the 
Eastern  fines)  shall  be  kept  separately  from  all  other 
accounts  respecting  the  construction,  operation  or  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways.  In  the  event  of 
any  deficit  occurring  in  any  Railway  fiscal  year  in  respect  of 
the  Eastern  fines  the  amount  of  such  deficit  shall  be  included

No  argument  shall  accordingly  be 
made,  nor  considered  in  respect  of  the  reasonableness  of 
such  rates  with  regard  to  other  rates,  nor  of  other  rates 
having  regard  to  the  rates  authorized  by  this  Act. 


Purpose  of  8.  The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  give  certain  statutory 
^atutoryVe  advantages  in  rates  to  persons  and  industries  in  the  three 
advantages  Provinces  of  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince 
territory.  Edward  Island,  and  in  addition  upon  the  lines  in  the

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9.  (1)  Other  companies  owning  or  operating  lines  of 
railway  in  or  extending  into  the  select  territory  may  file  with 
the  Board  tariffs  of  tolls  respecting  freight  movements 
similar  to  the  preferred  movements,  meeting  the  statutory 
rates  referred  to  in  section  seven  of  this  Act.  The  Board, 
subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  respecting 
tariff  of  tolls,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  shall  approve 
the  tariffs  of  tolls  filed  under  this  section. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  subsection  two  of  section  three  and 
of  sections  seven  and  eight  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  the 
tariffs  of  tolls  filed  under  this  section. 

(3)  The  Board  on  approving  any  tariff  under  this  section

referred  to  in  subsection  three  hereof,  should  be  revised  and 
in  the  event  of  such  revision  the  revised  normal  tolls  shall 
thereafter  be  used  instead  of  the  normal  tolls  referred  to 
in  the  said  subsection  in  calculating  the  difference  to  be  paid 
to  the  Company  thereunder. 

10.  Other  lines  of  railway  from  time  to  time  operated 
within  the  select  territory  as  part  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  may  be  included  within  the  Eastern  lines  as 
designated  in  section  two  of  this  Act  and  made  subject  to 
this  Act  by  an  Order  or  Orders  of  the  Governor  in  Council; 
and  any  lines  designated  as  Eastern  lines  may  upon  such 
lines  ceasing  to  be  operated  as  a  part  of  the  Canadian 
National  Railways,  be  from  time  to  time  withdrawn  from 
such  designation  of  Eastern  lines  by  similar  Order  or 
Orders.  The  Governor  in  Council  is  hereby  authorized  at 
any  time  or  times  at  discretion  to  pass  any  Order  in  Council 
for  the  purposes  and  with  the  effect  mentioned  in  this 
section. 

11.  The  Board  may  hear  and  determine  all  questions 
arising  under  this  Act  subject  to  such  rights  of  appeal  as 
are  provided  in  the  Railway  Act. 

12.  The  interpretation  clauses  of  the  Railway  Act  shall 
apply  to  all  words  or  expressions  used  in  this  Act.

CHAP.  45. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  respecting  the  Construction  of  a 
Canadian  National  Railway  Line,  being  a  joint  section 
from  Rosedale  southeasterly  in  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

[Assented  to  14th  April ,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Section  one  of  chapter  thirty  of  the  statutes  of  1924, 
is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: 

“1.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  provide  for  the 
construction  or  completion  prior  to  the  thirty-first  day 
of  August,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine,

Commissioners. 

[Assented  to  Hth  April ,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Chicoutimi  Harbour  short  title. 
Loan  Act,  1927. 

2.  The  Governor  in  Coimcil  may,  from  time  to  time,  55oon0ofoto 
loan  to  the  Corporation  of  the  Chicoutimi  Harbour  Com-  Harbour  ° 
missioners,  hereinafter  called  “the  Corporation/ ’  such  sums  ^oSSfor 
of  money,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  five  hundred  terminal 
thousand  dollars,  as  are  required  to  enable  the  Corporation  facillties* 
to  construct  such  terminal  facilities  as  are  necessary  to 
properly  equip  the  port  of  Chicoutimi. 

3.  During  the  period  of  construction  of  the  works  referred  interest 
to  in  the  preceding  section,  the  interest  payable  on  the  construction 
debentures  deposited  with  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  to 

Receiver  General  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in  respect  capftai  to 
of  the  construction  of  such  works  shall  be  deemed  to  be  account- 
money  required  to  enable  the  Corporation  to  construct 
the  said  works  and  to  be  a  part  of  the  cost  of  construction 
thereof,  and  the  said  interest  may  be  paid  out  of  the  said 
sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars;  the  period  of  con¬ 
struction  herein  referred  to  shall  begin  on  the  day  when 
the  first  advance  is  made  on  account  of  the  said  construction, 
and  shall  terminate  on  such  date  as  the  Governor  in  Council 
shall  fix  and  determine. 

4.  No  such  loan  shall  be  paid  in  respect  of  the  construe-  Plans,  etc., 
tion  of  terminal  facilities,  unless  such  detailed  plans,  approved 
specifications  and  estimates,  for  the  works  to  be  performed  before  wor^ 
by  the  Corporation  and  on  which  the  money  so  to  be 
loaned  is  to  be  expended,  as  are  satisfactory  to  the  Minister 
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of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  have  been  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council  before  any  work 
on  the  same  has  been  commenced. 

5.  The  Corporation  shall  submit  to  the  Minister  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries,  for  approval,  monthly  applications 
for  loans  on  account  of  the  different  items  of  construction 
of  terminal  facilities,  accompanied  by  statements  showing 
the  total  expenditure  on  these  different  items  in  detail, 
for  the  month  which  the  loan  is  to  cover,  and  any  other 
statements  required  in  such  form  as  the  Minister  shall 
direct;  and  upon  approval  of  the  application,  authority 
for  the  payment  of  the  amount  so  applied  for  may  be 
granted  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

©.  The  Corporation  shall,  upon  any  loan  being  made, 
deposit  with  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver  General 
debentures  of  the  Corporation  equal  in  par  value  to  the 
loan  so  made  (which  debentures  the  Corporation  is  hereby 
authorized  to  issue),  and  such  debentures  so  issued  shall  be 
of  such  amounts  as  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver 
General  determines,  and  shall  bear  date  on  the  day  when 
such  loan  is  made,  and  shall  be  repayable  within  twenty- 
five  years  from  the  date  of  their  issue,  and  in  the  meantime 
shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per 
annum,  such  interest  to  be  payable  half  yearly  on  the 
first  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year. 

7.  The  principal  and  interest  of  the  sums  loaned  to 
the  Corporation  under  the  authority  of  this  Act  shall  be 
payable  by  the  Corporation  out  of  all  its  property  and 
assets  and  out  of  all  its  tolls,  rates,  dues,  penalties  and 
other  sources  of  revenue  and  income,  and  shall  rank  as  a 
charge  thereon  and  have  precedence  in  regard  to  payment, 
next  after  payments  provided  for  in  section  fifteen  of  chapter 
six  of  the  statutes  of  nineteen  twenty-six.

An  Act  to  amend  The  Civil  Service  Superannuation  Act, 

1924. 

[Assented  to  11+th  April,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  1924,  c.  69; 

the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  1925,  c* 36, 
as  follows: — 

1.  Section  two  of  The  Civil  Service  Superannuation  Act , 

1924,  is  amended  by  inserting  the  following  paragraph: — 

(gg)  “Misconduct”  means  wilful  disobedience  of  the  “Miscon- 
provisions  of  any  statute  or  regulation  governing  the  duct*” 
performance  of  official  duties  the  breach  of  which 
involves  dismissal  from  the  Civil  Service,  malversation 
in  office,  or  abandonment  of  office. 

2.  Section  three  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the

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permanent  capacity,  such  prior  service  shall  be  counted 
only  to  the  extent  of  one-half  in  computing  all  allowance 
under  this  Act  unless  within  three  months  after  his  becoming 
a  contributor,  or  within  three  months  of  the  passing  of  this 
amending  Act,  whichever  is  the  later,  he  contributes  to  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  an  amount  equal  to  five  per 
cent  of  the  total  salary  received  by  him  during  the  period 
of  such  prior  service,  with  simple  interest  thereon,  at  the 
rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum,  which  amount  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  contribution  under  this  Act  and  shall 
be  payable  in  one  sum  or  in  instalments  of  equivalent  value 
computed  on  such  bases  as  to  mortality  and  interest  as  the 
Governor  in  Council  may  by  regulation  prescribe. 

“(4)  If  the  average  salary  for  the  period  fixed  by  this 
Act  for  the  purpose  of  computing  the  allowance  of  any 
contributor  is  less  than  the  average  salary  for  any  like 
period  during  the  contributor’s  service,  the  contributor,  or 
his  widow  or  children  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  in  addition 
to  any  allowance  under  this  Act,  a  refund  of  the  contribu¬ 
tions  made  in  respect  of  the  excess  of  his  salary  during  any 
like  period  over  his  salary  for  the  period  so  fixed:  Provided 
that  the  Governor  in  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Treasury  Board,  may  by  regulation  determine  the  basis 
of  such  refund  in  any  case  or  class  of  cases,  and  when  a

marked  or  unparcelled  goods,  whether  the  property  of  the 
importer,  consumer,  passengers,  officers  or  members  of  the 
crew,  and  where  the  same  were  laden,  and  the  particulars 
of  any  goods  stowed  loose,  and,  if  consigned,  where  and  to 
whom  consigned,  and  where  any  and  what  goods,  if  any, 
have  been  laden  or  unladen,  or  bulk  has  been  broken, 
during  the  voyage,  also  the  part  of  the  cargo  and  the 
number  and  names  of  the  passengers  intended  to  be  landed 
at  that  port,  and  at  any  other  port  in  Canada,  what  part  of 
the  cargo,  if  any,  is  intended  to  be  exported  in  the  same 
vessel,  and  what  surplus  stores  remain  on  board :  Provided, 
however,  that  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  require 
a  report  of  the  wearing  apparel  or  personal  effects  in  actual 
use  by  passengers,  officers  and  members  of  the  crew  of 
vessels.” 

4.  Section  twenty-nine  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by 
repealing  subsection  two  thereof,  and  substituting  therefor 
the  following: — 

“(2)  If  the  importer  does  not  complete  a  perfect  entry 
within  the  time  appointed  by  the  collector,  the  money  so 
deposited  shall  be  taken  and  held  as  duty  accruing  on  such 
goods,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  and  accounted  for  accord¬ 
ingly;”

“50.  (1)  Except  as  in  this  Act  otherwise  provided,  if 
the  importer,  owner,  consignee  or  agent,  having  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  is  dissatisfied  with  the 
appraisement  made  of  any  such  goods  by  the  appraiser, 
hereinbefore  mentioned  he  may,  within  six  days,  give  notice 
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in  writing  to  the  collector  of  such  dissatisfaction;  on  the  Experienced 
receipt  of  which  notice  the  collector  shall  at  once  notify  valuators  to

“(2)  Every  person  who  gives,  offers  or  promises  to  give,  Persons 
or  procures  to  be  given,  any  bribe,  recompense  or  reward  tempting 
to,  or  makes  any  collusive  agreement  with  any  such  officer  officers  to 
or  person  as  aforesaid,  to  induce  him  in  any  way  to  neglect  neg  ect  uty' 
his  duty,  or  to  conceal  or  connive  at  any  Act  whereby  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  or  any  law  relating  to  the  Customs, 
trade  or  navigation,  may  be  evaded,  is  guilty  of  an  indict¬ 
able  offence  and  liable  for  every  such  offence  to  a  fine  of 
one  thousand  dollars,  and  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  five  years  and  not  less  than  one  year.”

In  default  of  payment  thereof  such  vessel  and  cargo 
may  be  sold  to  pay  such  charges  and  any  expenses  incurred 
in  detaining,  keeping  and  selling  such  vessel  and  cargo.”

Act  is  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

“264.  The  burden  of  proof  that  the  proper  duties 
payable  with  respect  to  any  goods  have  been  paid,  and 
that  all  requirements  of  this  Act  with  regard  to  the  entry 
of  any  goods  have  been  complied  with  and  fulfilled  shall, 
in  all  cases,  lie  upon  the  person  whose  duty  it  was  to  comply 
with  and  fulfil  the  same  or  in  whose  possession  the  goods 
were  found;  and,  without  restricting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing  provision,  if  any  prosecution  or  suit  is  brought 
for  any  penalty,  punishment  or  forfeiture,  or  for  the  recovery 
of  any  duty  under  this  Act,  or  any  other  law  relating  to 
the  Customs,  or  to  trade  and  navigation,  or  if  any  pro¬ 
ceedings  is  taken  against  the  Crown  or  any  officer  for  the 
recovery  of  any  goods  seized  or  money  deposited  under 
the  authority  of  this  Act,  or  any  other  such  law,  and  if 
any  question  arises  as  to  the  identity  or  origin  of  goods 
seized,  or  as  to  the  payment  of  the  duties  on  any  goods, 
or  as  to  the  lawful  importation  thereof,  or  as  to  the  lawful 
lading  or  exportation  of  the  same,  or  as  to  the  doing  or 
omission  of  any  other  thing  by  which  such  penalty,  punish¬ 
ment  or  forfeiture  or  liability  for  duty  would  be  incurred 
or  avoided,  the  burden  of  proof  shall  lie  on  the  owner  or 
claimant  of  the  goods  seized  or  money  deposited  or  on  the 
party  in  whose  possession  the  goods  were  found  and  not 
on  the  Crown  or  on  the  party  representing  the  Crown.” 

36.  The  said  Act  is  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
sections  immediately  after  section  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  thereof : — 

“285a.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Crim¬ 
inal  Code  or  of  any  other  statute  or  law,  the  court  shall, 
in  any  prosecution,  suit  or  proceeding  under  this  Act,  have 
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“285b.  Every  one  who  is  convicted  of  an  indictable  indictable 
offence  for  any  infraction  of  the  Customs  Act  committed  offence* 
after  a  previous  conviction  for  an  indictable  offence,  is  Second 
liable  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years  conviction, 
and  not  less  than  three  years.” 

37.  (1)  Paragraph  (n)  of  section  two  hundred  and 
eighty-six  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed,  and  the  following  is

“(n)  Prescribing  the  manner  in  which  the  proceeds  of  Distribution 
penalties  and  forfeitures  shall  be  distributed,  and  °  procee  s* 
providing  for  payment  to  informers  forthwith  after 
seizure  of  an  award  based  upon  the  value  of  the  goods 
seized  and  not  dependent  upon  forfeiture  or  proceeds 
of  forfeiture.” 

(2)  Paragraph  (s)  of  the  said  section  is  repealed,  and  the 
following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

“( s)  Regulating  and  determining  what  shall  be  special  Special^ 
Customs  services  for  which  charges  shall  be  payable  to  services. 

His  Majesty  on  account  of  the  attendance  of  Customs 
officers  on  vessels  or  at  wharfs,  warehouses,  stations, 
frontier  highway  bridges,  or  other  places,  and  the  scale 
or  amount  of  such  charges  and  the  conditions  attaching 
to  such  special  services;  and  in  any  such  case  the 
money  received  for  such  charges  may  be  used  for 
payment  of  the  salaries  or  pay  of  Customs  officers  for 
the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  special  Customs  service  is 
performed,  notwithstanding  anything  in  any  Act.” 

38.  Section  three  hundred  and  three  of  the  said  Act  is 
repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

“303.  The  Minister  may,  from  time  to  time,  and  as  Baggage,  etc., 
occasion  requires,  make  such  regulations  as  to  him  seem  bitwelnilers 
meet,  with  respect  to  travellers  passing  through  a  portion  Canada  and 
of  Canada,  or  coming  into  it  with  their  vessels,  vehicles,  states! 
carriages,  horses  or  other  cattle  drawing  the  same,  and 
personal  baggage,  with  the  intention  of  forthwith  returning 
to  the  United  States,  or,  having  gone  to  the  United  States 
from  Canada,  returning  to  Canada  with  such  articles,  and 
may  direct  under  what  circumstances  duty  shall  or  shall  not 
be  paid,  and  on  what  conditions  it  shall  be  remitted  or 
returned.”

An  Act  respecting  certain  debts  due  the  Crown. 

[Assented  to  11+th  April,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

1.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained 
in  The  Dominion  Lands  Act,  chapter  twenty  of  the  statutes 
of  1908,  or  in  any  other  Act,  the  Governor  in  Council  shall 
have  power  to  make  regulations  providing  for  the  apportion¬ 
ment  and  adjustment  of  indebtedness  incurred  for  advances 
of  seed  grain,  fodder  for  animals  and  other  relief,  and  to 
discharge  and  release  in  whole  or  in  part  any  moneys  due 
to  His  Majesty  in  respect  of  either  principal  or  interest  or 
both,  as  may  be  considered  equitable  in  the  circumstances. 

2.  Within  the  first  fifteen  days  of  each  session  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  shall  cause  to  be  laid 
before  both  Houses  of  Parliament  a  list  of  all  such  appor¬ 
tionments  and  adjustments  of  indebtedness  aforesaid 
giving  particulars  of  such  discharges  and  releases,  whether 
in  whole  or  in  part,  of  all  such  moneys  due  to  His  Majesty 
in  respect  of  either  principal  or  interest  or  both.

CHAP.  52. 

An  Act  to  encourage  the  Production  of  Domestic  Fuel  from 
coal  mined  in  Canada. 

[Assented  to  l^th  April ,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Domestic  Fuel  Act ,  1927. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 
fa J  “Minister”  means  the  Minister  of  Mines; 

(h)  “Works”  means  by-product  recovery  coke  oven 
plants  or  such  other  carbonizing  plants  as  have  for 
their  object  the  production  by  heat-treatment  from 
coal  of  a  coke  suitable  for  domestic  use,  and  of  gas,  tar 
and  other  by-products; 

(c)  “Contractor”  means  any  person  with  whom  an 
agreement  is  entered  into  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act; 
(d)  “Domestic  use”  means  use  in  the  home,  or  use  solely 
for  the  direct  heating  of  any  building. 

3.  (1)  The  Minister  may  enter  into  an  agreement  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  fifteen  years  with  any  person 
approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council  for  the  construction 
and  operation  by  the  said  person  of  works,  and  the  Governor 
in  Council  may  from  time  to  time  during  the  continuance 
of  any  such  agreement  authorize  payments  to  such  person 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  out  of  any 
unappropriated  moneys  forming  part  of  the  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund  of  Canada. 

(2)  No  such  agreement  shall  be  entered  into  unless  and 
until  the  Governor  in  Council  is  satisfied  upon  a  report  of 
the  Minister  that  the  construction  of  such  works  is  in  the 
public  interest,  and  that  the  works  have  been  designed  for 
the  use  therein  of  coal  mined  in  Canada  to  the  extent  of  at 
least  seventy  per  cent  of  the  total  coal  to  be  so  used. 

(3)  Every  agreement  entered  into  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Act  shall  contain,  in  addition  to  such  other  conditions 
.as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  prescribe  not  inconsistent 
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with  this  Act,  the  following  covenants  on  the  part  of  the 
contractor: — 

(a)  To  use  during  each  year  in  the  manufacture  of  coke, 
coal  mined  in  Canada  to  the  extent  of  at  least  seventy 
per  cent  of  the  total  coal  so  used; 

(b )  To  construct,  complete  and  operate  the  said  works 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  said  agreement; 

(c )  To  keep  the  said  works  after  completion  in  thorough 
repair  and  full  working  order  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Minister. 

4.  (1)  Payments  due  under  any  such  agreement  to  any 
contractor  shall  be  made  annually.  Such  annual  payments 
to  any  contractor  shall  be,  if  the  contractor  be  an  individual, 
company  or  private  corporation,  a  sum  equal  to  four  per 
cent  or  if  the  contractor  be  a  municipality  or  other  public 
corporation  a  sum  equal  to  five  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
the  works,  subject,  however,  in  every  case  to  be 
reduced  by  five  per  cent  for  each  unit  of  percentage  by 
which  the  quantity  of  coal  mined  in  Canada  used  in  the 
said  works  for  the  production  of  coke  falls  below  seventy 
per  cent  of  the  total  quantity  of  coal  so  used. 

Provided  that  the  net  sum  payable  to  any  contractor  in 
any  year,  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  per  ton  of  Canadian 
coal  used  in  the  production  of  coke  for  domestic  use. 

(2)  The  cost  on  which  the  amount  payable  shall  be  cal¬ 
culated  shall  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  based 
upon  a  report  of  the  Dominion  Fuel  Board  or  such  other 
authority  or  person  as  the  Minister  may  appoint  for  that 
purpose,  made  after  construction  of  the  said  works  has 
been  completed  and  operation  thereof  commenced,  such 
cost  to  include  the  cost  to  the  contractor  of  all  property, 
land,  buildings,  plant,  machinery  and  equipment  necessarily 
used  and  useful  for  the  production  of  the  said  fuel  and 
primary  by-products. 

5.  The  contractor  shall  make  such  annual  or  more 
frequent  returns  or  reports  concerning  the  operation  of  the 
works  as  the  Minister  may  require,  and  the  Minister  or  any 
person  appointed  by  him  for  that  purpose  shall  have  free 
access  to  all  works,  books,  plans,  records  or  documents 
insofar  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 
The  decision  of  the  Minister  as  to  any  reduction  in  the 
annual  payment  in  accordance  with  section  one  of  section 
four  of  this  Act  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

6.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  at  any  time  for  cause 
cancel  any  agreement  entered  into  under  this  Act. 

7. 
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7.  Advantage  shall  not  be  taken  of  section  three  of  this  Termsof 
Act  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  1932. 

8.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations  Regulations, 
deemed  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act.

WHEREAS  Oliver  Mowat  Biggar  is  desirous  of  vacating  Preamble. 

the  office  of  Chief  Electoral  Officer:  Therefore  His  1920»c*46* 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — ■ 

1.  Subsection  one  of  section  nineteen  of  the  Dominion 
Elections  Act,  chapter  forty-six  of  the  statutes  of  1920, 
is  amended  by  striking  out  all  that  portion  preceding  the 
word  “He”,  in  the  seventh  line  thereof  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following: — 

“The  Chief  Electoral  Officer  shall  be  appointed  by  anPd  saia?ent 
resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  shall  be  paid  a  of  cSefry 
salary  of  six  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  He  shall  hold  office™1 
office  on  the  same  tenure,  shall  be  removable  only  for  cause 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Canada.”

1.  Section  two  of  the  Excise  Act ,  chapter  fifty-one  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1906,  as  amended  by 
chapter  twenty-six  of  the  statutes  of  1921,  and  by  chapter

“84.  If  any  stock,  steam-engine,  boiler,  still,  fermenting-  Forfeited 
tun,  machinery,  apparatus,  vessel  or  utensil,  boat,  vessel,  s°ods- 
vehicle,  or  other  article  or  commodity  is  forfeited  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  for  any  violation  thereof,  it  may 
be  seized  by  the  collector  or  other  officer  of  Customs  and  seizure.

3.  Subsection  two  of  section  one  hundred  of  the  said 
Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

“2.  All  horses,  vehicles,  vessels  and  other  appliances  Horses, 
which  have  been  or  are  being  used  for  the  purpose  of  remov-  vehicles, 
ing  any  spirits,  malt,  beer,  tobacco,  cigars,  materials  or  etc* 
apparatus  used  or  to  be  used  in  the  production  of  any 
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article  subject  to  excise,  in  violation  of  this  Act,  shall  like¬ 
wise  be  liable  to  be  seized  by  any  such  officer  and  to  be 
forfeited  to  the  Crown,  and  may  be  dealt  with  in  like 
manner.’’ 

4.  Section  one  hundred  and  seven  of  the  said  Act  is 
amended  by  striking  out  the  last  six  lines  thereof  and  sub¬ 
stituting  therefor  the  following:— 

“shall,  for  a  first  offence,  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars, 
and  for  each  subsequent  offence  a  penalty  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  and,  for  any  offence,  first  or  subsequent,  a  further 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  upon 
which  such  offence  has  been  committed.” 

5.  Section  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  of  the  said 
Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

“127.  The  burden  of  proof  that  the  duties  of  excise 
have  been  paid  and  all  the  other  requirements  of  this  Act 
complied  with  as  regards  any  article  of  any  kind  subject  to 
duty  under  this  Act,  shall  lie  upon  the  person  in  whose 
possession  the  goods  or  articles  liable  to  duty  are  found.” 

6.  Subsection  one  of  section  one  hundred  and  thirty  of 
the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted 
therefor:- — 

“13©.  (1)  All  vehicles,  vessels,  goods  and  other  things 
seized  as  forfeited  under  this  Act  or  any  other  Act  relating 
to  excise,  or  to  trade  or  navigation,  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  condemned,  and  may  be  dealt  with  accordingly, 
unless  the  person  from  whom  they  were  seized,  or  the  owner 
thereof,  within  one  month  from  the  day  of  seizure,  gives 
notice  in  writing  to  the  seizing  officer,  the  collector  in  the 
Customs  and  Excise  division  in  which  such  goods  were 
seized,  or  superior  officer,  that  he  claims  or  intends  to  claim 
the  same.” 

7.  Paragraph  (b )  of  section  one  hundred  and  thirty-two 
of  the  said  Act,  as  amended  by  chapter  twenty-six  of  the 
statutes  of  1921,  is  repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted 
therefor  :— 

(b )  if  the  amount  or  value  of  such  penalty  or  forfeiture 
does  nob  exceed  five  thousand  dollars,  whether  the 
offence  in  respect  of  which  it  has  been  incurred  is 
declared  by  this  Act  to  be  an  indictable  offence  or  not, 
by  summary  conviction,  under  Part  XV  of  the  Criminal 
Code,  before  a  judge  of  a  county  court,  or  before  a 
police  or  stipendiary  magistrate,  or  any  two  justices  of 
the  peace  having  jurisdiction  in  the  place  where  the 
cause  of  prosecution  arises,  or  wherein  the  defendant  is 
served  with  process.

9.  Section  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  of  the  said  Act, 
as  amended  by  chapter  fifty-two  of  the  statutes  of  1920  is 
repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

“171.  (1)  All  spirits  produced  in  a  distillery  shall  be 
warehoused  in  accordance  with  departmental  regulations 
made  in  that  behalf. 

(2)  No  less  quantity  than  one  hundred  gallons  of  proof 
spirits  shall  be  entered  for  warehouse  by  one  entry. 

(3)  Except  for  export,  no  less  quantity  than  thirty  gallons 
of  proof  spirits  or  the  contents  of  one  barrel  shall  be  ex-ware¬ 
housed  by  one  entry. 

(4)  No  spirits  subject  to  excise  which  have  not  been  ware¬ 
housed  for  at  least  two  years  except  that  class  of  spirits 
commonly  known  as  gin  shall  be  entered  for  consumption. 

(5)  Spirits  may,  under  regulations  made  by  the  depart¬ 
ment,  be  removed  in  bond  at  any  date  after  being  ware¬ 
housed,  from  any  duly  licensed  distillery  to  the  premises  of 
any  duly  licensed  bonded  manufacturer  for  manufacturing 
purposes  only,  but  not  for  sale.”

(2)  Subsection  three  of  section  one  hundred  and  eighty 
of  the  said  Act,  as  enacted  by  chapter  fifty-four  of  the 
statutes  of  1923,  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor: — 

“(3)  In  every  prosecution  under  this  Act,  the  certificate 
of  analysis  furnished  by  a  departmental  analyst  or  by  a 
provincial  analyst  shall  be  accepted  as  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  facts  stated  therein  and  of  the  authority  of  the 
person  giving  or  issuing  such  certificate  without  further 
proof  of  appointment  or  signature.” 

12.  Section  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  said 
Act,  as  enacted  by  chapter  fifty-two  of  the  statutes  of 
1920,  is  repealed,  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

“185.  Every  person  who  sells  or  offers  for  sale,  or  who 
purchases,  or  has  in  his  possession  any  spirits  unlawfully 
manufactured  or  imported,  whether  the  owner  thereof  or 
not,  without  lawful  excuse,  the  proof  of  which  shall  be  on 
the  person  accused,  is  guilty  of  an  indictable  offence,  and 
shall,  for  a  first  offence  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
two  thousand  dollars  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars, 
and  to  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  twelve  months  and  not  less  than  one 
month,  and,  in  default  of  payment  of  the  penalty,  to  a 
further  term  of  imprisonment  not  exceeding  twelve  months 
and  not  less  than  six  months,  and  for  every  subsequent 
offence  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars 
and  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  to  imprisonment, 
with  hard  labour,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months 
and  not  less  than  six  months,  and,  in  default  of  payment 
of  the  penalty,  to  a  further  term  of  imprisonment  equal  to 
that  already  imposed  by  the  court  for  such  subsequent 
offence:  and  all  spirits  so  unlawfully  manufactured  or 
imported  wheresoever  they  are  found,  and  all  horses  and 
vehicles,  vessels,  and  other  appliances  which  have  been 
or  are  being  used  for  the  purpose  of  removing  the  same, 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Crown,  and  shall  be  dealt  with 
accordingly.”

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CHAP.  55. 

An  Act  respecting  the  Federal  District  Commission. 

[Assented  to  11+th  April,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  1919,  c.  62; 

Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  1021,0.43. 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Federal  District  Com -  short  title. 
mission  Act,  1927. 

2.  In  this  Act  and  in  all  regulations  made  hereunder,  Definitions, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(a)  “Commission”  means  the  Federal  District  Commis-  “Commis¬ 
sion;  S10n-” 

(h )  “Minister”  means  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  “Minister.” 
Receiver  General. 

3.  There  shall  be  a  Commission,  to  be  called  “the  Federal 
Federal  District  Commission,”  consisting  of  ten  members,  commission, 
of  whom  nine  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  and  shall  hold  office  during  pleasure  and  at  least 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Hull.  One  Number  of 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Ottawa, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the  City”  and  shall  hold  office  and  tenure 
for  a  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  his  appointment,  of  office‘ 
or  for  such  period  not  exceeding  three  years  as  shall  be  one  member 
determined  by  by-law  duly  passed  by  the  City:  Provided,  Ottawa  and 
however,  that  if  the  mayor  or  an  alderman  of  the  City  is  Hull, 
appointed  by  the  City  to  be  a  commissioner  he  shall  cease 
to  hold  office  as  commissioner  when  he  ceases  to  hold  office 
as  mayor  or  alderman,  and  the  City  shall  thereupon  appoint 
a  commissioner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

4.  (1)  The  Commission  shall  be  a  body  corporate,  and  incorporation 
shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws,  employ  such  persons,  commission, 
and  pay  and  defray  such  expenses  as  are  necessary  to  enable 
it  to  carry  into  effect  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  constituted  By-laws. 
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or  any  of  the  powers  conferred  on  it  by  this  Act;  but  no 
by-laws  so  made  shall  come  into  force  or  effect  until  approved 
by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  no  alteration,  modification 
or  repeal  of  any  such  by-law  shall  have  any  force  or  effect 
until  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

(2)  Any  by-law  of  the  Commission  may  impose  penalties 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  recoverable  upon  summary 
conviction,  for  the  infraction  of  its  provisions,  and  may 
provide  for  the  imprisonment  of  offenders  in  default  of 
payment  of  such  penalties  for  any  term  not  exceeding  two 
months. 

5.  (1)  The  Governor  in  Council  shall  designate  one  of 
the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
to  be  chairman  of  the  Commission,  and  he  shall  hold  office 
as  chairman  during  pleasure. 

(2)  There  shall  be  a  secretary  of  the  Commission,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  who 
shall  hold  office  during  pleasure. 

The  Chairman  and  other  members  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion  shall  serve  without  remuneration,  but  they  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  and  be  paid  their  actual  disbursements 
for  expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  them  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  under  this  Act. 

7.  The  Commission  may, — 

(a)  purchase,  acquire  and  hold  real  property  within  such 
area  or  district  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  designated 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  for  the  purpose  of  public 
parks  or  squares,  streets,  avenues,  drives,  thorough¬ 
fares  or  bridges; 

(b )  do,  perform  and  execute  all  necessary  or  proper  acts 
or  things  for  the  purposes  of  preparing,  building, 
improving,  repairing,  maintaining  and  protecting  all 
or  any  of  the  works  of  or  under  the  control  of  the  Com¬ 
mission,  and  for  preserving  order  thereon; 

(c  )  co-operate  with  any  local  municipality  in  the  improve¬ 
ment  and  beautifying  of  the  same  or  the  vicinity 
thereof  by  the  acquisition,  maintenance  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  public  parks,  squares,  streets,  avenues,  drives, 
thoroughfares  or  bridges  in  such  municipality  or  in  the 
vicinity  thereof; 

(d)  grant  concessions  for  the  maintenance  of  places  of 
refreshment,  amusement  or  shelter,  or  for  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  sports  and  games,  upon  any  property  under 
its  administration  or  control,  where  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Commission  it  is  advisable  in  the  public  interest 
to  do  so; 
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and  for  all  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  purposes,  the  Commission  ofx^ndjygres 
may  expend  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  sums  that  are 
placed  at  its  credit  under  this  Act:  Provided  that  any  special 
moneys  which  may  be  received  by  the  Commission  by  way  grants* 
of  special  grant  for  the  carrying  out  of  any  particular  work 
or  undertaking  shall  be  expended  solely  upon  such  work 
or  undertaking. 

8.  The  Minister  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  out  of  the  Annual  grant 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  Canada  to  the  Commission  authomed' 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  a  year 

for  a  period  not  exceeding  sixteen  years  from  the  first  day 
of  April  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  to 
be  expended  by  the  Commission  for  the  purposes  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Such  annual  pay¬ 
ment  shall  be  made  in  four  equal  quarterly  instalments,  PayabIe 
payable  on  the  first  day  of  April,  July,  October  and  January,  quarterly 
respectively,  in  each  year,  the  first  of  such  quarterly  instal-  $Sait 
ments  to  be  paid  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1927,  and  the  Commission, 
amount  of  each  such  quarterly  payment  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Minister  into  a  chartered  bank  to  be  designated  by  him 
to  the  credit  of  the  Commission,  and  no  payment  shall  be 
made  by  such  bank  from  any  amount  at  the  credit  of  the 
Commission  except  on  the  joint  cheque  of  the  chairman 
or  acting  chairman  and  the  secretary  or  acting  secretary 
of  the  Commission. 

9.  The  Commission  may  borrow  from  time  to  time  on  de-  Borrowing 
bentures  of  the  Commission  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  to  be  conimission 
approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council, — which  debentures 

the  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue, — such  sum 
or  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  on  the  whole  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  as  are  required  to  enable  the 
Commission  to  purchase  land  or  to  carry  into  effect  any 
scheme  of  improvements  and  undertakings  requiring  a 
larger  outlay  than  is  available  out  of  the  actual  income  of 
the  Commission  or  for  both  purposes:  Provided  always  Consent  of 
that  no  moneys  shall  be  borrowed  by  the  Commission  council?1  m 
except  with  the  previous  consent  of  the  Governor  in  Council. 

1<3>.  No  debentures  shall  be  issued  by  the  Commission  Time 
for  a  period  extending  beyond  the  first  day  of  July  one  Gf 

thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-two;  and  the  debentures  debentures, 
issued  under  the  authority  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  and 
redeemed  by  the  Commission  in  equal  annual  instalments,  Redemption, 
beginning  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of 
issue  thereof,  so  that  the  total  amount  of  the  debentures 
so  issued  shall  be  fully  paid  and  redeemed  on  or  before 
the  said  first  day  of  July  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
forty-two. 
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11.  The  principal  of  the  debentures  issued  under  this 
Act,  and  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be  a  first  charge  and 
lien  upon  the  income  of  the  Commission  from  whatever 
source  derived,  and  the  Commission  shall  each  year  set 
apart  and  appropriate  such  amount  of  its  income  as  is 
required  to  pay  and  discharge  the  principal  and  interest  of 
such  debentures  as  fall  due  and  become  payable  during 
that  year.  The  word  “year”  in  this  section  means  the 
period  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  July  in  any  year  and 
ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  the  next  year. 

12.  All  works  or  undertakings  of  the  Commission  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  works  for  the  general  advantage  of 
Canada. 

IS.  No  real  property  shall  be  purchased  or  acquired  by 
the  Commission,  except  with  the  previous  consent  of  the 
Governor  in  Council;  and  if  the  Commission  is  unable  to 
agree  with  the  owner  of  the  property,  which  it  is  so  auth¬ 
orized  to  purchase,  as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor, 
the  Commission  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  the  same 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  and  the  provisions  of 
The  Railway  Act,  1919,  relating  to  the  taking  of  lands  by 
railway  companies  shall,  mutatis  mutandis,  be  applicable 
to  the  acquisition  of  such  real  property  by  the  Commission. 

14.  The  Commission  shall  from  time  to  time  before 
making  expenditures  under  this  Act,  submit  to  the  Minister 
detailed  estimates  of  the  expenditures  proposed  to  be  made 
by  it,  which  estimates  shall  be  accompanied  by  such  full 
information  as  is  sufficient  to  enable  the  Governor  in  Council 
to  determine  as  to  the  necessity  or  advisability  of  such 
proposed  expenditures,  or  of  any  portion  thereof;  and  no 
expenditure  shall  be  made  by  the  Commission  under  this 
Act  until  it  has  been  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

15.  The  Commission  shall  send  to  the  Minister  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year  a  detailed 
statement  of  all  its  receipts  and  expenditures  up  to  the  last 
day  of  March  in  such  year;  and  copies  of  such  statements 
shall  be  laid  before  Parliament  by  the  Minister  within  the 
first  fourteen  days  of  the  next  following  session  thereof. 

1G.  The  Commission  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year  make  to  the  Minister  an  annual 
report  for  the  information  of  Parliament,  setting  forth  a 
description  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  works  and 
undertakings  of  the  Commission  for  the  year  ended  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  March  in  that  year,  and  such  other  matters 
as  appear  to  it  to  be  of  public  interest  in  relation  to  the  said 
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Commission.  Copies  of  such  annual  reports  shall  be  laid 
before  Parliament  by  the  Minister  within  the  first  fourteen 
days  of  the  next  following  session  thereof. 

17.  The  Commission  shall,  whenever  required  by  the 
Minister,  render  detailed  accounts  of  its  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  such  period  or  to  such  day  as  he  designates; 
and  all  books  of  account,  records,  bank  books  and  papers 
of  the  Commission  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Minister  or  of  such  person  as  the  Minister  names  to 
inspect  them. 

18.  All  expenditures  by  the  Commission  shall  be  subject 
to  the  audit  of  the  Auditor  General  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  public  moneys. 

1®.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  commissioner  or  the 
secretary  of  the  Commission  to  enter  into  any  contract 
with  the  Commission  or  to  be  pecuniarily  interested,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  or  work  for  which 
any  portion  of  the  moneys  at  the  credit  of  the  Commission 
is  to  be  paid. 

2®.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  the  Com¬ 
mission  shall  possess  and  be  vested  with  all  the  assets, 
rights,  credits,  effects  and  property,  real,  personal  and 
mixed,  of  whatsoever  kind  and  wheresoever  situated, 
belonging  to  the  Ottawa  Improvement  Commission,  and 
shall  pay,  discharge,  carry  out  and  perform  all  the  debts, 
liabilities,  obligations  and  duties  thereof. 

21.  The  Act  constituting  the  Ottawa  Improvement 
Commission,  chapter  ten  of  the  statutes  of  1899,  the  Act 
continuing  the  said  Commission,  chapter  sixty-two  of  the 
statutes  of  1919,  and  all  amendments  to  the  said  Acts, 
are  hereby  repealed  and  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are 
substituted  for  those  of  the  said  Acts  and  amendments.

[Assented  to  llfii  April ,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  1320» c- 27- 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  (1)  Paragraph  (b)  of  section  two  of  The  Food  and  Definitions. 
Drugs  Act ,  1920,  chapter  twenty-seven  of  the  statutes  of 
1920,  is  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

“( b )  1  Dominion  analyst’  means  any  analyst  designated  “Dominion 
for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  and  includes  the  Chief  analyst  ” 
Dominion  Analyst  and  the  Assistant  Chief  Dominion 
Analyst” ; 

(2)  Paragraph  (c)  of  the  said  section  is  repealed,  and 
the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

“(c)  ‘drug’  includes  all  medicine  for  internal  or  external  “Drug.” 
use  for  man  or  animal;  and  any  substance  or  mixture 
of  substances  intended  to  be  used  for  the  treatment, 
mitigation  or  prevention  of  disease  in  man  or  animal”; 

2.  Section  four  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  subsections: — 

“(3)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  subsections  Regulations, 
one  and  two  of  this  section,  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
make  regulations  respecting  any  or  all  of  the  drugs  men¬ 
tioned  or  described  in  Schedule  B  to  this  Act, — 

“(a)  prescribing  standards  of  quality  and  potency 
“(b)  defining  official  methods  for  biological  testing  which 
methods  shall  permit  manufacturers  to  have  biological 
tests  made  in  any  laboratory; 

“(c)  providing  for  the  licensing  of  manufacturers  pre¬ 
paring  drugs  mentioned  or  described  in  Parts  II  and 
III  of  Schedule  B; 

“(d)  providing  for  the  inspection  of  premises,  equipment 
and  technical  qualifications  of  the  staff  of  manufac¬ 
turers  preparing  drugs  mentioned  or  described  in  Parts 
II  and  III  of  Schedule  B; 

“(e)  requiring  that  manufacturers  of  drugs  mentioned 
or  described  in  Part  IV  of  Schedule  B  submit  test 
portions  of  each  and  every  batch  of  such  drugs  to  be 
tested  in  the  laboratories  of  the  Department  of  Health, 
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and  requiring  that  only  approved  batches  may  be 
imported,  sold  or  offered  for  sale; 

“(f )  prescribing  a  tariff  of  fees  for  inspection,  licensing 
and  biological  testing. 

“(4)  Any  drug  mentioned  or  described  in  Schedule  B  to 
this  Act  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  if  it  has  not 
been  manufactured,  tested  and  labelled  in  accordance  with 
regulations  made  by  the  Governor  in  Council  under  this 
section,  or  if  it  differs  in  quality  or  potency  from  the 
standard  for  such  drug  established  by  such  regulations.,, 

3.  The  first  two  lines  of  section  five  of  the  said  Act  are 
repealed,  and  the  following  are  substituted  therefor: — 

“5.  Food  or  drug  shall  be  deemed  to  be  misbranded 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Act, — ” 

4.  Paragraphs  (f ),  (g)  and  (h)  of  section  five  of  the 
said  Act  are  repealed,  and  the  following  paragraphs  are 
substituted  therefor: — 

“(f)  if  in  package  form,  sealed  by  or  put  up  by  the 
manufacturer  or  producer,  and  bearing  his  name  and 
address,  the  contents  of  each  package  are  not  con¬ 
spicuously  and  correctly  stated  within  limits  of  vari¬ 
ability  to  be  fixed  by  regulations  as  in  this  Act  provided, 
in  terms  of  weight,  measure  or  number,  upon  the  outside 
of  the  package;  provided  that  this  subsection  shall 
not  apply  to  packages  the  weight  of  which  including 
the  package  and  contents  is  under  two  ounces ;  provided 
also  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  taken  to  require 
the  statement  of  weight,  measure  or  number  upon 
containers  or  packages  of  standard  size  as  provided 
by  orders  of  the  Governor  in  Council  under  The  Meat 
and  Canned  Foods  Act ; 

“(g)  if  it  is  not  labelled  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  this  Act; 

“(h)  if  the  package  containing  it,  or  the  label  on  the 
package,  bears  any  statement,  design  or  device  regard¬ 
ing  the  ingredients  or  the  substances  contained  therein, 
which  statement,  design  or  device  is  false  or  misleading 
in  any  particular;  or  if  the  package  is  deceptive  with 
respect  to  design,  construction  or  fill;  or” 

5.  Subsection  two  of  section  seven  of  the  said  Act  is 
repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor : — 

“(2)  An  inspector  may,  if  he  has  reason  to  believe  that 
any  article  of  food  or  drug  is  held  or  exposed  or  offered 
for  sale  in  violation  of  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  seize 
and  hold  such  article  until  a  sample  taken  by  him  and 
submitted  for  analysis  to  the  Dominion  analyst  has  been 
reported  upon  and  thereafter  until  the  inspector  has  given 
an  order  for  its  disposal.” 

6. 
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6.  Subsection  one  of  section  twelve  of  the  said  Act  is 
repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor  — 

“12.  (1)  Whenever  any  article  of  food  or  any  drug  is  Seizure, 
reported  by  a  Dominion  analyst  as  being  adulterated  or 
misbranded  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  the  Department 
may  order  such  article,  and  all  other  articles  of  the  same 
kind  which  were  in  the  same  place  at  the  time  the  article 
analysed  was  obtained,  to  be  seized  by  an  inspector  and 
detained  by  him  until  an  analysis  of  the  sample  of  the 
whole  is  made,  and  thereafter  until  the  inspector  has  given 
an  order  for  its  disposal.” 

7.  Paragraph  (e )  of  section  fifteen  of  the  said  Act  is 
repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

“(e)  for  the  disposal  of  import  shipments  of  food  or  Regulations 
drugs  refused  entry  under  subsection  three  of  section  disposal, 
seven  of  this  Act.” 

8.  Section  fifteen  of  the  said  Act  is  further  amended  by 
adding  thereto  the  following  paragraph : — 

“(f)  for  designating  as  Dominion  Analyst  any  member  ^aahsts 
of  the  technical  staff  already  appointed  to  the  services  dSfgnated. 
of  the  Department  of  Health.” 

9.  The  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  inserting  the 
following  section  immediately  after  section  fifteen  thereof — 

“15a.  Regulations  made  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  ^|!1tIQfions, 
this  Act  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  embodied  e  ec  °  * 
in  this  Act.” 

19.  Subsection  two  of  section  seventeen  of  the  said  Act 
is  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor  — 

“(2)  If,  as  provided  for  in  subsection  one  of  this  section,  Defence  by 
the  person  presenting  such  defence  submits  a  sworn  declara-  goodhfaSSh!n 
tion  that  he  purchased  the  article  in  good  faith,  he  or  the 
prosecutor  shall  lay  information  against  such  third  party,  complaint 
and  the  magistrate  shall  at  the  same  time  hear  all  the  parties  a|a*ast  third 
and  decide  upon  the  entire  merits  of  the  case,  including  the 
question  of  costs,  not  only  as  regards  the  person  originally 
accused,  but  also  as  regards  the  third  party  so  brought 
into  the  case.” 

11.  The  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  inserting  the 
following  sections  immediately  after  section  twenty 
thereof : — 

“2©a.  Every  person  who  removes,  alters  or  interferes  interference 
in  any  way  with  any  goods  seized  under  this  Act  without  Szed.°°ds 
an  inspector’s  order  for  disposal  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
an  offence  under  this  Act. 

“2 Ob.  Any  article  seized  under  this  Act  may  at  the  storage  of 
option  of  the  inspector  be  kept  or  stored  in  the  building  ®rtic?es. 
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or  place  where  it  was  seized  or  such  article  may,  by  the 
direction  of  the  inspector,  be  removed  to  any  other  place.” 

12.  The  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  inserting  the 
following  section  immediately  after  section  twenty-one 
thereof : — 

“21a.  No  person  shall  distribute,  cause  or  permit  to 
be  distributed  from  door  to  door  or  in  a  public  place  or  on 
a  public  highway  or  through  the  mail,  any  sample  of  any 
drug,  provided  that  this  section  shall  not  prevent  manu¬ 
facturers  or  wholesale  dealers  from  distributing  samples 
by  mail  or  otherwise  in  compliance  with  individual  requests 
for  same,  or  from  distributing  samples  to  physicians, 
veterinary  surgeons,  dentists,  registered  nurses,  hospitals, 
or  to  retail  druggists  for  individual  redistribution  to  adults 
only.” 

13.  The  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  inserting  the 
following  section  immediately  after  section  twenty-two 
thereof : — 

“22a.  Any  person  failing  to  observe  any  requirement 
of  this  Act  for  which  a  specific  penalty  has  not  been  provided 
shall  for  a  first  or  subsequent  offence  incur  in  each  case 
the  penalty  provided  in  section  twenty  of  this  Act.” 

14.  The  heading  of  the  Schedule  to  the  said  Act  is 
amended  so  as  to  read  Schedule  A,  and  the  following 
schedule  is  added  to  the  said  Act:—

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CHAP.  57. 

An  Act  to  amend  The  Fruit  Act. 

[Assented  to  11+th  April ,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Section  two  of  The  Fruit  Act,  chapter  fifteen  of  the 
statutes  of  1923,  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  follow¬ 
ing  paragraph: — 

“( j)  ‘Packs’  or  ‘packed’  means  the  placing  of  fruit  in  any 
package  intended  for  sale.” 

2.  Subsection  five  of  section  ten  of  the  said  Act  is 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  paragraphs 
immediately  after  paragraph  (d )  thereof : — 

“(dl )  requiring  the  inspection  of  and  the  issuing  of  an 
export  certificate,  or  permit  for  fruit  intended  for 
export; 

(d2 )  for  the  imposition  of  fees  for  such  inspection  cer¬ 
tificates  or  permits.” 

3.  Section  fifteen  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor: — 

“15.  An  inspection  certificate  signed  by  an  official 
inspector,  appointed  under  this  Act,  shall  be  primd  fade 
evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  statements  contained  therein.”

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CHAP.  58. 

An  Act  respecting  the  Halifax  Harbour  Commissioners. 

[Assented  to  Hth  April,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Halifax  Harbour  Com - 
missioners’  Act,  1927 . 

2.  Chapter  forty-two  of  the  statutes  of  1872,  chapter 
twelve  of  the  statutes  of  1873,  chapter  forty-nine  of  the 
statutes  of  1882,  chapter  seventy-eight  of  the  statutes  of 
1885  and  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  statutes  of  1919  are 
hereby  repealed. 

3.  The  Commissioners  appointed  in  accordance  with 
this  Act  are  hereby  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the 
“Halifax  Harbour  Commissioner s”,  hereinafter  called  “the 
Corporation”. 


INTERPRETATION . 

4.  In  this  Act  and  in  any  by-law  or  regulation  made 
hereunder,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(a)  “commissioner”  means  a  member  of  the  Corporation ; 

(b)  “corporation”  means  the  Halifax  Harbour  Com¬ 
missioners  ; 

(c)  “by-law”  means  any  by-law,  rule,  order  or  regulation 
made  by  the  Corporation  under  the  authority  of  this 
Act,  when  duly  confirmed  as  required  by  section  fifteen; 

(d)  “vessel”  includes  every  kind  of  ship,  boat,  barge, 
raft,  dredge,  elevator,  scow  or  other  floating  craft; 

(e )  “raft”  includes  any  raft,  crib,  dram  or  bag-boom  of 
logs,  timber  or  lumber  of  any  kind;  and  logs,  timber 
or  lumber  in  boom  or  being  towed ; 

(f )  “goods”  includes  all  personal  property  and  movables 
other  than  vessels; 
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(g)  “Minister”  means  the  Minister  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries; 

(In)  “rates”  means  any  rate  or  toll  leviable  under  or 
imposed  by  authority  of  this  Act; 

(i)  “harbour”  means  the  harbour  of  Halifax  as  defined 
by  this  Act. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  CORPORATION. 

5.  (a)  The  Corporation  shall  consist  of  three  Com¬ 
missioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister.  They  shall 
hold  office  during  pleasure. 

(b )  Two  Commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  If 
a  quorum  be  present  and  act,  vacancies  in  the  Cor¬ 
poration  shall  not  prevent  or  impair  the  effect  of  such 
action.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  more  than  two 
Commissioners  to  sign  any  debenture,  bond  or  other 
security  that  may  be  issued  by  the  Corporation. 

(c)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
appoint  one  of  the  Commissioners  to  be  President  of 
the  Corporation. 

(d )  The  President  and  the  other  Commissioners  may  be 
paid  out  of  the  revenue  of  the  harbour  such  remunera¬ 
tion  for  their  services  as  the  Governor  in  Council 
determines. 

(e )  A  Commissioner  may  resign  his  office  by  notice  in 
writing  to  the  Minister. 

(f )  Before  any  Commissioner  enters  upon  the  execution 
of  his  duties,  he  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  following 
oath: — 

I,  .  make  oath  and  say  that  I 

will  truly  and  impartially  and  to  the  best  of  my  skill 
and  understanding  execute  the  powers  vested  in  me  as 
a  Commissioner  (or  as  President)  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Harbour  of  Halifax. 

The  said  oath  shall  be  filed  on  record  in  the  office  of 
the  Corporation  and  a  copy  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
Minister. 

(g )  A  certificate  under  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  that 
the  person  named  therein  is  President  or  presiding 
officer  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  such  fact. 

6.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  the  harbour  shall  include 
all  the  waters  lying  Northwest  of  a  line  running  North  56° 
East  and  distant  3,500  feet  Southeasterly  from  Pleasant 
Point,  and  including  the  waters  of  Bedford  Basin  and  the 
Northwest  Arm,  together  with  all  lands  and  land  under 
water,  the  title  to  which  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this 
Act  is  vested  in  His  Majesty  in  the  right  of  his  Dominion 
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of  Canada,  and  which  is  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
department  of  Government. 

OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES. 

7.  The  Corporation  may  appoint  a  harbour  master,  a  officers,  etc. 
deputy  harbour  master,  and  such  other  officers,  assistants, 
engineers,  clerks  and  servants  as  it  may  consider  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  objects  and  provisions  of  this  Act,  and 
may,  by  by-law,  allow  them  such  compensation  or  salaries  Salaries, 
as  it  considers  proper;  and  may  require  them  to  furnish 
such  security  for  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of  their  security, 
respective  duties  as  it  thinks  necessary. 

GENERAL  POWERS. 


8.  The  Corporation  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  and  as  Jurisdiction, 
provided  for  in  this  Act,  have  jurisdiction  within  the  limits 
of  the  said  harbour;  and  shall,  likewise,  have  the  admin¬ 
istration  and  control  of  the  harbour  and  of  all  property 
belonging  to  the  harbour;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be 
deemed  to  give  the  Corporation  jurisdiction  or  control 
respecting  private  properties  or  rights  within  the  said  limits 
or  the  right  to  enter  upon  or  deal  with  any  property  of  the 
Crown  except  when  by  Order  in  Council  authorized  so  to  do. 


9.  The  Corporation  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Gover-  Power  to 
nor  in  Council,  establish  a  limit  in  the  waters  of  the  harbour  certai^uc 
beyond  which  construction  from  the  shore  may  not  be  inthewai 
produced  and  shall  designate  such  limit  as  the  harbour  harbour, 
headline  for  any  section  or  the  whole  of  the  harbour. 


1©.  The  Corporation  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Powers  as  to 
Governor  in  Council,  acquire  by  expropriation,  lease,  pur-  required 
chase  or  otherwise,  and  may,  likewise,  sell  or  lease,  such  for  harbour, 
real  estate  or  personal  property  as  it  deems  necessary  or 
desirable  for  the  development,  improvement,  maintenance 
and  protection  of  the  harbour,  or  for  the  management, 
development  and  control  of  the  property  vested  in  the 
Corporation,  but  all  such  real  estate  shall  be  acquired  in 
the  name  of  and  vested  in  His  Majesty;  and  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  may,  likewise,  acquire,  hold,  possess  and  build  such 
movable  property,  vessels,  plant  and  machinery  as  it  deems 
necessary  for  the  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  devolving 
upon  it  under  or  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  and  may  dispose 
thereof,  and  may  register  such  vessels  in  the  name  of  the 
Corporation. 

11.  The  Corporation  may  own,  acquire  by  lease,  and  Motive 
operate  by  any  motive  power,  all  kinds  of  tracks,  appliances,  t°S, 
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apparatus,  plant  and  machinery  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
the  usefulness  of  the  harbour  or  facilitating  traffic  therein. 

12.  The  Corporation  may,  either  by  itself  or  in  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  others — - 

(a)  Construct,  maintain  and  operate  such  harbour  and 
branch  and  other  railway  and  tramway  tracks  as  are 
required  for  the  satisfactory  conduct  and  development 
of  the  business  of  the  Harbour;  or  may  acquire  such 
tracks  by  purchase,  lease  or  otherwise; 

(b  )  Enter  into  an  agreement  with  any  Railway  Company 
for  the  operation  by  any  motive  power  by  such  Com¬ 
pany,  of  the  tracks  of  the  Corporation,  so  as  at  all 
times  to  afford  all  other  Railway  Companies,  whose 
lines  reach  the  harbour,  the  same  facilities  for  traffic  as 
those  enjoyed  by  such  Company; 

(c)  Make  arrangements  with  Railway  Companies  for 
facilitating  traffic  to,  from  and  in  the  harbour;  for 
making  connections  within  the  harbour  between  Com¬ 
panies’  railways  and  those  of  the  Corporation  for  the 
maintenance,  management,  control  and  working  of  the 
tracks  of  the  Corporation  by  the  parties  to  such  agree¬ 
ment  severally,  or  any  of  them  jointly;  and  for  the  use 
by  any  party  to  the  agreement  of  any  real  or  personal 
property  of  any  other  party  thereto  for  the  purpose  of 
facilitating  traffic  to,  from  and  in  the  harbour. 

EXPROPRIATION  OF  LANDS. 

13.  Whenever  the  Corporation  desires  to  acquire  any 
lands  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  should  the  Cor¬ 
poration  be  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  of  such  lands 
as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  Corporation  shall 
have  the  right  to  acquire  such  lands  without  the  consent  of 
the  owner,  and  the  provisions  of  The  Railway  Act,  1919 , 
relating  to  the  taking  of  land  by  railway  companies  shall, 
mutatis  mutandis,  be  applicable  to  the  acquisition  of  such 
lands  by  the  Corporation  and  in  any  such  proceedings  the 
powers  of  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  under  the 
said  Act  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

CONDITIONAL  POWERS. 

14.  Any  elevator,  wharf,  pier  or  other  building  or 
structure;  or  any  machinery  and  equipment  of  His  Majesty 
in  the  right  of  the  Government  of  Canada  within  the  limits 
of  the  harbour  under  the  control  of  the  Corporation,  and 
any  foreshore,  water  lot,  or  other  real  property,  may  be 
transferred  by  the  Governor  in  Council  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Corporation,  at  their  request  and  under  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  to  be 
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subject  to  the  control  of  and  administration  by  the  Cor¬ 
poration  upon  and  from  such  date  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
Governor  in  Council,  and  any  moneys  derived  therefrom 
shall  be  paid  to  and  become  a  part  of  the  revenue  of  the 
Corporation  upon  and  from  the  date  so  fixed. 

BY-LAWS. 

15.  (1)  The  Corporation  may,  by  by-laws  not  contrary  By-laws, 
to  law  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  make 
effective  regulations  for  any  of  the  following  purposes, 
namely: — 

(a)  The  direction,  conduct  and  government  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration,  its  officers  and  servants,  and  the  manage¬ 
ment,  control  and  improvement  of  its  property,  real 
and  personal,  and  for  the  protection  and  care  of  the 
same  in  every  manner  deemed  necessary,  and  all  mat¬ 
ters  in  relation  thereto; 

(b )  The  regulation  and  control  of  each  and  every  matter 
in  connection  with  vessels  navigating  the  harbour  and 
their  mooring,  berthing,  discharging  or  loading,  and 
anything  incidental  thereto; 

(c)  The  use  of  the  harbour  facilities  by  vessels  and  the 
agents,  owners,  masters  or  consignees  of  the  same; 
and  for  the  lease  or  allotment  of  any  of  the  harbour 
property,  plant  or  facilities; 

(d )  The  compensation  or  salaries  to  be  paid  the  officers, 
assistants,  engineers,  clerks  and  servants  appointed  by 
the  Corporation; 

(e )  The  regulation  of  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  wharves,  piers,  buildings  or  any  other  structures 
within  the  harbour  limits,  and  anything  incidental 
thereto ; 

(f )  The  imposition  and  collection  of  rates  and  tolls  on 
vessels  entering,  using  or  leaving  the  harbour  and  their 
cargoes;  and  on  goods  or  cargo  of  any  kind  landed, 
shipped  or  stored  in  the  harbour;  and  for  the  use  of 
any  buildings,  plant  or  facilities  of  the  Corporation. 

(g)  The  doing  of  anything  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  within  their  true  intent  and 
meaning,  and  for  the  regulation,  good  government  and 
control  of  the  harbour  and  harbour  services  under  its 
jurisdiction. 

(h)  Prescribing  penalties  that  may  be  imposed  on  any 
person  violating  any  by-law  which  the  Corporation  is 
authorized  to  make  under  this  Act,  but  no  such  penalty 
shall  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  or  sixty  days  imprison¬ 
ment,  or  in  default  of  payment  of  a  pecuniary  penalty 
or  of  the  costs  of  conviction,  imprisonment  for  a  period 
of  thirty  days  but  such  imprisonment  not  to  continue 
after  such  payment  is  made. 
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(2)  No  by-law  shall  have  force  or  effect  until  confirmed 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  and  published  in  the  Canada 
Gazette ,  and,  upon  such  confirmation  and  publication,  any 
by-law  made  in  accordance  with  this  Act  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  if  enacted  in  this  Act. 

COLLECTION  OF  RATES. 

1©.  (1)  The  Corporation  may  levy  such  rates  as  are 
fixed  by  by-law,  and  may  by  by-law  commute  any  rates 
authorized  by  this  Act  to  be  levied,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  and  for  such  sums  of  money  as  the  Corporation 
deems  expedient. 

(2)  The  rates  on  goods  landed  or  shipped  from  sea-going 
vessels  shall  be  paid  by  the  consignee,  shipper,  owner  or 
agent  of  such  goods,  and  goods  shall  not  be  removed  from 
any  dock  or  wharf  within  the  harbour  until  such  rates  are 
fully  paid. 

(3)  The  rates  upon  the  cargoes  of  all  other  vessels  shall 
be  paid  by  the  master  or  person  in  charge  of  the  vessel, 
saving  to  him  such  recourse  as  he  may  have  by  law  against 
any  other  person  for  the  sum  so  paid,  but  the  Corporation 
may  demand  and  recover  the  said  rates  from  the  owners  or 
consignees  or  agents  or  shippers  of  such  cargoes  if  it  sees 
fit  to  do  so. 

IT.  (1)  The  Corporation  may,  if  deemed  expedient, 
require  the  collector  of  customs  at  Halifax  to  receive  on  its 
behalf  any  rates  authorized  by  this  Act  to  be  levied  on  a 
vessel  at  such  time  as  the  master,  owner  or  person  in  charge 
of  such  vessel  may  make  application  to  him  for  clearance, 
and  no  clearance  shall  be  granted  to  any  vessel  liable  for 
the  payment  of  such  rate  under  any  by-law  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  until  payment  is  made  to  the  Collector  or  until 
the  party  applying  for  the  clearance  exhibits  to  him  a  receipt 
or  produces  evidence  to  his  satisfaction  that  such  rate  has 
been  paid. 

(2)  All  collections  so  made  for  the  account  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  shall  be  paid  over  to  them  at  their  office  on  or 
about  the  first  day  of  each  month,  with  a  statement  showing 
the  amounts  paid  and  from  whom  and  on  account  of  what 
vessel  they  were  received. 

BORROWING  POWERS. 

18.  To  enable  it  to  construct,  acquire,  repair  or  improve 
wharves  and  other  works  and  structures  in  the  harbour, 
the  Corporation  may,  after  the  approval  by  the  Governor 
in  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister,  of  the 
plans,  specifications  and  estimates  in  detail  for  the  work 
proposed,  and  the  amount  proposed  to  be  borrowed;  borrow 
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money  at  such  rates  of  interest,  as  it  finds  expedient,  and 
may  for  the  said  purpose  issue  debentures  for  sums  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  or  twenty  pounds  sterling,  payable  Debentures, 
in  not  more  than  forty  years,  which  debentures  may  be 
secured  upon  the  revenues  or  property  receivable  or  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Corporation.  Such  debentures  may  be  sold 
at  such  rates  and  on  such  terms  as  the  Corporation,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  deems  advisable. 

19.  (1)  The  principal  and  interest  of  the  sums  of  money  inpayment 
which  may  be  borrowed  by  the  Corporation  under  this  Act,  £f0“owed 
and  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  debentures  to  be  issued 

under  the  authority  of  this  Act,  shall  be  repaid  out  of  the 
revenue  arising  out  of  the  rates  and  penalties  imposed  by 
or  under  this  Act  for  and  on  account  of  the  harbour  or  out 
of  any  other  revenue  vested  in  or  coming  to  the  Corporation, 
and  the  lawful  charges  upon  the  said  revenue  shall  be  as 
follows,  and  in  the  following  order,  that  is  to  say: — 

(a)  The  payment  of  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in 
the  collection  of  the  said  revenue,  and  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  operation  of  the  harbour  services,  and  in 
the  maintenance  and  ordinary  repair  of  its  works 
and  facilities, — the  expenditure  of  all  revenue  to 
be  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Minis¬ 
ter; 

(b)  The  payment  of  interest  on  any  debentures  issued 
under  the  authority  of  this  Act. 

(2)  After  the  payment  of  the  charges  above  provided  Sinking 
for,  the  surplus  revenue  shall  be  applied  to  the  establish-  fund- 
ment  of  a  sinking  fund  for  the  repayment  of  the  principal 
of  any  debentures  issued  under  the  authority  of  this  Act, 
in  such  a  manner  as  the  Minister  may  direct. 

20.  If  and  when  the  gross  revenue  of  the  Corporation  Estimate 
reaches  a  total  sum  of  $50,000  per  annum,  the  Corpora-  tempiated 
tion  shall,  when  so  requested  by  the  Minister,  prepare  expenditure 
and  submit,  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  each  current  submitted, 
year,  an  estimate  of  its  total  contemplated  expenditure 

for  that  year  on  each  of  the  different  services  of  the  har¬ 
bour,  for  expenditures  to  be  made  from  revenue;  and  a 
similar  estimate  for  expenditures  to  be  made  from  loans 
authorized  or  other  sources  of  capital  funds — which  esti¬ 
mates  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister, 
who  may  require  the  Corporation  to  reduce  any  item  of 
the  estimates  should  the  same  in  his  opinion  be  desirable; 
and  the  Corporation  shall  confine  its  expenditures  during 
that  year  to  a  total  within  the  estimates  so  approved. 

21.  (a)  The  Corporation  shall  keep  separate  detailed  Separate 
accounts  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  on  capital  accounts 
account  of  all  moneys,  including  moneys  borrowed 
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or  otherwise  acquired  under  the  authority  of  any 
Act  or  legislation;  and  likewise  of  all  moneys  received 
and  disbursed  by  it  from  revenue  derived  from  the 
operation  of  the  harbour,  its  services  and  facilities; 
and  all  such  accounts,  vouchers  and  other  documents 
required  in  connection  therewith  shall  be  produced 
for  audit  by  an  officer  of  the  Department  of  Marine 
and  Fisheries  when  desired  by  such  officer,  and  the 
Corporation  shall  place  at  the  disposal  of  such  officer 
the  necessary  facilities  and  clerical  assistance,  if 
required,  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  audit,  and 
said  officer  shall  be  given  such  assistance  as  he  may 
require  from  time  to  time  to  enable  him  to  make 
inspection  of  any  of  the  works  of  the  Corporation 
upon  which  expenditure  may  be  made,  either  from 
capital  or  revenue  account. 

(b )  The  Corporation  shall  file  with  the  Department 
on  or  before  the  first  of  each  year  after  coming  into 
force  of  this  Act,  a  complete  establishment  list  of  all 
persons  in  their  employ,  in  such  form  as  the  Minister 
may  direct,  giving  the  total  personnel  of  all  permanent 
employees,  with  the  salaries  paid,  their  nationality, 
length  of  service  and  such  other  particulars  as  the 
Minister  may  direct,  and  shall  promptly  advise  any 
succeeding  changes  in  or  additions  to  their  establish¬ 
ment  which  may  from  time  to  time  occur,  in  the  same 
form. 

ENFORCEMENT  AND  COLLECTION  OF  PENALTIES. 

22.  (1)  The  Corporation  may  in  the  following  cases 
seize  and  detain  any  vessel  within  the  limits  of  the  province 
of  Nova  Scotia: — - 

(a)  Whenever  any  sum  is  due  in  respect  of  the  vessel 
for  rates  or  for  commutation  of  rates  and  is  unpaid; 

(b )  Whenever  the  master,  owner  or  person  in  charge  of 
the  vessel  has  infringed  any  provision  of  this  Act,  or 
any  by-law  in  force  under  this  Act  and  has  rendered 
himself  liable  to  a  penalty; 

(c)  Whenever  any  injury  has  been  done  by  the  vessel, 
or  by  the  fault  or  neglect  of  the  crew  when  acting  as 
the  crew,  or  under  order  of  their  superior  officers, 
to  any  property  of  the  Corporation; 

(d)  Whenever  any  obstruction  whatever  has  been  offered 
or  made  to  the  operations  of  the  Corporation  by  the 
vessel,  or  by  the  fault  or  neglect  of  the  crew  while 
acting  as  the  crew,  or  under  order  of  their  superior 
officer. 

(2)  In  a  case  coming  within  paragraphs  (a)  or  (d) 
sub-section  one  of  this  section,  the  vessel  may  be  seized  and 
detained  until  the  injury  so  done  has  been  repaired  by  the 
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master  or  crew  or  by  the  other  persons  interested,  and  until 
all  damages  thereby  directly  or  indirectly  caused  to  the 
Corporation  (including  the  expense  of  following,  searching 
for,  discovering  and  seizing  such  vessel)  have  been  paid  to 
the  Corporation;  and  for  the  amount  of  all  such  injury, 
damages,  expenses  and  costs,  the  Corporation  shall  have 
a  preferential  lien  upon  the  vessel  and  upon  the  proceeds 
thereof  until  security  has  been  given  to  pay  the  amount 
of  such  damages,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  and  of  such 
injury  and  costs  as  may  be  awarded  in  any  suit  resulting 
therefrom,  and  the  owner,  charterer,  master  or  agent 
of  such  vessel  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  Corporation  for  all 
such  injury  and  damages. 

(3)  The  Corporation  shall  have  a  special  lien  and  privilege  Special 
upon  any  vessel  and  upon  the  proceeds  thereof  in  preference  Crates  and 
to  all  other  claims  and  demands  whatsoever  (saving  and  penalties, 
excepting  the  claims  for  wages  of  seamen,  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  Canada  Shipping  Act)  for  the  payment  of  any 

rates  or  commutation  of  rates  or  penalties  due  and  payable 
with  respect  to  such  vessel  or  in  respect  of  the  acts  of  the 
master,  owner  or  person  in  charge  thereof. 

(4)  Such  vessel  may  be  seized  and  sold  under  any  writ  or  Seizure  after 
warrant  of  execution  or  of  distress  issued  by  any  court  or  iudgment* 
by  any  magistrate  upon  the  judgment  or  conviction  at  the 

suit  of  the  Corporation  against  the  master,  owner  or  person 
in  charge  thereof. 

(5)  Such  vessel  may  be  so  seized  and  detained,  or  so 

seized  and  sold  while  in  the  possession  or  charge  of  any  seizure  may 
person  whatever,  whether  in  the  charge  or  possession  or  the  be  made* 
property  of  the  person  who  was  proprietor  when  such 
rates  or  commutation  thereof  or  penalties  accrued,  or  in 
the  charge  or  possession  or  the  property  of  any  third  person. 

(6)  The  rights  conferred  by  this  section  shall  not  be  Prescription, 
exercised  after  one  year  from  the  period  when  such  rates, 
commutation  or  penalties  accrued  and  became  exigible. 

23.  The  Corporation  may  seize  and  detain  any  goods  Seizure  and 

in  case, —  ofgoodS11 

(a)  any  sum  is  due  for  rates  in  respect  of  such  goods, 
and  is  unpaid ;  or 

(b)  any  provision  of  this  Act  or  any  by-law  in  force 
under  this  Act,  has  been  infringed  in  respect  of  such 
goods,  and  a  penalty  has  thereby  been  incurred. 

24.  (1)  Every  lawful  seizure  and  detention  made  under  Seizure  and 
this  Act  shall  be  at  the  risk,  cost  and  charges  of  the  owner  to  beat” 
of  the  vessel  or  goods  seized  until  all  sums  due  or  penalties  owner’s 
incurred,  together  with  all  costs  and  charges  incurred  in  c  arge' 
the  seizure  and  detention  and  the  costs  of  any  conviction 
obtained  for  the  infringement  of  any  provisions  of  this 
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Act  or  any  by-law  in  force  under  this  Act,  have  been  paid 
in  full. 

(2)  The  seizure  and  detention  may  take  place  either  at 
the  commencement  of  any  action  or  proceeding  for  the 
recovery  of  any  sums  of  money  due,  penalties  or  damages, 
or  pending  such  suit  or  proceeding,  or  as  incident  thereto, 
or  without  the  institution  of  any  suit  or  proceeding  what¬ 
soever. 

(3)  The  seizure  and  detention  may  be  effected  upon  the 
order  of, — 

(a)  any  judge; 

(b)  any  magistrate  having  the  power  of  two  justices  of 
the  peace; 

(c )  the  collector  of  customs  at  any  port  in  the  province 
of  Nova  Scotia; 

(d )  The  said  order  may  be  made  on  the  application  of 
the  Corporation  or  its  authorized  agent,  or  its  solicitor, 
and  may  be  executed  by  any  constable,  bailiff  or  other 
person  whom  the  Corporation  entrusts  with  the  execu¬ 
tion  thereof,  and  the  said  constable,  bailiff  or  other 
person  is  hereby  empowered  to  take  all  necessary 
means  and  demand  all  necessary  aid  to  enable  him  to 
execute  the  said  order. 

25.  (1)  Service  of  any  warrant,  summons,  writ,  order, 
notice  or  other  document,  when  personal  service  cannot  be 
effected,  may  be  made  upon  the  owners  or  upon  the  master 
or  other  person  in  charge  of  any  vessel  by  showing  the 
original  to  and  leaving  a  copy  with  any  person  found  on 
board  the  vessel  and  appearing  to  be  one  of  her  crew. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  authorize  the  service  of 
any  summons  or  the  execution  of  any  warrant  on  board 
any  vessel  in  His  Majesty’s  service. 

20.  (1)  Every  pecuniary  penalty  recovered  for  any 
violation  of  this  Act  or  of  any  by-law  in  force  under  this 
Act  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Corporation  by  the  Court  or 
magistrate  before  whom  the  penalty  has  been  recovered. 

(2)  The  Corporation  shall  apply  all  sums  collected  by  it 
for  rates,  or  received  by  it  as  such  pecuniary  penalties,  to 
the  payment  of  the  charges  upon  its  revenue. 

27.  Whenever  any  person  is  required  by  or  in  pursuance 
of  this  Act  or  of  any  by-law  or  regulation  made  under  this 
Act  to  take  oath,  any  commissioner  and  the  secretary  of 
the  Corporation,  and  the  harbour  master  of  the  harbour 
may  administer  such  oath  as  well  as  any  other  officer  or 
person  duly  authorized  to  administer  oaths. 

28. 
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28.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  any  Act  of 
the  late  province  of  Nova  Scotia  or  of  the  new  province  of 
Nova  Scotia,  with  respect  to  the  city  of  Halifax,  no  by-law 
of  the  Corporation  of  such  city  shall  restrict  or  affect  in  any 
manner  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the 
Corporation  of  Harbour  Commissioners  under  this  Act. 

29.  (1)  All  money  due  and  penalties  incurred  under 
this  Act,  or  under  any  by-law  made  in  pursuance  thereof, 
may  be  recovered  in  a  summary  manner  under  Part  XV  of 
the  Criminal  Code. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  any  violation  of  this  Act  or  of  any 
by-law  in  force  under  this  Act,  however,  no  complaint  or 
information  shall  be  made  or  laid  under  Part  XV  of  the 
Criminal  Code  after  two  years  from  the  time  when  the 
matter  of  complaint  or  information  arose.

An  Act  to  amend  The  Insurance  Act,  1917. 

[Assented  to  Hth  April,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  1917,  c.  29; 

the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  c-^ 
as  follows:—  Isll:  c!  Ill 

1924,  c.  50. 

1.  Paragraph  (aa)  of  section  two  of  The  Insurance  Act , 

1917,  is  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

“  (aa)  ‘industrial  insurance’  means  life  insurance  the  “industrial 
premiums  for  which  are  payable  at  shorter  intervals  insurance-” 
than  quarterly  and  are  normally  collected  at  the 
home  of  the  insured.” 

2.  Subsection  three  of  section  eight  of  the  said  Act, 
as  enacted  by  section  three  of  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the 
statutes  of  1922,  is  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted 
therefor: — 

“(3)  Any  Canadian  life  insurance  company  and  any  other  Death  from 
life  insurance  company  licensed  under  this  Act  whose  acciden*- 
charter  authorizes  it,  may  also  under  the  said  authority 
provide  in  its  policies  for  the  payment,  in  the  event  of 
the  death  of  the  insured  from  accident,  of  a  death  benefit 
of  double  the  amount  payable  in  the  event  of  death  from 
other  causes ;  but  this  subsection  shall  not  operate  to  increase 
the  amount  of  disability  benefit  which  may  be  paid  under 
the  provisions  of  subsection  two  hereof.” 

3.  Section  eight  of  the  said  Act  is  further  amended  by 
adding  thereto  the  following  subsections: — 

“(4)  Any  Canadian  life  insurance  company  and  any  other  Annuities, 
life  insurance  company  licensed  under  this  Act  whose  and  capital 
charter  authorizes  it  may  also,  under  the  said  authority  redemption 
and  in  consideration  of  a  single  or  periodical  premium,  poicies* 
grant  annuities  of  all  kinds,  whether  dependent  on  human 
life  or  otherwise,  and  whether  perpetual  or  terminable, 
immediate  or  deferred,  contingent  or  otherwise,  and  may 
issue  policies  providing  for  the  establishment,  accumulation 
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and  payment  of  sinking,  redemption,  depreciation,  renewal 
or  endowment  funds. 

“(5)  The  powers  mentioned  in  this  section  may  be 
exercised  by  any  Canadian  life  insurance  company  as  if 
conferred  upon  the  said  company  by  its  Act  of  incorpor¬ 
ation  and  the  said  Act  of  incorporation  of  every  such  com¬ 
pany  shall  be  deemed  to  be  amended  accordingly.” 

4.  Subsection  one  of  section  fourteen  of  the  said  Act  is 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following: — 

“If  the  company  is  a  Canadian  company,  and  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  if  the  company  is  a  British 
company  or  a  foreign  company.” 

5.  Subsection  one  of  section  twenty  of  the  said  Act  is 
repealed,  and  the  following  subsection  is  substituted 
therefor: — 

“29.  (1)  Subject  to  the  power  and  duties  hereinafter 
vested  in  and  imposed  upon  the  Treasury  Board  in  relation 
to  the  withdrawal  of  the  company’s  license  or  for  limiting 
a  time  for  making  good  a  deficiency  of  assets,  if  it  appears 
from  the  annual  statements,  or  from  an  examination,  as 
provided  for  by  this  Act,  of  the  affairs  and  condition  of  any 
company  carrying  on  the  business  of  life  insurance,  that 
its  liabilities  to  policyholders  in  Canada,  including  matured 
claims,  and  the  reserve  for  outstanding  policies  required 
under  section  forty-three  of  this  Act  to  be  included  in  the 
liabilities  in  the  annual  statement,  after  deducting  any 
claim  the  company  has  against  such  policies,  exceed  its 
assets  in  Canada,  including  the  deposit  in  the  hands  of  the 
Minister,  the  company  shall  be  called  upon  by  the  Minister 
to  make  good  the  deficiency;  and  on  its  failure  to  make 
the  same  good  (up  to  the  date  of  making  good)  within 
sixty  days  after  being  so  called  upon,  he  shall  withdraw 
its  license.” 

6.  Sections  forty- three  and  one  hundred  and  three  of 
the  said  Act  are  repealed,  and  the  following  section  is  sub¬ 
stituted  therefor: — 

“43.  (1)  In  this  section  ‘annual  statement’  shall  mean, 
in  the  case  of  a  Canadian  company,  the  annual  statement 
filed  or  required  to  be  filed  under  section  thirty  of  this  Act, 
and  in  the  case  of  a  British  or  foreign  company  the  annual 
statement  filed  or  required  to  be  filed  under  section  thirty- 
two  of  the  said  Act  in  respect  of  the  Canadian  business  of 
the  company. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  any  company  licensed  under  this  Act 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  life  insurance,  the  liabilities  in 
the  annual  statement  shall  include  a  reserve  for  all  un¬ 
matured  obligations  guaranteed  under  the  terms  of  its 
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policies  dependent  on  life,  disability,  sickness,  accident,  or 
on  any  other  contingency,  or  on  a  term  certain. 

(3)  In  computing  the  reserve  for  all  unmatured  obliga¬ 
tions  guaranteed  under  the  terms  of  the  policies  dependent 
on  life  contingencies  only,  the  valuation  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  the  following  prescriptions,  namely, 

(a)  the  rate  of  interest  assumed  shall  not  exceed  the 
rate  prescribed  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  (Form  I) ; 

(b )  the  tables  of  mortality  used  shall  be  the  tables 
prescribed  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act:  Provided  that 
if  it  appears  to  any  company  that  the  reserves  for  any 
particular  class  of  policies  cannot  be  appropriately 
computed  by  any  table  of  mortality  prescribed  in  the 
Schedule  to  this  Act  for  the  computation,  then  the 
company  shall  apply  to  the  Superintendent  for  approval 
of  the  table  the  company  deems  most  appropriate 
for  the  computation; 

(c )  the  method  of  valuation  shall  be  that  specified  in 
the  Schedule  to  this  Act  or  any  adaptation  thereof 
approved  by  the  Superintendent  under  the  Schedule, 
or  any  other  method  the  company  deems  appropriate, 
provided  that  the  method  used  shall  be  such  that  the 
reserve  calculated  in  accordance  therewith  shall  not 
be  less  at  any  duration  than  the  reserve  computed 
in  accordance  with  the  valuation  provisions  in  the 
Schedule  to  this  Act,  and  also  provided  that  the  method 
shall  make  adequate  provision  for  the  guaranteed 
values  at  the  subsequent  durations  of  the  policy 
according  to  the  rate  of  interest  and  the  table  of 
mortality  used  in  the  valuation; 

(d)  the  reserve  in  the  first  policy  year  need  not  in  any 
event  exceed  the  reserve  computed  in  accordance 
with  the  rate  of  interest  and  table  of  mortality  used 
in  the  valuation  and  the  method  of  valuation  described 
in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act. 

(4)  In  computing  the  reserve  for  all  unmatured  obliga¬ 
tions,  guaranteed  under  the  terms  of  or  arising  out  of  poli¬ 
cies,  dependent  on  contingencies  other  than  life  contin¬ 
gencies  only,  the  bases  and  methods  of  valuation  employed 
by  the  company  shall  be  such  as  to  place  an  adequate 
value  on  the  liabilities  thereunder,  and  shall  be  such  that 
the  value  of  the  benefits  under  each  and  every  policy  shall 
in  no  case  be  less  than  the  value  placed  upon  the  future 
premiums. 

(5)  In  respect  of  policies  issued  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
January,  1927,  the  reserve  for  unmatured  obligations 
guaranteed  thereunder  dependent  on  life  contingencies  only 
shall,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
subsections  of  this  section,  be  computed  in  compliance 
T/ith  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
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(6)  There  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  statement  in 
such  detail  as  the  Superintendent  may  require  a  summary 
exhibit  of  the  several  bases  and  methods  used  in  the  valua¬ 
tion,  of  the  classes  of  policies  and  amounts  of  insurance  so 
valued,  and  of  the  reserve  included  in  the  liabilities,  and 
there  shall  be  appended  to  the  summary  exhibit  a  certificate 
by  the  actuary  of  the  company  (or  by  the  actuary  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  valuation  if  the  company  has  no  actuary)  to 
the  effect  that  the  reserves  shown  in  the  summary  exhibit 
are  not  less  than  the  reserves  required  by  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  and  in  addition  that  in  his  opinion  the 
reserves  make  a  good  and  sufficient  provision  for  all  un¬ 
matured  obligations  of  the  company  guaranteed  under  the 
terms  of  its  policies. 

(7)  If  it  appears  to  the  Superintendent  that  the  reserve 
included  in  the  liabilities  in  the  annual  statement  of  any 
company  has  not  been  computed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  subsections  of  this  section, 
he  shall  make  known  to  the  company  in  what  respects  in 
his  opinion  the  valuation  does  not  comply  with  the  said 
provisions  with  a  view  to  having  such  alterations  made  in 
the  valuation  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  compliance 
with  those  provisions,  and  on  failure  of  the  company  to 
have  such  alterations  made  the  company  shall  furnish  to 
the  Superintendent,  on  application,  the  full  particulars  of 
its  policies  necessary  for  computation  of  the  reserve  required 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sub¬ 
sections  of  this  section,  and  the  reserve  so  computed  by  the 
Superintendent  shall  be  substituted  in  the  liabilities  in  the 
annual  statement  for  the  reserve  computed  by  the  company. 

(8)  Once  in  every  five  years  or  oftener  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Minister,  the  Superintendent  shall  himself  value  or 
cause  to  be  valued  under  his  supervision  all  the  policies 
of  life  insurance  of  Canadian  companies  and  the  Canadian 
policies  of  British  and  foreign  life  insurance  companies 
licensed  under  this  Act  to  transact  the  business  of  life 
insurance.  Any  such  valuation  shall  be  made  on  the  bases 
and  in  accordance  with  the  methods  the  company  purports 
to  use  in  computing  the  reserve  included  in  the  liabilities 
in  the  annual  statement  of  the  company  made  as  of  the 
valuation  date  or,  if  the  valuation  is  made  as  of  a  date 
other  than  the  annual  statement  date,  then  in  the  annual 
statement  of  the  company  last  made  preceding  the  date 
of  valuation,  subject  to  such  alterations  as  may  be  made 
in  the  reserve  under  the  provisions  of  subsection  seven  of 
this  section. 

(9)  Instead  of  making  a  valuation  as  provided  under 
subsection  eight  of  this  section  the  Superintendent  may 
satisfy  himself  by  an  examination  of  the  valuation  made 
by  the  company  whether  the  company  is  maintaining  the 
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reserve  it  purports  to  maintain  and  whether  the  reserve 
maintained  complies  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(10)  Any  company,  instead  of  itself  computing  the  reserve  Company 
to  be  included  in  the  liabilities  in  its  annual  statement,  vaiuationto 
may  require  the  valuation  to  be  made  by  the  Superinten-  made  by 
dent,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  intendent. 
on  payment  to  him  of  three  cents  for  each  policy  or  bonus 
addition  so  valued,  which  amount  the  Superintendent  shall 

pay  over  to  the  Minister:  Provided  that  the  company  in 
preparing  the  data  for  valuation  may  group  any  number 
of  policies  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Superintendent 
so  that  they  may  be  valued  as  one  policy  and  the  charge  Charges, 
for  the  valuation  of  each  group  shall  be  three  cents.  A 
like  charge  shall  be  made  and  paid  over  to  the  Minister 
in  respect  of  any  valuations  made  by  the  Superintendent 
under  the  provisions  of  subsection  seven  of  this  section. 

(11)  In  any  case  where  the  Superintendent  approves  of  a  Tables  of 
table  of  mortality  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  he  mortallty* 
shall  include  in  his  annual  report  to  the  Minister  such 
information  concerning  the  origin  and  characteristics  of 

the  table  and  the  circumstances  in  which  it  may  be  used 
as  the  Superintendent  deems  necessary  and  appropriate. 

Approval  of  any  such  table  may  in  like  manner  be  with¬ 
drawn  by  the  Superintendent.

“44.  (1)  If  it  appears  to  the  Superintendent  that  the  Report 
liabilities  of  any  Canadian  life  insurance  company,  including  Boardf sury 
matured  claims  and  the  reserve  for  outstanding  policies 
computed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  last 
preceding  section,  exceed  its  assets,  he  shall  report  the  fact 
to  the  Treasury  Board;  and  the  Treasury  Board,  after  full 
consideration  of  the  matter  and  after  a  reasonable  time 
has  been  given  to  the  company  to  be  heard  by  the  Board, 
may,— 

(a)  forthwith  withdraw  the  company’s  license;  or,  withdrawal 

(b )  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board  deems  Continuation 
proper,  limit  a  time,  not  exceeding  three  years,  within  onterms- 
which  such  company  shall  make  good  the  deficiency, 

during  which  term  the  company’s  license  shall  be 
continued.” 

8.  Subparagraph  four  of  paragraph  (b )  of  subsection  one 
of  section  sixty  of  the  said  Act,  as  enacted  by  section 
five  of  chapter  fifty  of  the  statutes  of  1924,  is  amended  by 
adding  thereto  the  following: — 
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“Provided  further  that  if  any  such  company  or  corpora¬ 
tion  has,  pursuant  to  a  voluntary  reorganization  of  its 
capital  account  and  without  affecting  the  status  or  diminish¬ 
ing  the  value  of  its  outstanding  securities  including  the 
capital  stock,  substituted  common  shares  of  no  par  value 
for  shares  of  par  value,  then  dividends  declared  on  the 
said  no  par  value  stock  shall  be  deemed  to  be  dividends  of  at 
least  four  dollars  per  share  per  annum  if  the  sum  thereof  is 
equivalent  to  at  least  four  per  cent  of  the  said  common 
stock  of  par  value  and  the  proceeds  of  any  additional 
issue  of  common  stock  made  at  the  time  of,  or  subsequent 
to,  the  aforesaid  substitution  of  shares;  and  in  such  circum¬ 
stances  dividends  of  at  least  four  per  cent  per  annum  on 
the  common  stock  of  par  value  immediately  preceding  the 
substitution  shall  be  regarded  as  dividends  on  the  no  par 
value  stock :  And  provided  further  that  if  any  such  company 
or  corporation  has  in  any  year  paid  dividends  on  its  common 
stock  amounting  to  not  less  than  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  the  payment  of  such  dividends  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  for  the  purposes  of  this  section  equivalent  to  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  a  dividend  of  four  per  cent  for  the  said  year.” 

9.  Subsection  one  of  section  sixty-four  of  the  said  Act 
is  amended  by  striking  out  the  proviso  thereto  and  sub¬ 
stituting  therefor  the  following  subsection: — 

“(1A)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  this  section 
any  such  company  may  invest  in  the  fully  paid  shares  of 
any  other  Canadian  company  transacting  the  business  of 
insurance  or  of  any  British  or  foreign  company  licensed 
under  this  Act  to  transact  such  business  in  Canada,  but 
the  sum  total  of  money  invested  in  such  shares  shall  not 
exceed  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  assets  of  such 
company.  Except  as  provided  in  this  subsection  no  such 
company  shall  invest  in  shares  of  any  other  company 
transacting  the  business  of  insurance.” 

1©.  Section  114B  of  the  said  Act,  as  enacted  by  section 
three  of  chapter  fifty-seven  of  the  statutes  of  1919,  is 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  subsection: — 

“(3)  Any  such  society  may  issue  to  its  members  endow¬ 
ment  assurance  contracts  maturing  at  age  sixty-five  or  any 
higher  age  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  the  corporate 
power  for  that  purpose.” 

11.  Section  one  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  said  Act  as 
enacted  by  section  three  of  chapter  fifty-seven  of  the  statutes 
of  1919,  is  repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted  there¬ 
for: — 

“11©.  The  term  “Actuary”  in  this  Part  means  a  Fellow 
by  examination  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries  of  Great 
Britain,  the  Faculty  of  Actuaries  in  Scotland,  the  Actuarial

Society  of  America,  or  the  American  Institute  of  Actuaries: 
Provided  that  anyone  admitted  to  fellowship  otherwise  than 
by  examination  and  who  prior  to  the  passing  of  this  Act 
had  made  an  actuarial  report  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  subsection  two  of  section  one  hundred  and 
twelve  of  this  Act  shall  for  the  purposes  of  this  section  be 
deemed  to  be  a  Fellow  by  examination.” 

12.  Subsection  one  of  section  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the 
following : — 

“and  in  computing  such  excess  there  shall  be  deducted

13.  This  Act,  with  the  exception  of  section  four  thereof, 
shall  come  into  force  on  the  day  on  which  it  is  assented  to, 
and  the  said  section  four  shall  come  into  force  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-seven.

The  value  of  the  policy  at  anytime  after  issue  is  to  be 
the  difference  between  the  value  of  the  sum  assured  there¬ 
under  (including  the  present  value  of  any  bonus  or  addition 
thereto,  or  reduction  in  future  premiums,  made  after  the 
date  of  issue  of  the  policy  and  subsisting  as  at  the  date  of 
valuation),  and  the  present  value  of  the  valuation  premium 
(as  hereinafter  defined)  assumed  to  be  payable  on  each 
anhversary  of  the  policy  following  the  date  of  valuation 
during  the  term  for  which  premiums  are  required  to  be 
paid  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  policy  to  be 
valued. 

If  the  net  level  premium  for  the  life  insurance  risk 
incurred  by  the  company  in  issuing  the  policy  do  not  exceed 
the  whole  life  net  level  premium  for  a  like  amount  of  whole 
life  insurance,  the  valuation  premium  is  to  be  the  net  level 
premium  for  a  like  policy  as  of  an  age  one  year  greater  than 
the  age  at  entry  assumed  to  be  payable  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  and  each  subsequent  policy  year  for  which 
premiums  are  payable  under  the  terms  of  the  policy  to  be 
valued. 

If  the  net  level  premium  for  the  life  insurance  risk  incurred 
by  the  company  in  issuing  the  policy  exceed  the  net  level 
premium  payable  throughout  life  for  a  like  amount  of 
whole  life  insurance,  the  valuation  premium  shall  be  obtained 
by  adding  to  each  net  level  annual  premium,  excluding 
the  first,  such  an  amount,  assumed  to  be  payable  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  and  each  subsequent  policy  year 
for  which  premiums  are  payable  under  the  terms  of  the 
policy  to  be  valued,  as  is  equal  in  value  as  of  the  date  of 
issue  of  the  policy  to  the  difference  between  the  net  level 
premiums  payable  throughout  life  for  a  whole  life  policy 
and  the  one  year  term  premium  for,  in  each  case,  a  policy 
of  like  amount  and  of  the  same  age  at  entry  as  the  policy 
to  be  valued. 

(2)  Policies  other  than  those  at  uniform  annual  premiums 
for  a  uniform  amount  of  insurance  throughout  shall  be 
valued  on  bases  determined  in  accordance  with  the  fore¬ 
going  provisions  of  this  Schedule  with  such  adaptations 
in  the  valuation  methods  as  seem  to  the  Superintendent 
appropriate  in  the  circumstances. 
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(B ) — As  respects  benefits  depending  upon  life  contingen¬ 
cies  only  in  or  arising  out  of  industrial  life  insurance 
policies ,  excluding  life  annuity  settlements. 

The  bases  of  valuation  for  any  particular  class  or  group 
of  policies  shall  be  an  assumed  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
3|  per  cent  per  annum  and  one  of  the  tables  of  mortality 
specified  below  or  any  other  table  which  may  be  approved 
by  the  Superintendent. 

Tables  of  Mortality. 

(a)  Any  of  the  tables  named  under  (A)  (1)  above. 

(b )  The  Standard  Industrial  Table. 

No  reserve  shall  be  held  at  any  valuation  within  the 
first  year  after  issue  of  any  policy.  In  valuations  there¬ 
after  the  insurance  risk  of  the  first  policy  year  shall  be 
ignored,  and,  for  valuation  purposes,  the  date  of  issue  of 
the  policy  shall  be  assumed  to  be  one  year  after  the  actual 
date  of  issue,  the  age  at  issue  shall  be  assumed  to  be  one 
year  greater  than  the  actual  age  at  issue  and  the  premium 
term  shall  be  assumed  to  commence  as  of  the  assumed  date 
of  issue  and  to  be  conterminous  with  the  premium  term 
stated  in  the  policy  to  be  valued. 

The  valuation  premium  shall  be  such  a  level  premium 
as  of  the  assumed  age  at  issue,  payable  for  the  assumed 
premium  term,  as  is  equal  in  then  present  value  to  the 
insurance  risk  incurred  by  the  company  as  from  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  the  assumed  age  at  issue. 

In  valuations  made  after  the  attainment  of  the  assumed 
age  at  issue  the  value  of  the  policy  shall  be  the  difference 
between  the  present  value  of  the  sums  assured  (including 
the  present  value  of  any  bonus  or  addition  thereto,  or 
reduction  in  future  premiums,  made  after  the  date  of  issue 
of  the  policy  and  subsisting  as  of  the  date  of  valuation), 
and  the  present  value  of  the  valuation  premium  assumed 
to  be  payable  following  the  date  of  valuation  during  the 
term  for  which  premiums  are  required  to  be  paid  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  terms  of  the  policy. 

If  the  terms  of  any  particular  class  or  group  of  policies 
are  such  that  the  above  method  of  valuation  appears  to 
be  inapplicable  or  inappropriate,  adaptations  in  the  above 
method  may  be  made  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent. 

( C ) — As  respects  Life  Annuities  (Immediate  or  Deferred ) 
including  life  annuity  settlements  (other  than  disability 
annuities ),  arising  out  of  life  insurance  contracts. 

The  bases  of  valuation  shall  be  tables  of  mortality 
approved  by  the  Superintendent,  deduced  from  the  actual 
mortality  experience  covering  the  period  1900-1920,  pub¬ 
lished  on  behalf  of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries  and  the 
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Faculty  of  Actuaries  in  Scotland,  male  or  female,  according 
to  the  sex  of  the  nominee,  with  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceed¬ 
ing  four  per  cent  per  annum. 

In  the  valuation  of  Deferred  Annuities  the  method 
of  valuation  shall  be  the  net  level  premium  method  subject 
to  such  adaptations  as  the  Superintendent  may  deem 
appropriate  in  any  case  where  the  premium  for  the  policy 
may  not  be  uniform  throughout  the  premium  paying 
period. 

(D) — As  respects  future  payments  dependent  on  a  term 
certain  only ,  including  term  certain  annuities  arising  out 
of  life  insurance  contracts . 

The  valuation  shall  be  made  at  a  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum,  and  the  method  of 
valuation  shall  be  the  net  level  premium  method  subject 
to  such  adaptations  as  the  Superintendent  may  deem 
appropriate  in  any  case  where  the  premium  for  the  policy 
may  not  be  uniform  throughout  the  premium  paying 
period.

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CHAP.  60. 

An  Act  to  amend  The  Live  Stock  and  Live  Stock  Products 

Act,  1923. 

[Assented  to  14th  April,  1927.} 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Live  Stock  and  Live 
Stock  Products  Amendment  Act ,  1927 . 

2.  Section  two  of  The  Live  Stock  and  Live  Stock  Products 
Act,  1923,  is  repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted 
therefor : — 

“2,  In  this  Act,  and  in  any  regulation  made  hereunder, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(a)  “Minister”  means  the  Minister  of  Agriculture; 

(h)  “Buyer”  means  any  person  or  partnership  other 
than  a  commission  merchant,  co-operative  association, 
dealer,  drover,  or  farmer  engaged  in  the  business  of 
buying  live  stock  at  a  stockyard; 

(c)  “Commission  merchant”  means  any  person  or  part¬ 
nership  engaged  in  the  business  of  buying  or  selling 
live  stock  at  a  stockyard  for  a  commission; 

(d)  “Co-operative  association”  means  any  organization 
of  producers  incorporated  under  Dominion  or  provincial 
law  engaged  in  the  marketing  of  live  stock  which  returns 
the  proceeds  of  such  marketing,  whether  from  sales  or 
pool  operations,  less  authorized  marketing  charges,  to 
the  producers  of  such  live  stock  whether  in  cash  or  by 
the  distribution  of  patronage  dividends; 

(e)  “Dealer”  means  any  person  or  partnership  engaged 
in  the  business  of  buying  and  selling  live  stock  at  a 
stockyard  on  his  own  account  and  shall  include  trader 
and  speculator; 

(f) 
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(f )  “Drover”  means  any  person  or  partnership  engaged 
in  the  business  of  selling  his  live  stock  at  a  stockyard 
on  his  own  account; 

(g)  “Inspector”  means  any  inspector  or  other  officer  or 
person  appointed  to  perform  any  duty  under  this  Act 
or  under  any  regulation; 

(h)  “Live  Stock”  means  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  swine, 
fur-bearing  animals  raised  in  captivity,  live  poultry 
and  bees; 

(i)  “Live  Stock  Products”  means  meat  for  export,  raw 
hides,  raw  furs,  dressed  poultry,  eggs,  wool,  and  honey 
in  whatsoever  form; 

(j )  “Live  Stock  Exchange”  means  an  organization  com¬ 
posed  of  persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  buying 
and  /  or  selling  live  stock  at  a  stockyard ; 

(k )  “Poultry”  shall  include  all  domestic  fowls; 

(l)  “Regulation”  means  a  regulation  made  under  the 
authority  of  this  Act; 

(m)  “Stockyard”  means  any  area  of  land  used  as  a 
public  market  for  purchasing  and  selling  live  stock, 
with  the  buildings,  fences,  gates,  chutes,  weigh  scales 
and  other  equipment  situated  thereon  and  used  in 
connection  therewith,  or  any  area  of  land  used  for  the 
accommodation  of  live  stock  at  ocean  ports  of  export 
which  may  be  declared  a  stockyard  by  the  Minister 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.” 

3.  Section  three  of  the  said  Act,  as  amended  by  chapter 
fifteen  of  the  statutes  of  1925,  is  repealed  and  the  following 
is  substituted  therefor: — 

“3.  (1)  There  shall  be  a  live  stock  exchange  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  each  stockyard  operated  under  this  Act,  of  which 
exchange  every  co-operative  association,  commission  mer¬ 
chant  and  dealer  doing  business  at  such  stockyard  shall  be 
a  member  unless  it  or  he  holds  a  special  license  from  the 
Minister. 

(2)  An  application  for  membership  shall  first  be  made  to 
the  Live  Stock  Exchange,  which  within  two  weeks  from  the 
date  of  such  application,  shall  notify  the  Minister  of  the 
granting  or  refusal  of  such  membership.  Every  person 
refused  a  membership  may  appeal  to  the  Minister  who, 
upon  investigation,  may  order  the  Exchange  to  accept  such 
person  as  a  member,  whereupon  the  Exchange  shall  admit 
him  to  membership  forthwith.  Every  person  securing  a 
membership  to  carry  on  business  as  a  co-operative  associa¬ 
tion,  commission  merchant  or  dealer,  and  every  other 
person  desiring  to  carry  on  business  at  a  stockyard  shall 
register  with  the  Minister  his  name,  business  address,  the 
name  under  which  he  proposes  to  carry  on  business,  and 
the  kind  of  business  he  proposes  to  carry  on,  and  subject  to 
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the  provisions  of  subsection  six  of  this  section  the  privileges 
of  the  stockyard  and  Exchange  shall  be  refused  to  any 
person  who  has  not  so  registered. 

(3)  Any  person  doing  business  at  a  stockyard  who  fails 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  of  the  regula¬ 
tions  made  hereunder  and  of  the  rules,  regulations  and  by¬ 
laws  of  the  exchange  and  of  the  stockyard,  or  who,  for 
cause,  is  adjudged  by  the  Minister  to  be  liable  to  exclusion 
therefrom,  shall  upon  the  order  of  the  Minister,  directed  to 
an  inspector  or  other  officer,  be  removed  and  excluded  from 
the  said  stockyard  and  from  doing  business  thereat  and 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  return  thereto  or  do  business 
thereat  until  he  procures  a  special  permit  from  the  Minister. 

(4)  Any  person  refusing  to  comply  with  an  order  issued 
by  the  Minister  under  the  next  preceding  subsection  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  violated  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and 
shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  section  fourteen. 

(5)  Five  memberships  with  voting  powers,  but  without 
the  right  to  trade,  shall  be  granted  by  each  exchange  to 
representatives  of  producers’  and  breeders’  associations  who 
shall  be  selected  pursuant  to  by-laws  of  the  exchange  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister. 

(6)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act,  any  person 
other  than  a  co-operative  association,  commission  merchant, 
dealer,  drover  or  buyer  may  sell  his  own  live  stock  or  buy 
live  stock  at  a  stockyard  on  his  own  account. 

(7)  Nothing  in  this  Act  or  in  any  regulation  made  here¬ 
under  shall  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  sale  of  live 
stock  by  auction  at  a  stockyard,  except  that  such  sale  by 
auction  shall  be  subject  to  regulations  approved  by  the 
Minister. 

4.  Section  four  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  repealing 
subsection  two  as  enacted  by  chapter  fifteen  of  the  statutes 
of  1925,  and  subsection  three  thereof  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following: — 

“(2)  Such  by-laws  shall  provide  for  the  admission  of 
co-operative  associations,  commission  merchants  and  dealers 
as  members  of  such  live  stock  exchange  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  which  shall  require 
every  co-operative  association,  commission  merchant  and 
dealer  to  furnish  satisfactory  security  to  His  Majesty  for 
the  proper  discharge  of  all  the  obligations  of  such  member. 
Such  by-laws  may  also  require  that  buyers  shall  furnish 
satisfactory  security,  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Exchange  such  security  is  necessary  for 
the  proper  protection  of  the  sellers. 

(3)  Every  co-operative  association  or  commission  mer¬ 
chant  shall  keep  a  separate  bank  account  in  a  chartered 
bank,  to  be  known  as  a  shippers’  trust  account,  and  all 
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moneys  received  on  account  of  sales  or  to  effect  purchases 
shall  be  deposited  in  such  account  together  with  any  sum 
of  its  or  his  own  which  the  co-operative  association  or 
commission  merchant  may  deposit  to  enable  it  or  him  to 
make  settlement  with  an  owner  or  consignor  before  payment 
has  been  received  from  the  buyer.  The  moneys  so  deposited 
shall  not  be  paid  out  of  such  account  except  in  accordance 
with  regulations  prescribed  by  the  exchange  and  approved 
by  the  Minister. 

(4)  The  Minister  may  require  a  live  stock  exchange 
operated  under  this  Act  to  adopt  new  by-laws,  rules  or 
regulations,  or  to  amend  such  by-laws,  rules  or  regulations 
as  may  be  in  force  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  he 
deems  necessary. 

(5)  If  any  live  stock  exchange  fails  for  sixty  days  to 
comply  with  any  requirement  of  the  Minister  under  the 
next  preceding  subsection,  the  Minister  may  order  the  said 
exchange  to  discontinue  operations,  in  which  case  the 
business  of  buying  and  selling  live  stock  at  the  stockyard 
concerned  shall  be  conducted  under  the  direct  authority  of 
the  Minister  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  of  the 
exchange,  the  same  as  if  the  exchange  were  still  exercising 
its  functions  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(6)  The  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  of  a  live  stock 
exchange  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Minister,  shall 
be  printed  by  the  exchange  in  convenient  booklet  form 
bearing  on  the  title  page  thereof  the  date  on  which  the  said 
rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  were  approved  by  the 
Minister,  and  a  copy  of  the  booklet  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Minister  and  a  copy  shall  be  available  to  each  member  of 
the  exchange. 

(7)  All  books  and  records  of  co-operative  associations 
and  commission  merchants  carrying  on  business  at  a  stock- 
yard  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  examination  by  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Minister  only.  The  information  so  secured 
shall  be  disclosed  only  to  the  Minister  or  to  such  persons  as 
the  Minister  names,  but  the  Minister,  if  he  thinks  it  necessary 
in  the  public  interest  may  disclose  such  information. 

(8)  Complaints,  the  investigation  of  which  necessitates  an 
examination  of  books  and  records,  shall  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  Minister  and  shall  be  supported  by  such  evidence  as 
may  be  available.

under  this  Act  shall  be  sold,  offered  for  sale  or  displayed 
for  sale,  and  what  shall  be  the  size  and  kind  of  packages 
containing  live  stock  products  and  how  such  packages 
shall  be  branded,  marked  or  labelled,  and  the  manner 
in  which  untrue,  deceptive  or  misleading  advertising  of 
live  stock  and  live  stock  products  shall  be  dealt  with, 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  seller  or  shipper  of  un¬ 
graded  live  stock  and  live  stock  products  shall  identify 
for  purposes  of  grading,  individual  producers’  lots  in 
such  shipments,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  pur¬

“(e)  The  manner  in  which  complaints  against  live  stock 
exchanges,  co-operative  associations,  commission  mer¬ 
chants,  dealers,  or  members  of  live  stock  exchanges, 
shall  be  made  and  investigated.”

84  inclusive,  and  86  to  92,  inclusive,  of  this  Act  shall  apply  incorporated 
to  every  loan  company  heretofore  incorporated  by  Act  p^^ment 
of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  and,  in  so  far  as  there  are  r  iamen  ’ 
provisions  in  such  Act  or  in  any  Act  applicable  to  such 
company  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  these  sections, 
the  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  apply  and  the  provi¬ 
sions  which  are  inconsistent  as  aforesaid  shall  not  apply.”

(3)  The  amount  of  cash  on  hand  or  deposited  in  chartered 
banks  in  Canada  belonging  to  the  company  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  section,  be  deducted  from  the  aggregate 
of  the  sums  of  money  borrowed,  and  debenture  stock  issued 
by  the  company  shall  be  included  in  such  aggregate.”

“(4)  If  upon  the  expiration  of  the  conditional  license  no 
arrangement  satisfactory  to  the  Minister  has  been  made 
for  such  sale  and  transfer,  and  if  the  company’s  condition 
is  not  then  such  as  to  warrant  the  restoration  of  the  com¬ 
pany’s  license,  the  company  shall  be  deemed  to  be  insol¬ 
vent.”

1.  Subsection  one  of  section  three  of  the  Department  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries  Act,  chapter  forty-four  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Canada,  1906,  is  repealed  and  the  following 
substituted  therefor: — 

“3.  (1)  There  shall  be  a  department  of  the  Government 
of  Canada  to  be  called  the  Department  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries  which  shall  consist  of  two  branches,  namely,  the 
Marine  Branch  and  the  Fisheries  Branch,  over  which  the 
Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  for  the  time  being, 
appointed  by  the  Governor  General  by  commission  under 
the  Great  Seal  of  Canada,  shall  preside.” 

2.  Section  four  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor: — • 

“4.  (1)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  appoint  two 
officers,  who  shall  be  called  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Marine 
and  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Fisheries,  respectively,  and 
shall  be  the  chief  officers  of  the  department. 

“(2)  The  Deputy  Minister  of  Marine  shall  be  the 
deputy  head  of  the  Marine  Branch  and  the  Deputy  Minister 
of  Fisheries  shall  be  the  deputy  head  of  the  Fisheries 
Branch  of  the  department,  and  each  of  these  officers  shall, 
in  relation  to  the  Branch  of  which  he  is  the  deputy  head, 
exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  which  by  any 
statute  are  vested  in  or  charged  upon  the  deputy  head  of 
a  department,  and  shall  have  such  other  powers  and  per¬ 
form  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  them,  respec¬ 
tively,  by  the  Governor  in  Council  or  the  Minister. 

“(3)  Such  other  officers,  clerks  and  servants  as  are 
necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  business  of  the 
department  shall  be  appointed  in  the  manner  authorized 
by  law.

Wherever  in  the  Deep  Sea  Fisheries  Act,  the 
Customs  and  Fisheries  Protection  Act,  the  Biological  Board 
Act,  The  Fisheries  Act ,  191 4,  the  Fish  Inspection  Act,  the 
Northern  Pacific  Halibut  Fishery  Protection  Act,  or  in  any 
regulations  or  orders  made  under  any  of  the  said  Acts, 
the  Deputy  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  is  mentioned  or 
referred  to,  in  each  and  every  such  case  the  Deputy  Minister 
of  Fisheries  shall  be  substituted  for  the  Deputy  Minister 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries;  and  wherever  in  any  other  Act 
of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  the  Deputy  Minister  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries  is  mentioned  or  referred  to  and  the 
Deputy  Minister  of  Fisheries  is  not  by  or  under  the  auth¬ 
ority  of  any  other  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  sub¬ 
stituted  therefor,  there  shall  in  each  and  every  case  be 
substituted  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Marine.”

1.  Subsection  three  of  section  fifty-three  of  the  Post 
Office  Act ,  chapter  sixty-six  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Canada,  1906,  as  enacted  by  section  three  of  chapter  sixty- 
four  of  the  statutes  of  1920,  is  repealed,  and  the  following 
is  substituted  therefor: — 

“(3)  Newspapers  and  periodicals  which  are  required  to  Postage  rates 
be  transmitted  for  a  greater  distance  than  is  mentioned  newspapers 
in  the  last  preceding  subsection,  or  the  publication  of  a^iodicals 
which  is  of  greater  frequency  than  once  a  week,  and  the  reduced  from 
newspapers  and  periodicals  described  in  the  immediately  ^ec®^3t>to 
preceding  subsection,  upon  any  copies  in  excess  of  the 
circulation  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  copies,  shall  be 
subject  to  postage  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  for  each  pound 
weight  or  any  fraction  of  a  pound  weight,  and  such  postage 
shall  be  prepaid  by  postage  stamps  or  otherwise  as  the 
Postmaster  General  from  time  to  time  directs.”

CHAP.  67. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  Harbour  of  Saint  John  in  the  Province 
of  New  Brunswick. 

[Assented  to  14th  April,  1927.] 

WHEREAS  under  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Saint  John,  Preamble. 

in  the  province  of  New  Brunswick,  granted  by  His  n8  Brunswick 
late  Majesty,  King  George  the  Third,  in  the  year  one  thous-  1875,  c.  95. 
and  seven  hundred  and  eighty-five,  certain  rights  and 
powers  in  and  over  the  harbour  of  Saint  John,  within  the 
limits  of  the  said  city  were  vested  in  the  Corporation  of 
the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  Saint 
John  (hereinafter  called  “the  City”)  and  in  the  said  mayor; 
and  whereas  the  City  is  also  the  owner  of  certain  water- 
lots  and  wharf  properties;  and  whereas  the  City  has  agreed 
to  make  a  transfer  of  the  said  rights,  powers,  titles  and 
interests  aforesaid  to  His  Majesty  under  the  conditions 
hereinafter  set  out;  and  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  constitute 
the  Corporation  of  the  commissioners  for  the  port  and 
harbour  of  Saint  John  for  the  management  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  said  harbour,  and  that  the  said  harbour  and 
any  rights  or  powers  over  the  same  now  vested  in  the 
City  or  in  the  said  mayor  should,  upon  the  transfer  of  the 
same  by  the  City,  be  vested  in  and  exercisable  by  the 
commissioners  constituted  under  this  Act:  Therefore  His 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Saint  John  Harbour  Short  title. 
Commissioners  Act,  1927 . 

2.  Chapter  fifty-one  of  the  statutes  of  1882  and  chapter  fepeafed 
seventy  of  the  statutes  of  1919  are  hereby  repealed. 

3.  The  Commissioners  appointed  in  accordance  with  incorporation, 
this  Act  are  hereby  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the 
“Saint  John  Harbour  Commissioners,”  hereinafter  called  Name, 
the  Corporation. 
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INTERPRETATION. 

4.  In  this  Act  and  in  any  by-law  or  regulation  made 
hereunder,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(a)  “commissioner”  means  a  member  of  the  Corporation. 

(b)  “corporation”  means  the  Saint  John  Harbour  Com¬ 
missioners. 

(c )  “by-law  ”  means  any  by-law,  rule,  order  or  regulation 
made  by  the  Corporation  under  the  authority  of  this  Act, 
when  duly  confirmed  as  required  by  section  eighteen. 

(d)  “vessel”  includes  every  kind  of  ship,  boat,  barge, 
raft,  dredge,  elevator,  scow  or  other  floating  craft. 

(e)  “raft”  includes  any  raft,  crib,  dram  or  bag-boom  of 
logs,  timber  or  lumber  of  any  kind;  and  logs,  timber 
or  lumber  in  boom  or  being  towed. 

(f )  “goods”  includes  all  personal  property  and  movables 
other  than  vessels. 

(g)  “Minister”  means  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fish¬ 
eries. 

(h)  “rates”  means  any  rate  or  toll  leviable  under  or 
imposed  by  authority  of  this  Act. 

(i)  “harbour”  means  the  harbour  of  Saint  John  as  defined 
by  this  Act. 

(j )  “city”  means  the  corporation  of  the  mayor,  aldermen 
and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  Saint  John  in  the 
province  of  New  Brunswick. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  CORPORATION. 

5.  (a)  The  Corporation  shall  consist  of  three  commis¬ 
sioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Minister.  They  shall  hold 
office  during  pleasure. 

(b )  Two  Commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  If  a 
quorum  be  present  and  act,  vacancies  in  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  shall  not  prevent  or  impair  the  effect  of  such 
action.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  more  than  two 
Commissioners  to  sign  any  debenture,  bond  or  other 
security  that  may  be  issued  by  the  Corporation. 

(c)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
appoint  one  of  the  Commissioners  to  be  President  of 
the  Corporation. 

(d)  The  President  and  the  other  Commissioners  may  be 
paid  out  of  the  revenue  of  the  harbour  such  remunera¬ 
tion  for  their  services  as  the  Governor  in  Council 
determines. 

(e )  A  Commissioner  may  resign  his  office  by  notice  in 
writing  to  the  Minister. 

(7 )  Before  any  Commissioner  enters  upon  the  execution 
of  his  duties,  he  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  following 
oath : — 

I, 
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I, . . . make  oath  and  say  that  I 


will  truly  and  impartially  and  to  the  best  of  my  skill 
and  understanding  execute  the  powers  vested  in  me  as 
a  Commissioner  (or  as  President)  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Harbour  of  Saint  John. 

The  said  oath  shall  be  filed  on  record  in  the  office  of 
the  Corporation  and  a  copy  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
Minister. 

(g )  A  certificate  under  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  that  Evidence  of 
the  person  named  therein  is  President  or  presiding  preal  ency' 
officer  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  such  fact. 

6.  The  boundaries  of  the  harbour  of  Saint  John,  for  the  Limits  of 

purposes  of  this  Act,  shall  be  as  follows: —  halbour* 

The  northerly  limit  of  said  harbour  shall  be  a  line  drawn 
due  northeast  (astronomically)  from  the  middle  of  the 
Dominion  Government  lighthouse  tower  erected  in  1896 
on  the  westerly  bank  of  Saint  John  river,  at  Green  Head, 
to  the  easterly  bank  of  said  river. 

The  southerly  and  westerly  limits  of  said  harbour  shall 
be  as  follows: — Beginning  at  the  intersection  with  high 
w^ater  mark  of  the  westerly  face  of  the  Government  break¬ 
water  at  Negro  Point;  thence  due  south  (astronomically) 
four  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  (4,450  ft.)  feet,  more  or 
less,  to  an  intersection  wfith  a  line  drawn  due  southwest 
(astronomically)  from  the  middle  of  the  Dominion  Govern¬ 
ment  Lighthouse  Tower  erected  on  Partridge  island; 
thence  due  east  (astronomically)  six  thousand  (6,000  ft.) 
feet  more  or  less,  to  an  intersection  with  a  line  drawn  due 
southwest  (astronomically)  from  a  point  where  the  easterly 
boundary  of  the  Military  Grounds  at  Bed  Head  cuts  high 
water  mark;  thence  due  northeast  (astronomically)  nine 
thousand  (9,000  ft.)  feet  more  or  less,  to  high  water  mark. 

OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES. 

7.  The  Corporation  may  appoint  a  harbour  master,  a  officers, 
deputy  harbour  master,  and  such  other  officers,  assistants,  etc‘ 
engineers,  clerks  and  servants  as  it  may  consider  necessary 

to  carry  out  the  objects  and  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  may, 
by  by-law,  allow  them  such  compensation  or  salaries  as  it  Salaries, 
considers  proper;  and  may  require  them  to  furnish  such 
security  for  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of  their  security, 
respective  duties  as  it  thinks  necessary. 

GENERAL  POWERS. 

8.  The  Corporation  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  and  as  Jurisdiction, 
provided  for  in  this  Act,  have  jurisdiction  within  the  limits 

of  the  said  harbour;  and  shall,  likewise,  have  the  admin- 
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istration  and  control  of  the  harbour  and  of  all  property 
belonging  to  the  harbour;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be 
deemed  to  give  the  Corporation  jurisdiction  or  control 
respecting  private  properties  or  rights  within  the  said 
limits  or  the  right  to  enter  upon  or  deal  with  any  property 
of  the  Crown  except  when  by  Order  in  Council  authorized 
so  to  do. 

The  Corporation  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Gover¬ 
nor  in  Council,  establish  a  limit  in  the  waters  of  the  harbour 
beyond  which  construction  from  the  shore  may  not  be 
produced  and  shall  designate  such  limit  as  the  harbour 
headline  for  any  section  or  the  whole  of  the  harbour. 

1®.  The  Corporation  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor  in  Council,  acquire  by  expropriation,  lease, 
purchase  or  otherwise,  and  may,  likewise,  sell  or  lease, 
such  real  estate  or  personal  property  as  it  deems  necessary 
or  desirable  for  the  development,  improvement,  main¬ 
tenance  and  protection  of  the  harbour,  or  for  the  manage¬ 
ment,  development  and  control  of  the  property  vested  in 
the  Corporation,  but  all  such  real  estate  shall  be  acquired 
in  the  name  of  and  vested  in  His  Majesty;  and  the  Cor¬ 
poration  may,  likewise,  acquire,  hold,  possess  and  build 
such  movable  property,  vessels,  plant  and  machinery  as  it 
deems  necessary  for  the  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties 
devolving  upon  it  under  or  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  and 
may  dispose  thereof,  and  may  register  such  vessels  in  the 
name  of  the  Corporation. 

11.  The  Corporation  may  own,  acquire  by  lease,  and 
operate  by  any  motive  power,  all  kinds  of  tracks,  appliances, 
apparatus,  plant  and  machinery  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
the  usefulness  of  the  harbour  or  facilitating  traffic  therein. 

12.  The  Corporation  may,  either  by  itself  or  in  co¬ 
operation  with  others — 

fa)  Construct,  maintain  and  operate  such  harbour  and 
branch  and  other  railway  and  tramway  tracks  as  are 
required  for  the  satisfactory  conduct  and  development 
of  the  business  of  the  Harbour;  or  may  acquire  such 
tracks  by  purchase,  lease  or  otherwise; 

(b)  Enter  into  an  agreement  with  any  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  for  the  operation  by  any  motive  power  by  such 
Company,  of  the  tracks  of  the  Corporation,  so  as  at 
all  times  to  afford  all  other  Railway  Companies,  whose 
lines  reach  the  harbour,  the  same  facilities  for  traffic 
as  those  enjoyed  by  such  Company; 

(c)  Make  arrangements  with  Railway  Companies  for 
facilitating  traffic  to,  from  and  in  the  harbour;  for  mak¬ 
ing  connections  within  the  harbour  between  Companies’ 
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railways  and  those  of  the  Corporation  for  the  main¬ 
tenance,  management,  control  and  working  of  the 
tracks  of  the  Corporation  by  the  parties  to  such  agree¬ 
ment  severally,  or  any  of  them  jointly;  and  for  the  use 
by  any  party  to  the  agreement  of  any  real  or  personal 
property  of  any  other  party  thereto  for  the  purpose 
of  facilitating  traffic  to,  from  and  in  the  harbour. 

EXPROPRIATION  OF  LANDS. 

13.  Whenever  the  Corporation  desires  to  acquire  any  Expropria- 
lands  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act;  should  the  Cor- 
poration  be  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  of  such  lands 

as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  Corporation  shall 
have  the  right  to  acquire  such  lands  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner,  and  the  provisions  of  The  Railway  Act,  1919 , 
relating  to  the  taking  of  land  by  railway  companies  shall, 
mutatis  mutandis,  be  applicable  to  the  acquisition  of  such 
lands  by  the  Corporation  and  in  any  such  proceedings 
the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  under 
the  said  Act  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

CONDITIONAL  POWERS. 

14.  Any  elevator,  wharf,  pier  or  other  building  or  struc-  Conditional 
ture;  or  any  machinery  and  equipment  of  His  Majesty  powers* 

in  the  right  of  the  Government  of  Canada  within  the  limits 
of  the  harbour  under  the  control  of  the  Corporation,  and 
any  foreshore,  water  lot,  or  other  real  property,  may  be 
transferred  by  the  Governor  in  Council  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Corporation,  at  their  request  and  under  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  to  be  subject 
to  the  control  of  and  administration  by  the  Corporation 
upon  and  from  such  date  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Governor 
in  Council,  and  any  moneys  derived  therefrom  shall  be 
paid  to  and  become  a  part  of  the  revenue  of  the  Corporation 
upon  and  from  the  date  so  fixed. 

15.  The  consideration  for  the  transfer  of  the  harbour  Consideration 
property  and  privileges  to  His  Majesty  shall  be  two  ^L^ferof 
million,  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand,  one  hundred  harbour, 
and  eighteen  dollars,  payable  as  follows: — 

The  present  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  in  connection 
with  harbour  development,  shall  be  assumed  and  taken 
over  by  the  Corporation,  and  the  Corporation  shall  pay 
the  interest  on  the  said  bonds  and  the  principal  of  the  same 
as  they  mature;  and  for  any  balance  of  the  total  considera¬ 
tion  above  named  over  the  amount  of  the  city’s  bonded 
indebtedness  so  assumed,  the  Corporation  shall  issue  to 
the  city  its  debentures  payable  at  the  end  of  twenty-five 
years  from  the  day  of  issue  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate 
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of  five  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly,  which 
debentures  the  Corporation  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue, 
in  such  form  and  for  such  amounts  as  the  Minister  of 
Finance  of  Canada  may  approve,  and  if  any  of  the  bonds 
or  debentures  assumed  or  issued  by  the  Corporation,  and 
the  interest  thereon,  are  not  paid  by  the  Corporation  at 
maturity  or  when  due,  such  bonds  or  debentures  and 
interest  shall  be  paid  by  His  Majesty,  in  such  manner  as 
the  Governor  in  Council,  on  the  advice  of  the  Minister 
of  Finance,  may  determine;  and  the  assumption  of  the 
said  bonded  indebtedness  by  the  Corporation  and  the  issue 
of  the  said  debentures  by  the  Corporation  to  the  city 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  payment  in  full  for  the  harbour, 
harbour  property,  rights,  rents  and  privileges  to  be  con¬ 
veyed  to  His  Majesty  by  the  city. 

1  In  consideration  of  the  above,  the  city  is  to  transfer 
to  His  Majesty  all  its  right,  title  and  interest  in  all  land  and 
land  covered  by  water,  as  shown  on  a  certain  plan  and  in 
accordance  with  the  description  thereto  attached,  both  the 
plan  and  the  description  being  signed  by  the  mayor  of  the 
said  city  and  the  Deputy  Minister  of  the  Department  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries,  dated  March  10,  A.D.  1927, — one 
copy  of  which  is  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar 
General  of  Canada  and  the  other  delivered  to  the  said  city; 
also  including  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  said  city  under 
a  certain  tri-partite  indenture  dated  12th  September,  1911, 
made  between  His  Majesty  the  King  the  said  city  and  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  for  the  width  shown. 

IT.  The  fisheries  lots  now  the  property  of  the  city  are  to 
remain  under  the  control  of  the  city  authorities  until  such 
time  as  said  lots  or  any  part  thereof  may  be  required  for 
public  purposes,  and  possession  of  the  whole  or  any  part 
thereof  shall  be  yielded  up  to  the  use  and  control  of  the 
Corporation  after  six  months  on  the  serving  of  notice  to 
that  effect  in  writing  by  the  corporation  on  the  city.  Like¬ 
wise  there  is  to  be  reserved  to  the  city  the  right  to  use,  for 
ferry  purposes,  the  following  property: — 

On  the  west  side  of  the  harbour — a  right-of-way  for 
traffic  purposes  from  Union  street  to  the  Toll  House,  about 
50'  wide  by  1,150  long  covering  the  sidewalk,  paved  roadway 
and  street  railway  trestle.  Also  the  toll  house,  tool  shed, 
floats,  ferry  slip  and  cribwork  backing  to  wings  of  ferry 
slip.  All  as  shown  on  the  plan  dated  January  1916,  and 
signed  by  the  City  Engineer,  attached  to  the  plan  referred 
to  in  Section  16  of  this  Act; 

Also,  on  the  east  side  of  the  harbour,  an  approach  from 
Saint  John  (Water  street),  and  the  ferry  building,  floats, 
ferry  slip,  cribwork  backing  to  wing  of  ferry  slip,  and 
property  acquired  for  building  the  cribwork  support  for 
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the  North  wing; — as  shown  on  similar  plan  also  attached  to 
the  plan  referred  to  in  section  16  of  this  Act;  so  long  as  the 
city  shall  operate  and  maintain  in  connection  therewith,  a 
ferry  across  the  harbour,  using  as  its  terminii  the  property 
mentioned,  or  until  the  Canadian  National  Railways  or 
any  Government  authority  shall  construct  a  bridge  across, 
or  tunnel  under  any  part  of  the  harbour  not  farther  north 
or  west  than  Hilyard’s  reef  and  Navy  island, — or  at  such 
other  point  as  may  be  agreed  to  by  the  city, — by  which 
provision  shall  be  made  for  a  street  railway  service  and  free 
accommodation  for  foot  passenger  and  other  vehicular 
service;  then  and  in  such  case,  the  city  shall  convey  to  the 
Crown  the  said  lands  and  rights  above  reserved.  In  the 
meantime,  the  city  shall  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  property,  so  reserved,  in  its  present  condition  at  its 
own  expense. 

BY-LAWS. 

18.  (1)  The  Corporation  may,  by  by-laws  not  contrary  By-laws, 
to  law  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  ma ,ke 
effective  regulations  for  any  of  the  following  purposes, 
namely : — 

(a)  The  direction,  conduct  and  government  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration,  its  officers  and  servants,  and  the  manage¬ 
ment,  control  and  improvement  of  its  property,  real 
and  personal,  and  for  the  protection  and  care  of  the 
same  in  every  manner  deemed  necessary,  and  all 
matters  in  relation  thereto; 

(b )  The  regulation  and  control  of  each  and  every  matter 
in  connection  with  vessels  navigating  the  harbour  and 
their  mooring,  berthing,  discharging  or  loading,  and 
anything  incidental  thereto; 

(c )  The  use  of  the  harbour  facilities  by  vessels  and  the 
agents,  owners,  masters  or  consignees  of  the  same;  and 
for  the  lease  or  allotment  of  any  of  the  harbour  property, 
plant  or  facilities ; 

(d )  The  compensation  or  salaries  to  be  paid  the  officers, 
assistants,  engineers,  clerks  and  servants  appointed  by 
the  Corporation; 

(e  )  The  regulation  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
wharves,  piers,  buildings  or  any  other  structures  within 
the  harbour  limits,  and  anything  incidental  thereto ; 

(f )  The  imposition  and  collection  of  rates  and  tolls  on 
vessels  entering,  using  or  leaving  the  harbour  and  their 
cargoes;  and  on  goods  or  cargo  of  any  kind  landed, 
shipped  or  stored  in  the  harbour;  and  for  the  use  of 
any  buildings,  plant  or  facilities  of  the  Corporation. 

(g)  The  doing  of  anything  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  within  their  true  intent  and 
meaning,  and  for  the  regulation,  good  government 
and  control  of  the  harbour  and  harbour  services  under 
its  jurisdiction. 
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(h)  Prescribing  penalties  that  may  be  imposed  on  any 
person  violating  any  by-law  which  the  Corporation  is 
authorized  to  make  under  this  Act,  but  no  such  penalty 
shall  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  or  sixty  days  imprison¬ 
ment,  or  in  default  of  payment  of  a  pecuniary  penalty 
or  of  the  costs  of  conviction,  imprisonment  for  a  period 
of  thirty  days  but  such  imprisonment  not  to  continue 
after  such  payment  is  made. 

(2)  No  by-law  shall  have  force  or  effect  until  confirmed 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  and  published  in  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and,  upon  such  confirmation  and  publication,  any 
by-law  made  in  accordance  with  this  Act  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  if  enacted  in  this  Act. 

COLLECTION  OF  RATES. 

IS.  (1)  The  Corporation  may  levy  such  rates  as  are 
fixed  by  by-law,  and  may  by  by-law  commute  any  rates 
authorized  by  this  Act  to  be  levied,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  and  for  such  sums  of  money  as  the  Corporation 
deems  expedient. 

(2)  The  rates  on  goods  landed  or  shipped  from  sea-going 
vessels  shall  be  paid  by  the  consignee,  shipper,  owner  or 
agent  of  such  goods,  and  goods  shall  not  be  removed  from 
any  dock  or  wharf  within  the  harbour  until  such  rates  are 
fully  paid. 

(3)  The  rates  upon  the  cargoes  of  all  other  vessels  shall 
be  paid  by  the  master  or  person  in  charge  of  the  vessel, 
saving  to  him  such  recourse  as  he  may  have  by  law  against 
any  other  person  for  the  sum  so  paid,  but  the  Corporation 
may  demand  and  recover  the  said  rates  from  the  owners  or 
consignees  or  agents  or  shippers  of  such  cargoes  if  it  sees 
fit  to  do  so. 

20.  (1)  The  Corporation  may,  if  deemed  expedient,  re¬ 
quire  the  collector  of  customs  at  Saint  John  to  receive  on  its 
behalf  any  rates  authorized  by  this  Act  to  be  levied  on  a 
vessel  at  such  time  as  the  master,  ownar  or  person  in  charge 
of  such  vessel  may  make  application  to  him  for  clearance, 
and  no  clearance  shall  be  granted  to  any  vessel  liable  for  the 
payment  of  such  rate  under  any  by-law  of  the  Corporation 
until  payment  is  made  to  the  Collector  or  until  the  party 
applying  for  the  clearance  exhibits  to  him  a  receipt  or 
produces  evidence  to  his  satisfaction  that  such  rate  has 
been  paid. 

(2)  All  collections  so  made  for  the  account  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  paid  over  to  them  at  their  office  on  or  about 
the  first  day  of  each  month,  with  a  statement  showing  the 
amounts  paid  and  from  whom  and  on  account  of  what 
vessel  they  were  received. 
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BORROWING  POWERS. 

21.  To  enable  it  to  construct,  acquire,  repair  or  improve  Borrowing 
wharves  and  other  works  and  structures  in  the  harbour,  the  powers* 
Corporation  may,  after  the  approval  by  the  Governor  in 
Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister,  of  the 
plans,  specifications  and  estimates  in  detail  for  the  work 
proposed,  and  the  amount  proposed  to  be  borrowed; 
borrow  money  at  such  rates  of  interest,  as  it  finds  expedient, 

and  may  for  the  said  purpose  issue  debentures  for  sums  not  Debentures, 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  twenty  pounds  sterling, 
payable  in  not  more  than  forty  years,  which  debentures 
may  be  secured  upon  the  revenues  or  property  receivable 
or  controlled  by  the  Corporation.  Such  debentures  may 
be  sold  at  such  rates  and  on  such  terms  as  the  Corporation, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  deems 
advisable. 

22.  (1)  The  principal  and  interest  of  the  sums  of  money  ^“ent 
which  may  be  borrowed  by  the  Corporation  under  this  Act,  borrowed, 
and  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  debentures  to  be  issued 

under  the  authority  of  this  Act,  shall  be  repaid  out  of  the 
revenue  arising  out  of  the  rates  and  penalties  imposed  by 
or  under  this  Act  for  and  on  account  of  the  harbour  or  out 
of  any  other  revenue  vested  in  or  coming  to  the  Corpora¬ 
tion,  and  the  lawful  charges  upon  the  said  revenue  shall  be 
as  follows,  and  in  the  following  order,  that  is  to  say: — 

(a)  The  payment  of  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in 
the  collection  of  the  said  revenue,  and  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  operation  of  the  harbour  services,  and  in  the 
maintenance  and  ordinary  repair  of  its  works  and 
facilities, — the  expenditure  of  all  revenue  to  be  subject 
to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Minister; 

(b )  The  payment  of  interest  on  any  debentures  issued 
under  the  authority  of  this  Act. 

(2)  After  the  payment  of  the  charges  above  provided  for,  sinking 
the  surplus  revenue  shall  be  applied  to  the  establishment  of  fund* 
a  sinking  fund  for  the  repayment  of  the  principal  of  any 
debentures  issued  under  the  authority  of  this  Act,  in  such  a 
manner  as  the  Minister  may  direct. 

23.  If  and  when  the  gross  revenue  of  the  Corporation  Estimate 
reaches  a  total  sum  of  $50,000  per  annum,  the  Corporation  contemplated 
shall,  when  so  requested  by  the  Minister,  prepare  and  expenditure 
submit,  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  each  current  year,  an  Submitted, 
estimate  of  its  total  contemplated  expenditure  for  that 

year  on  each  of  the  different  services  of  the  harbour,  for 
expenditures  to  be  made  from  revenue;  and  a  similar  esti¬ 
mate  for  expenditures  to  be  made  from  loans  authorized 
or  other  sources  of  capital  funds — which  estimates  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister,  who  may  require 
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the  Corporation  to  reduce  any  item  of  the  estimates  should 
the  same  in  his  opinion  be  desirable;  and  the  Corporation 
shall  confine  its  expenditures  during  that  year  to  a  total 
within  the  estimates  so  approved. 

24.  (a)  The  Corporation  shall  keep  separate  detailed 
accounts  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  on  capital 
account  of  all  moneys,  including  moneys  borrowed  or 
otherwise  acquired  under  the  authority  of  any  Act  or 
legislation;  and  likewise  of  all  moneys  received  and 
disbursed  by  it  from  revenue  derived  from  the  operation 
of  the  harbour,  its  services  and  facilities;  and  all  such 
accounts,  vouchers  and  other  documents  required  in 
connection  therewith  shall  be  produced  for  audit  by 
an  officer  of  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries 
when  desired  by  such  officer,  and  the  Corporation 
shall  place  at  the  disposal  of  such  officer  the  necessary 
facilities  and  clerical  assistance,  if  required,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  such  audit,  and  said  officer  shall  be 
given  such  assistance  as  he  may  require  from  time  to 
time  to  enable  him  to  make  inspection  of  any  of  the 
works  of  the  Corporation  upon  which  expenditure 
may  be  made,  either  from  capital  or  revenue  account. 

(b )  The  Corporation  shall  file  with  the  Department  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  each  year  after  coming  into  force 
of  this  Act,  a  complete  establishment  list  of  all  persons 
in  their  employ,  in  such  form  as  the  Minister  may 
direct,  giving  the  total  personnel  of  all  permanent 
employees,  with  the  salaries  paid,  their  nationality, 
length  of  service  and  such  other  particulars  as  the 
Minister  may  direct,  and  shall  promptly  advise  any 
succeeding  changes  in  or  additions  to  their  establish¬ 
ment  which  may  from  time  to  time  occur,  in  the  same 
form. 

ENFORCEMENT  AND  COLLECTION  OF  PENALTIES. 

25.  (1)  The  Corporation  may  in  the  following  cases 
seize  and  detain  any  vessel  within  the  limits  of  the  province 
of  New  Brunswick: — 

(a)  Whenever  any  sum  is  due  in  respect  of  the  vessel 
for  rates  or  for  commutation  of  rates  and  is  unpaid; 

(b )  Whenever  the  master,  owner  or  person  in  charge  of 
the  vessel  has  infringed  any  provision  of  this  Act,  or 
any  by-law  in  force  under  this  Act  and  has  thereby 
rendered  himself  liable  to  a  penalty; 

(c)  Whenever  any  injury  has  been  done  by  the  vessel, 
or  by  the  fault  or  neglect  of  the  crew  when  acting  as 
the  crew,  or  under  order  of  their  superior  officers,  to 
any  property  of  the  Corporation; 
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(d )  Whenever  any  obstruction  whatever  has  been  offered 
or  made  to  the  operation  of  the  Corporation  by  the 
vessel,  or  by  the  fault  or  neglect  of  the  crew  while 
acting  as  the  crew,  or  under  order  of  their  superior 
officer. 

(2)  In  a  case  coming  within  paragraphs  (c )  or  (d )  sub-  Effects  of 
section  one  of  this  section,  the  vessel  may  be  seized  and  seizure- 
detained  until  the  injury  so  done  has  been  repaired  by  the 
master  or  crew  or  by  the  other  persons  interested,  and  until 

all  damages  thereby  directly  or  indirectly  caused  to  the 
Corporation  (including  the  expense  of  following,  searching 
for,  discovering  and  seizing  such  vessel)  have  been  paid  to 
the  Corporation;  and  for  the  amount  of  all  such  injury, 
damage,  expenses  and  costs,  the  Corporation  shall  have  a 
preferential  lien  upon  the  vessel  and  upon  the  proceeds 
thereof  until  security  has  been  given  to  pay  the  amount  of 
such  damages,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  and  of  such  injury 
and  costs  as  may  be  awarded  in  any  suit  resulting  there¬ 
from,  and  the  owner,  charterer,  master  or  agent  of  such 
vessel  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  Corporation  for  all  such 
injury  and  damages. 

(3)  The  Corporation  shall  have  a  special  lien  and  privilege  Special 
upon  any  vessel  and  upon  the  proceeds  thereof  in  preference  formates 
to  all  other  claims  and  demands  whatsoever  (saving  and  and 
excepting  the  claims  for  wages  of  seamen,  under  the  pro-  penalties- 
visions  of  the  Canada  Shipping  Act)  for  the  payment  of 

any  rates  or  commutation  of  rates  or  penalties  due  and 
payable  with  respect  to  such  vessel  or  in  respect  of  the 
acts  of  the  master,  owner  or  person  in  charge  thereof. 

(4)  Such  vessel  may  be  seized  and  sold  under  any  writ  Seizure 
or  warrant  of  execution  or  of  distress  issued  by  any  court  judgment, 
or  by  any  magistrate  upon  any  judgment  or  conviction 

at  the  suit  of  the  Corporation  against  the  master,  owner  or 
person  in  charge  thereof. 

(5)  Such  vessel  may  be  so  seized  and  detained,  or  so  seized  ^^hose 
and  sold  while  in  the  possession  or  charge  of  any  person  seSure 
whatever,  whether  in  the  charge  or  possession  or  the  jJJ^[ebe 
property  of  the  person  who  was  proprietor  when  such  rates 

or  commutation  thereof  or  penalties  accrued,  or  in  the 
charge  or  possession  or  the  property  of  any  third  person. 

(6)  The  rights  conferred  by  this  section  shall  not  be  Prescription, 
exercised  after  one  year  from  the  period  when  such  rates, 
commujt&tion  or  penalties  accrued  and  became  exigible. 

2&.  The  Corporation  may  seize  and  detain  any  goods  Seizure  and 
in  case,—  ofS” 

(a)  any  sum  is  due  for  rates  in  respect  of  such  goods, 
and  is  unpaid;  or 

(b)  any  provision  of  this  Act  or  any  by-law  in  force 
under  this  Act,  has  been  infringed  in  respect  of  such  goods, 
and  a  penalty  has  thereby  been  incurred. 
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27.  (1)  Every  lawful  seizure  and  detention  made  under 
this  Act  shall  be  at  the  risk,  cost  and  charges  of  the  owner  of 
the  vessel  or  goods  seized  until  all  sums  due  or  penalties 
incurred,  together  with  all  costs  and  charges  incurred  in 
the  seizure  and  detention  and  the  costs  of  any  conviction 
obtained  for  the  infringement  of  any  provisions  of  this 
Act  or  any  by-law  in  force  under  this  Act,  have  been  paid 
in  full. 

(2)  The  seizure  and  detention  may  take  place  either  at 
the  commencement  of  any  action  or  proceeding  for  the 
recovery  of  any  sums  of  money  due,  penalties  or  damages, 
or  pending  such  suit  or  proceeding,  or  as  incident  thereto, 
or  without  the  institution  of  any  suit  or  proceeding  what¬ 
soever. 

(3)  The  seizure  and  detention  may  be  effected  upon  the 
order  of, — 

(a)  any  judge; 

(b )  any  magistrate  having  the  power  of  two  justices  of 
the  peace ; 

(c )  the  collector  of  customs  at  any  port  in  the  province 
of  New  Brunswick; 

(d)  the  said  order  may  be  made  on  the  application  of 
the  Corporation  or  its  authorized  agent,  or  its  solicitor, 
and  may  be  executed  by  any  constable,  bailiff  or  other 
person  whom  the  Corporation  entrusts  with  the  execu¬ 
tion  thereof,  and  the  said  constable,  bailiff  or  other 
person  is  hereby  empowered  to  take  all  necessary 
means  and  demand  all  necessary  aid  to  enable  him  to 
execute  the  said  order. 

28.  (1)  Service  of  any  warrant,  summons,  writ,  order, 
notice  or  other  document,  when  personal  service  cannot  be 
effected,  may  be  made  upon  the  owners  or  upon  the  master 
or  other  person  in  charge  of  any  vessel  by  showing  the 
original  to  and  leaving  a  copy  with  any  person  found  on 
board  the  vessel  and  appearing  to  be  one  of  the  crew. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  authorize  the  service  of  any 
summons  or  the  execution  of  any  warrant  on  board  any 
vessel  in  His  Majesty’s  service. 

2©.  (1)  Every  pecuniary  penalty  recovered  for  any 
violation  of  this  Act  or  of  any  by-law  in  force  under  this 
Act  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Corporation  by  the  Court  or 
magistrate  before  whom  the  penalty  has  been  recovered. 

(2)  The  Corporation  shall  apply  all  sums  collected  by  it 
for  rates,  or  received  by  it  as  such  pecuniary  penalties,  to 
the  payment  of  the  charges  upon  its  revenue. 

30.  Whenever  any  person  is  required  by  or  in  pursuance 
of  this  Act  or  of  any  by-law  or  regulation  made  under  this 
Act  to  take  oath,  any  commissioner  and  the  secretary  of 
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the  Corporation,  and  the  harbour  master  of  the  harbour 
may  administer  such  oath  as  well  as  any  other  officer  or 
person  duly  authorized  to  administer  oaths. 

31.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  any  Act  of  Powers  of 
the  late  province  of  New  Brunswick  or  of  the  new  province  notPt°orbe0n 
of  New  Brunswick,  with  respect  to  the  city  of  Saint  John,  restricted 
no  by-law  of  the  Corporation  of  such  city  shall  restrict  by-£ws.m 
or  affect  in  any  manner  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred 

upon  the  Corporation  of  Harbour  Commissioners  under 
this  Act. 

32.  (1)  All  money  due  and  penalties  incurred  under  this  Money,  etc., 
Act,  or  under  any  by-law  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  may  recovered 
be  recovered  in  a  summarv  manner  under  Part  XV  of  the summary

Criminal  Code. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  any  violation  of  this  Act  or  of  any  Prescription, 
by-law  in  force  under  this  Act,  however,  no  complaint  or 
information  shall  be  made  or  laid  under  Part  XV  of  the 
Criminal  Code  after  two  years  from  the  time  when  the 
matter  of  complaint  or  information  arose.

An  Act  to  amend  The  Soldier  Settlement  Act,  1919. 

[Assented  to  Hth  April,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  1919,  c.  71 ; 

Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows : —  1925’,  c!  53! 

1.  The  Soldier  Settlement  Act ,  1919,  chapter  seventy-one 
of  the  statutes  of  1919  (first  session)  as  amended  by  chapter 
nineteen  of  the  statutes  of  1920,  and  by  chapter  forty-six 
of  the  statutes  of  1922  and  by  chapter  fifty-three  of  the 
statutes  of  1925,  is  further  amended  by  adding  thereto  the 
following  section: — 

“68.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act,  a  settler  Revaluation 
who  has  agreed  to  purchase  any  land  from  the  Board,  who  £0  lettiers^ 
has  not  assigned  or  transferred  his  interest  in  his  land, 
whose  agreement  with  the  Board  has  not  been  terminated 
or  rescinded,  who  has  not  repaid  his  indebtedness  to  the 
Board,  and  who  claims  that  there  has  been  a  depreciation 
in  the  value  of  such  land  not  the  result  of  neglect  or  mis¬ 
management  on  his  part,  may  make  application  for  the 
revaluation  of  the  said  land  subject  to  the  following  condi-  Conditions, 
tions: — 

“(a)  Application  for  revaluation  shall  be  submitted  to  Application 
the  District  Superintendent  of  the  Soldier  Settlement  suiSrSten- 
Board  for  the  district  within  which  the  said  land  is  dent- 
situate; 

“(b)  The  application  shall  be  supported  by  a  statutory  Affidavits, 
declaration  setting  out,  (i)  the  original  purchase  price 
of  the  land  and  the  value  of  improvements  effected 
since  the  establishment  of  the  settler  thereon,  and 
(ii)  his  belief  as  to  present  value  of  the  land  and  his 
reasons  therefor; 

“(c)  The  depreciation  in  value  to  be  determined  shall  ^°7eciation 
be  the  amount  by  which,  through  no  neglect  or  mis-  shall  be 
management  on  the  part  of  the  settler,  the  price  at  comPuted* 
which  the  Board  agreed  to  sell  the  land  and  improve¬ 
ments  to  the  settler  exceeds  the  present  value.  In 
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determining  the  present  value  of  the  land,  improve¬ 
ments  made  by  the  settler  shall  not  be  included;  pro¬ 
vided  that  in  any  case  where  the  actual  sale  price  is 
greater  than  the  maximum  amount  which  under 
section  sixteen  of  this  Act  may  be  advanced  by  the 
Board  in  the  purchase  of  land  on  behalf  of  any  settler, 
such  maximum  amount  shall  be  deemed  the  sale  price 
for  the  purposes  of  this  section; 

“(d)  All  applications  for  revaluation  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Board  prior  to  the  first  day  of  October,  1927, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  regulation; 

“(e)  Upon  the  receipt  of  an  application  made  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  terms  of  this  section  the  Board  shall 
ascertain  and  determine  the  depreciation  in  value  as 
set  forth  in  paragraph  (c)  of  this  section;  and  if  any 
applicant  is  dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  Board 
he  may  within  such  time  as  is  prescribed  by  regula¬ 
tions  made  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  appeal  to 
the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada,  and  the  decision  of 
that  court  shall  be  final; 

“(f )  Expenditures  necessarily  incurred  by  or  in  connection 
with  the  administration  of  this  Act  as  may  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  regulation,  shall  be  paid  out  of  moneys  appro¬ 
priated  from  time  to  time  by  Parliament  to  soldier 
land  settlement; 

“(g)  Where  the  decision  shows  that  there  has  been  depre¬ 
ciation  as  hereinbefore  set  forth  in  paragraph  (c)  in 
the  value  of  the  land  and  improvements  which  the 
Board  agreed  to  sell  to  a  settler,  the  Board,  notwith¬ 
standing  anything  in  this  Act,  shall  credit  the  settler’s 
account  as  on  the  standard  date  in  1925  with  the 
amount  of  depreciation  as  finally  determined,  and  upon 
the  settler’s  account  being  so  credited,  the  balance  then 
owing  by  the  settler  for  all  purposes  shall,  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Board,  be  consolidated  and  deemed  to 
be  the  settler’s  total  indebtedness  and  the  total  cost 
of  the  property  may  be  amortized  over  the  remaining 
period  of  the  loan;  provided  that  the  maximum  amount 
which  may  be  so  credited  to  any  settler  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  the  settler’s  total  indebtedness  to  the 
Board  as  at  the  time  of  the  final  determination  of  the 
amount  of  depreciation  in  value  aforesaid; 

“(h )  The  Board  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor 
in  Council,  make  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  this  section; 

“(i)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  such  regula¬ 
tions  as  he  deems  fit  for  the  procedure  in  appeals  to 
the  Exchequer  Court  under  this  section,  and  may 
by  such  regulations  modify  or  dispense  with  any 
provisions  as  to  procedure  in  the  Exchequer  Court  Act 
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or  in  the  rules  of  practice  of  that  Court.  All  such 
regulations  made  shall  be  published  forthwith  in 
the  Canada  Gazette ; 

“(j)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act,  in  the  case 
of  any  settler  whose  agreement  with  the  Board  has 
been  terminated  or  rescinded  and  who  is  desirous  of 
repurchasing  the  land  which  he  agreed  to  purchase 
from  the  Board,  the  Board  may,  provided  the  land 
has  not  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  reinstate  the  settler 
in  such  rights  with  respect  to  the  land  as  he  had  prior 
to  the  termination  or  rescission  of  his  agreement  and 
extend  to  him  the  benefits  of  this  section  from  which 
he  would  otherwise  be  debarred  by  reason  of  the  ter¬ 
mination  or  rescission  of  his  agreement.”

CHAP.  69. 

An  Act  to  amend  The  Special  War  Revenue  Act,  1915. 

[Assented  to  14th  April ,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Section  19a  of  Part  IV  of  The  Special  War  Revenue 
Act ,  1915 ,  as  enacted  by  chapter  seventy  of  the  statutes 
of  1923,  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  sub¬ 
section  : — 

“(2)  ‘Person’  includes  any  body  corporate  or  association,  “Person.” 
syndicate,  trust  or  other  body  and  the  heirs,  executors, 
and  administrators  thereof  and  the  curators  and  assigns  or 
other  legal  representatives  of  such  person  according  to  the 
law  of  that  part  of  Canada  to  which  the  context  extends.” 

2.  Section  19bbb  of  the  said  Act,  as  enacted  by  chapter 
seventy  of  the  statutes  of  1923  and  amended  by  chapter 
sixty-eight  of  the  statutes  of  1924  and  by  chapter  twenty- 
six  of  the  statutes  of  1925,  is  further  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  subsection : — 

“(15)  Where  goods  subject  to  tax  under  this  section  are  Power  to 
sold  at  a| price  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Minister  is  ^er“ine 
less^than  the  fair  price  on  which  sales  tax  should  be  imposed,  nce‘ 
the  Minister  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  the  fair 
price  and  the  taxpayer  shall  pay  the  sales  tax  on  the  price  so 
determined.” 

3.  Section  19c  as  enacted  by  chapter  forty-six  of  the 
statutes  of  1918  is  repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted 
therefor: — 

“19c.  The  Minister  may  make  any  regulation  deemed  Regulations, 
necessary  or  advisable  for  carrying  Part  IV  of  this  Act 
into  effect,  and  may  thereby  authorize  the  Deputy  Minister  Deputy  or 
of  Customs  and  Excise  or  such  other  officer  as  he  may  deem  tfSercise 
expedient  to  exercise  such  of  the  powers  conferred  by  this  powers  of 
Act  upon  the  Minister  as  may  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  when8ter’ 
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be  conveniently  exercised  by  the  Deputy  Minister  or  such 
officer,  and  such  regulations  shall  be  enforced  in  the  same 
manner  as  all  other  provisions  of  this  Act.” 

4.  The  said  Act  is  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
section  immediately  after  section  19c  thereof: — 

“19cc.  (1)  Every  person  liable  for  taxes  under  Part  IV 
of  this  Act  who  neglects  to  file  each  month  a  true  return  of 
his  taxable  sales  for  the  next  preceding  month  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations  made  by  the  Minister,  shall  in  addition 
to  any  other  penalties  provided  by  Part  IV  of  this  Act 
pay  a  penalty  of  five  per  cent  of  the  taxes  payable:  Pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  such  penalty  shall  not  exceed  twenty- 
five  dollars  in  respect  of  each  such  return.” 

(2)  The  tax  shall  be  paid  not  later  than  the  last  day 
of  the  first  succeeding  month  to  that  in  which  the  sales 
were  made. 

(3)  In  default  of  payment  of  the  tax  or  any  portion 
thereof  within  the  time  prescribed  by  this  Act  or  by 
regulations  established  thereunder,  there  shall  be  paid  in 
addition  to  the  amount  in  default  a  penalty  of  two-thirds 
of  one  per  centum  of  the  amount  in  default  in  respect  of 
each  month  or  fraction  thereof  during  which  such  default 
continues  after  the  coming  into  force  of  this  section.” 

5.  The  said  Act  is  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
section  immediately  after  section  19cc  thereof: — 

“I9ccc.  (1)  All  taxes,  interest  and  penalties  payable 
under  Part  IV  of  this  Act  as  amended  may,  notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  contained  in  this  Act  and  without 
restriction  of  the  application  thereof,  be  recovered  in  the 
Exchequer  Court  of  Canada  and  any  such  amount  payable 
remaining  unpaid,  whether  in  whole  or  in  part  after  one 
month  from  the  date  of  sending  by  registered  mail  of  a  notice 
of  arrears  addressed  to  the  taxpayer,  may  be  certified  by 
the  Deputy  Minister  and  on  the  production  to  the  said 
Court  or  Judge  or  such  Officer  as  the  Court  or  Judge  thereof 
may  direct,  the  certificate  shall  be  registered  in  the  said 
Court  and  shall,  from  the  date  of  such  registration,  be  of 
the  same  force  and  effect,  and  all  proceedings  may  be  taken 
thereon,  as  if  the  certificate  were  a  judgment  obtained 
in  the  said  Court  for  the  recovery  of  a  debt  of  the  amount 
specified  in  the  certificate,  including  penalties  to  date  of 
payment  as  provided  for  in  Part  IV  of  this  Act  as  amended 
and  entered  upon  the  date  of  such  registration,  and  all 
reasonable  costs  and  charges  attendant  upon  the  regis¬ 
tration  of  such  certificate  shall  be  recoverable  in  like  manner 
as  if  they  were  part  of  such  judgment. 

“(2)  The  penalties  provided  for  in  Part  IV  of  this  Act 
as  amended  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  as  well 
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after  judgment  as  before,  and  in  realizing  upon  any  judg¬ 
ment  shall  be  recovered  as  part  of  the  judgment  in  a  like 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  that  the  amount  provided 
for  in  the  judgment  itself  may  be  recovered.” 

6.  Section  19d  of  the  said  Act,  as  enacted  by  chapter 
seventy  of  the  statutes  of  1923,  is  repealed  and  the  following 
is  substituted  therefor: — 

“19d.  (1)  Every  person  who,  being  thereto  liable, 
neglects  or  refuses  to  pay  any  tax  imposed  by  this  Part 
and  any  person  who  contravenes  any  requirement  of  this 
Part  or  any  regulation  of  the  Minister  under  this  Part 
shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars  and  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars. 

(2)  The  records,  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  of  all 
manufacturers,  producers,  wholesalers  and  jobbers  and  of 
importers  and  dealers  which  are  required  to  be  kept  under 
the  provisions  of  Part  IV  of  this  Act  shall  be  open  at  all 
reasonable  hours  to  the  inspection  of  the  officers  or  other 
persons  authorized  by  the  Minister  to  inspect  the  same, 
and  any  person  who  in  any  way  prevents  or  attempts  to 
prevent  any  such  officer  or  other  person  from  having  access 
to  or  inspecting  the  same,  or  refuses  to  produce  the  same 
or  any  of  them,  or  who  falsifies  or  destroys  or  causes  to  be 
falsified  or  destroyed  any  of  such  records,  shall  be  liable, 
on  summary  conviction,  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  and  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars.” 

7.  Section  19e  of  the  said  Act  as  enacted  by  chapter 
seventy  of  the  statutes  of  1923  is  repealed  and  the  following 
is  substituted  therefor: — 

“19e.  (1)  Every  person  liable  for  taxes  under  Part  IV 
of  this  Act  shall  keep  records  and  books  of  account  in 
English  or  French  and  adequate  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act 
and  the  Minister  may  prescribe  the  form  of  such  books  or 
records  if  in  his  opinion  adequate  records  are  not  being 
kept. 

(2)  Every  person  who,  having  been  notified  by  the 
Minister  in  writing  fails  or  refuses  to  keep  records  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  subsection  one  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  on 
summary  conviction  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  during  which  the  default 
continues. 

(3)  Every  person  who  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister 
has  failed  to  maintain  adequate  records  of  account  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act,  may  be  assessed  notwithstanding 
the  returns  filed  under  this  Act  by  such  person  and  the  taxes 
so  assessed  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  payable  as  pre¬ 
scribed  by  section  19cc  of  this  Act.” 
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8.  The  said  Act  is  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
section  immediately  after  section  19e: — 

“19ee.  Trustees  in  bankruptcy,  assignees,  administra¬ 
tors,  executors  and  other  like  persons,  before  distributing 
any  assets  under  their  control  shall  obtain  a  certificate  from 
the  Minister  certifying  that  no  unpaid  taxes  or  penalties 
as  provided  by  Part  IV  of  this  Act  properly  chargeable 
against  the  person,  property,  business  or  estate,  as  the 
case  may  be,  remain  outstanding.  Distribution  without 
such  certificate  shall  render  the  trustees  in  bankruptcy, 
assignees,  administrators,  executors  and  other  like  persons 
personally  liable  for  the  taxes  and  penalties.”

Act,  1923. 

[Assented  to  llfii  April,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  1923,  c.  7i. 

the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Section  four  of  The  Three  Rivers  Harbour  Cominis-  Harbour 
sioners 1  Act,  1923,  chapter  seventy-one  of  the  statutes  of  defined. 
1923,  is  repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

“4.  The  harbour  of  Three  Rivers  shall  for  the  purpose 
of  this  Act  comprise  that  portion  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence 
lying  between  the  eastern  and  western  boundaries  herein¬ 
after  described  and  extending  in  the  river  St.  Maurice 
to  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  city  of  Three  Rivers  where 
it  crosses  the  river  St.  Maurice,  and  shall  include  all  water 
and  beach  up  to  tidal  highwater  of  the  said  rivers  and  on 
the  shores  of  islands  contained  within  the  harbour  limits. 

The  westerly  boundary  of  the  harbour  shall  be  a  line  drawn 
parallel  to  and  one  mile  easterly  perpendicularly  from  the 
line  joining  the  intersection  with  high  water  mark  on  the 
north  shore  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence  of  the  boundary 
line  of  the  parishes  of  Three  Rivers  and  Pointe  du  Lac  and 
the  intersection  with  high  water  mark  on  the  south  shore 
of  the  river  of  the  boundary  line  of  the  parishes  of  St. 

Gregoire  and  Nicolet.  The  easterly  boundary  shall  be  the 
prolongation  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  city  of  Three 
Rivers  across  the  St.  Lawrence  river  to  the  south  shore 
of  said  river.”

[Assented  to  Hth  April,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  R.s.,  c.  7i: 

the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  £  Sjgj 
as  follows: — 


1.  Section  four  of  the  Trade  Mark  and  Design  Act,  Definitions, 
chapter  seventy-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada, 

1906,  is  amended  by  inserting  the  following  paragraphs 
immediately  after  paragraph  (b)  thereof: — 

“(c)  ‘Labour  union’  or  ‘union’  means  any  organization  “Labour 
of  employees  engaged  in  the  manufacture  or  production  “union”! 
of  goods  formed  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the 
relations  between  employers  and  employees; 

“(d)  ‘Union  label’  means  any  mark,  term,  design,  emblem,  “Union 
figure,  sign,  seal,  stamp,  diagram,  ticket,  device  or  labe1”- 
form  of  advertisement,  adopted  by  a  labour  union,” 


2.  Section  five  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  subsections: — 

“(2)  Any  union  label  heretofore  or  hereafter  adopted  by 
any  labour  union  to  designate,  make  known,  or  distinguish 
any  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  product  of  labour,  wholly 
or  partly  manufactured,  produced,  or  prepared  by  the 
labour  of  such  union,  or  of  any  member  or  members  thereof, 
may  be  registered  for  the  exclusive  use  of  such  labour 
union  in  the  manner  herein  provided;  and  the  said  union 
shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act,  be  considered  the  pro¬ 
prietor  of  such  union  label. 

“(3)  No  union  label  shall  be  put  or  placed  upon  any 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  product  of  labour,  without 
the  consent  of  the  owner  or  proprietor  of  such  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise.” 

3.  Section  eleven  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the 
following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

“11.  The  Minister  may  refuse  to  register  any  trade 
mark  or  union  label, — 

(a) 
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(a)  if  he  is  not  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  undoubtedly 
entitled  to  the  exclusive  use  of  such  trade  mark  or 
union  label; 

(b )  if  the  trade  mark  or  union  label  proposed  for  regis¬ 
tration  is  identical  with  or  resembles  a  trade  mark  or 
union  label  already  registered; 

(c)  if  it  appears  that  the  trade  mark  or  union  label  is 
calculated  to  deceive  or  mislead  the  public; 

(d )  if  the  trade  mark  or  union  label  contains  any  im¬ 
morality  or  scandalous  figure; 

(e)  if  the  so-called  trade  mark  does  not  contain  the 
essentials  necessary  to  constitute  a  trade  mark,  pro¬ 
perly  speaking.” 

4.  Section  thirteen  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  subsection: — 

“(3)  Every  labour  union  may  register  a  union  label  by 
filing  an  application  therefor,  accompanied  by  a  declara¬ 
tion  made  by  the  President,  Secretary,  or  other  executive 
officer  of  such  union,  specifying  the  name  of  the  union  on 
behalf  of  which  such  union  label  is  being  registered,  the 
class  of  merchandise  and  a  description  of  the  goods  to  which 
it  has  been  or  is  intended  to  be  appropriated,  and  thereafter 
such  union  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  of  such  union 
label.” 

5.  Section  fourteen  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by 
adding  the  following  subsection  thereto: — 

“(2)  The  certificate  of  the  registration  of  any  union 
label  shall  also  set  forth  the  name  of  the  labour  union 
registering  such  union  label,  the  number  of  such  union 
label  and  the  number  or  letter  employed,  to  denote  or 
correspond  to  the  registration,  and  such  certificate,  in  the 
absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence 
of  the  union  label,  of  the  name  of  the  union,  of  the  union 
named  as  proprietor,  being  proprietor,  of  the  commence¬ 
ment  and  term  of  registry  and  of  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act.” 

G.  Section  fifteen  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  adding 
the  following  subsection  thereto: — 

“(3)  (a)  No  union  label  registered  by  any  labour  union 
may  be  assigned  by  any  process  of  law  or  otherwise. 

(b )  A  labour  union  may  authorize  the  use  of  any  union 
label  registered  by  it  and  such  authorization  to  use 
shall  be  subject  to  cancellation  only  upon  twelve 
months’  notice,  unless  otherwise  specified  in  any 
agreement  for  the  use  of  such  union  label;  and  any 
goods  may  be  at  any  time  sold  bearing  such  union 
label,  if  when  such  union  label  was  used  in  respect  of 
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such  goods,  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  was  so 
authorized.  The  union  shall  accord  the  use  of  the 
label  to  any  applicant  who  complies  with  the  rules 
of  the  union.” 


7.  Section  eighteen  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  adding 
the  following  subsection  thereto: — 

“(3)  The  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada  may,  on  appli-  Cancellation 
cation  and  after  investigation  and  hearing  of  the  parties  registration 
concerned,  direct  the  cancellation  of  the  registration  of  by 
any  union  label  registered  by  a  labour  union  under  the  court.quer 
provisions  of  this  Act,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court  such 
action  is  justified  by  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case.” 


8.  Section  nineteen  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  adding  suit  of 
the  following  subsections  thereto: —  proprietor. 

“(2)  An  action  or  suit  may  be  maintained  in  any  court  of  suit  by 
record  having  jurisdiction  to  the  amount  claimed,  by  any  lal?our 
labour  union  which  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  union* 
this  Act  as  to  registration,  or  by  any  authorized  executive 
officer  thereof,  against  any  person,  firm,  labour  union, 
association,  or  corporation,  using  without  permission  the 
union  label  of  such  labour  union. 

“(3)  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  enable  any  Suit,  etc., 
suit,  action,  garnishee,  interpleader  or  other  proceeding  ffboufunion 
to  be  brought,  had  or  maintained  against  a  labour  union, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act.” 


9.  The  said  Act  is  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
section  immediately  after  section  twenty-one: — 

“21a.  (1)  No  person,  firm,  labour  union,  association,  Exclusive 
or  corporation,  other  than  the  labour  union  registering  [abou?union 
such  union  label,  unless  with  the  consent  of  such  labour  to  mark  any 
union,  shall,  SS&ffi: 

(a)  Mark  any  goods  or  any  articles  of  any  description 
whatever  with  any  such  union  label  or  with  any  part 
thereof,  whether  by  applying  such  union  label  or  any 
part  thereof  to  the  article  itself  or  to  any  package  or 
thing  containing  such  article  or  by  using  any  package 
or  thing  so  marked  which  has  been  used  by  the  labour 
union  which  has  registered  such  union  label;  or, 

(b )  keep  or  have  in  his  possession  for  sale  any  goods,  imitation 
wares,  merchandise,  or  product  of  labour,  to  which,  mark* 
or  on  which  any  such  counterfeit  or  imitation  is  printed, 
painted,  stamped,  impressed  or  otherwise  displayed; 
provided  always  that  such  person,  firm,  labour  union, 
association,  or  corporation  shall  be  liable  only  in  cases 
where  the  union  label  was  counterfeit  or  imitation  to 

his,  their,  or  its  knowledge;  and  provided  further  that 
any  proceedings  taken  under  this  Act  shall  be  against 
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the  person,  firm,  labour  union,  association,  or  corpora¬ 
tion  that  originally  attached  the  counterfeit  or  imitation 
union  label  to  such  article; 

(c )  procure  either  for  himself  or  on  behalf  of  any  other 
person,  firm,  labour  union,  association  or  corporation, 
the  registering  of  any  union  label  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  by  making  any  false  or  fraudulent  represen¬ 
tation  or  declaration  verbally  or  in  writing  or  by  any 
fraudulent  means  whatever;  or, 

(d)  make  or  cause  to  be  made  any  die,  block,  machine 
or  other  instrument  for  the  purpose  of  forging  or 
being  used  for  forging  a  union  label;  or, 

(e)  dispose  of  or  have  in  his  possession  any  die,  block, 
machine  or  other  instrument  for  the  purpose  of  forging 
a  union  label. 

(2)  Every  person,  firm,  labour  union,  association  or 
corporation  contravening  the  provisions  or  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  and 
liable  for  each  such  offence  on  summary  conviction  to  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  and  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars. 

(3)  Every  complaint  under  the  preceding  subsection 
may  be  made  by  an  executive  officer  of  the  labour  union 
which  has  registered  the  union  label  as  in  this  Act 
provided.” 

1®.  The  following  sections  are  inserted  in  the  said  Act 
immediately  after  section  twenty-two: — 

“22a.  When  a  complaint  in  writing,  verified  by  affidavit, 
is  made  to  any  court  or  officer  having  authority  to  issue 
search  warrants,  showing  that  complainant  has  reason  to 
believe  that  counterfeits  or  imitations  of  any  union  label 
registered  by  a  labour  union,  as  in  this  Act  provided,  or 
tools,  cuts,  plates,  dies,  blocks,  machinery  or  materials  pre¬ 
pared  or  provided  for  the  making  of  such  counterfeits  or 
imitations,  are  concealed  in  any  building,  receptable  or  place 
(particularly  describing  the  same),  such  court  or  officer 
shall,  if  satisfied  that  there  is  reasonable  cause  for  such 
belief,  issue  a  warrant  to  search  such  building,  receptacle 
or  place  for  the  articles  described  in  the  complaint. 

“22b.  Search  warrants  issued  under  this  Act  shall  be 
in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Criminal  Code,  so  far  as  such 
form  is  applicable,  and  shall  be  directed  to  and  be  served 
and  returned  by  the  same  officers  in  the  same  manner 
as  search  warrants  in  other  cases  in  the  said  Code  provided 
for;  and  the  proceedings  and  practice  after  such  return 
shall  conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  practice  and 
proceedings  in  regard  to  search  warrants  in  such  other 
cases.” 
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11.  Section  forty-six  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by 
inserting  the  words  “or  union  label”  after  the  words  “trade 
mark”  in  the  seventh  and  twenty-fourth  lines  thereof.

An  Act  to  amend  The  Trust  Companies  Act,  1914. 

[Assented  to  14th  April,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  JjJ***  *■ 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  1922]  c!  51 
as  follows : —  1924,  c>  71 


1.  The  Trust  Companies  Act,  chapter  fifty-five  of  the 
statutes  of  1914,  is  amended  by  inserting  after  section 
sixty-eight  thereof  the  following: — 


LICENSE. 

“68A.  (1)  No  company  to  which  this  Act  in  whole  or 
in  part  applies,  or  person  acting  on  its  behalf,  shall  transact 
the  business  of  a  trust  company  unless  the  company  has 
obtained  from  the  Minister  a  license  authorizing  it  so  to  do. 

“(2)  The  Minister  may  issue  to  any  such  company  which 
has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  which  is, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister,  in  such  a  financial  position 
as  to  justify  its  transaction  of  the  business  of  a  trust  com¬ 
pany,  a  license  authorizing  the  transaction  of  the  said 
business. 

“(3)  The  license  shall  be  in  such  form  as  may  be  from 
time  to  time  determined  by  the  Minister  and  may  contain 
any  limitations  or  conditions  which  the  Minister  may 
consistently  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  deem  proper. 

“(4)  The  license  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
March  in  each  year,  but  may  be  renewed  from  year  to  }^ear 
subject,  however,  to  any  qualification  or  limitation  which 
is  considered  expedient:  Provided,  that  such  license  may 
be  from  time  to  time  renewed  for  any  term  less  than  a  year. 

“(5)  The  Minister  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  the 
first  issue  of  the  Canada  Gazette  in  the  month  of  July,  1927, 
a  list  of  all  companies  to  which  licenses  have  been  issued  as 
aforesaid  and  shall  thereafter  cause  such  a  list  to  be  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  first  issue  in  the  month  of  April  in  each  year. 
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“(6)  If  any  company  makes  application  to  the  Minister 
for  the  issue  of  a  license  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
or  for  the  renewal  of  such  license  and  such  application  is 
refused  by  the  Minister,  the  company  shall  have  the  right 
of  appeal  to  the  Governor  in  Council  against  the  decision 
of  the  Minister,  and  the  Governor  in  Council,  after  such 
hearing  given  to  the  company  as  it  deems  necessary  or 
desirable,  shall  render  a  decision  on  the  appeal,  which 
decision  shall  be  final.” 

2.  Section  seventy  of  the  said  Act,  as  enacted  by  section 
two  of  chapter  twenty-one  of  the  statutes  of  1920,  is  amended 
by  inserting  after  subsection  two  thereof  the  following 
subsection : — 

“(2A)  The  company  shall  on  the  request  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  file  with  the  Superintendent  a  certified  copy  of 
its  by-laws,  and  notice  of  every  repeal,  or  addition  to, 
or  amendment  of,  its  by-laws  shall  be  filed  by  the  company 
with  the  Superintendent  within  one  month  after  the  date 
of  such  repeal,  addition  or  amendment.” 

3.  Section  seventy  A  of  the  said  Act,  as  enacted  by 
section  two  of  chapter  twenty-one  of  the  statutes  of  1920, 
is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — - 

“70A.  (1)  If  as  the  result  of  the  examination  as  aforesaid 
of  any  company  the  Superintendent  believes  that  the  assets 
of  the  company  are  insufficient  to  justify  its  continuance 
in  business,  he  shall  make  a  special  report  to  the  Minister 
on  the  condition  of  such  company. 

“(2)  If  the  Minister,  after  a  reasonable  time  has  been 
given  to  the  company  to  be  heard  by  him,  and  upon  such 
further  enquiry  and  investigation  as  he  sees  fit  to  make, 
reports  to  the  Governor  in  Council  that  he  agrees  with  the 
opinion  of  the  Superintendent,  the  Governor  in  Council 
may,  if  he  also  concurs  in  such  opinion,  suspend  or  cancel 
the  license  of  the  company,  and  the  company  shall  thereupon 
cease  to  transact  further  business:  Provided,  however, 
that  the  Minister  may,  during  such  suspension  or  cancel¬ 
lation,  issue  such  conditional  license  as  he  may  deem  to  be 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  public. 

“(3)  If  the  Minister  deems  it  advisable,  the  said  condi¬ 
tional  license  may  provide  that  the  company  shall,  during 
the  continuance  of  such  conditional  license,  arrange  for  the 
sale  of  its  assets  and  for  the  transfer  of  its  liabilities  to 
some  other  company  under  the  provisions  of  section  seventy- 
two  of  this  Act. 

“(4)  If  upon  the  expiration  of  the  conditional  license  no 
arrangement  satisfactory  to  the  Minister  has  been  made 
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for  such  sale  and  transfer,  and  if  the  company’s  condition 
is  not  then  such  as  to  warrant  the  restoration  of  the  com¬ 
pany’s  license,  the  company  shall  be  deemed  to  be  insol¬ 
vent.” 


4.  This  Act  shall  come  into  force  on  the  first  day

date  of  the  passing  of  this  Act,  been  so  advanced,  such 
sums  of  money,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  four 
million  dollars,  as  may  be  required  to  enable  the  Corporation 
to  complete  the  construction  of  terminal  facilities  in  the 
harbour  of  Vancouver,  for  which  the  plans,  specifications 
and  estimates  have  been  approved  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  before  the  passing  of  this  Act;  and  to  construct 
such  additional  terminal  facilities  as  may  be  likewise 
approved  as  necessary,  further  to  properly  equip  the  said 
port. 

3.  During  the  period  of  construction  of  the  works  referred  interest 

to  in  the  preceding  section,  the  interest  payable  on  the  constniction 
debentures  deposited  with  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  to  be 
Receiver  General  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in  respect  ^pitai  to 
of  the  construction  of  such  works  shall  be  deemed  to  be  account, 
money  required  to  enable  the  Corporation  to  construct  the 
said  works  and  to  be  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the  construction 
thereof,  and  the  said  interest  may  be  paid  out  of  the  said 
sum  of  four  million  dollars;  the  period  of  construction  herein 
referred  to  shall  begin  on  the  day  when  the  first  advance  is 
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made  on  account  of  the  said  construction,  and  shall  terminate 
on  such  date  as  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  fix  and  deter¬ 
mine. 

4.  No  such  loan  shall  be  paid  in  respect  of  the  con¬ 
struction  of  terminal  facilities,  unless  such  detailed  plans, 
specifications  and  estimates,  for  the  works  to  be  performed 
by  the  Corporation  and  on  which  the  money  so  to  be 
loaned  is  to  be  expended,  as  are  satisfactory  to  the  Minister 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  have  been  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council  before  any  work  on 
the  same  has  been  commenced. 

5.  The  Corporation  shall  submit  to  the  Minister  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries,  for  approval,  monthly  applications 
for  loans  on  account  of  the  different  items  of  construction 
of  terminal  facilities,  accompanied  by  statements  showing 
the  total  expenditure  on  these  different  items  in  detail, 
for  the  month  which  the  loan  is  to  cover,  and  any  other 
statements  required  in  such  form  as  the  Minister  shall 
direct;  and  upon  approval  of  the  application,  authority  for 
the  payment  of  the  amount  so  applied  for  may  be  granted 
by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

H.  The  Corporation  shall,  upon  any  loan  being  made, 
deposit  with  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver  General 
debentures  of  the  Corporation  equal  in  par  value  to  the 
loan  so  made  (which  debentures  the  Corporation  is  hereby 
authorized  to  issue),  and  such  debentures  so  issued  shall 
be  of  such  amounts  as  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver 
General  determines,  and  shall  bear  date  on  the  day  when 
such  loan  is  made,  and  shall  be  repayable  within  twenty- 
five  years  from  the  date  of  their  issue,  and  in  the  meantime 
shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum, 
such  interest  to  be  payable  half  yearly,  on  the  first  day  of 
July  and  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year. 

7.  The  principal  and  interest  of  the  sums  loaned 
the  Corporation  under  the  authority  of  this  Act  shall  be 
payable  by  the  Corporation  out  of  all  its  property  and 
assets  and  out  of  all  its  tolls,  rates,  dues,  penalties  and 
other  sources  of  revenue  and  income,  and  shall  rank  as  a 
charge  thereon  and  have  precedence  in  regard  to  payment, 
next  after  payments  provided  for  in  section  twenty-seven 
of  chapter  fifty-four  of  the  statutes  of  1913,  equally  with 
the  advances  made  under  authority  of  chapter  seventy-four 
of  the  statutes  of  1919  and  chapter  twenty-nine  of  the 
statutes  of  1923,  and  chapter  seventy- two  of  the  statutes 
of  1924. 
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8.  Section  seven  of  chapter  seventy-four  of  the  statutes 
of  1919  and  section  seven  of  chapter  twenty-nine  of  the 
statutes  of  1923,  are  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  is 
substituted  therefor  in  each  of  the  said  Acts: — 

“7.  The  principal  and  interest  of  the  sums  advanced  to 
the  Corporation  under  the  authority  of  this  Act  shall  be 
payable  by  the  Corporation  out  of  all  its  property  and 
assets,  and  out  of  all  its  tolls,  rates,  dues,  penalties  and 
other  sources  of  revenue  and  income,  and  shall  rank  as  a 
charge  thereon  and  have  precedence  in  regard  to  payment, 
equally,  next  after  the  payments  provided  for  in  section 
twenty-seven  of  chapter  fifty-four  of  the  statutes  of  1913.”

CHAP.  74. 

An  Act  to  provide  annuities  for  the  Widows  of  certain  Civil 

Servants. 

[Assented  to  11+th  April,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  “The  Civil  Servants  Widows 
Annuities  Act,  1927  ” 

2.  In  this  Act, — 

(a)  “ Contributor”  means  a  civil  servant  or  a  retired 
civil  servant  who  died  in  service  or  retired  from  the 
Civil  Service  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1925,  and 
who  at  the  time  of  his  death  or  retirement  was  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  Part  I  of  the  Superannuation  and 
Retirement  Act; 

(h  )  “  Widow’ 1  means  the  widow  of  a  contributor  to  whom 
she  had  been  married  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
1924. 

3.  Subject  to  regulations  made  under  this  Act  as  herein¬ 
after  provided,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  to  any 
widow  an  annual  allowance  payable  till  death  or  remarriage, 
of  an  amount  equal  to  one-fourth  of  the  allowance  which 
her  husband  received  under  the  Superannuation  and  Retire¬ 
ment  Act,  or  would  have  received  if  at  the  time  of  his  death 
he  had  been  retired  under  the  said  Act. 

4.  (1)  No  allowance  shall  be  paid  under  this  Act  to  any 
widow  who  has  remarried,  unless  such  remarriage  was  to  a 
contributor  and  was  contracted  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
January,  1924,  in  which  event,  the  allowance  to  the  widow 
under  this  Act  shall  be  based  upon  the  allowance  of  the 
contributor  to  whom  she  was  last  married. 

(2)  No  allowance  shall  be  granted  to  any  widow  who  is, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Treasury  Board,  unworthy  of  it. 
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5.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations 
prescribing  the  manner  in  which  the  allowances  authorized 
by  this  Act  shall  be  paid,  the  cases  in  which  a  lump  sum 
payment  may  be  made,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  commutation 
of  the  annual  allowance  and  for  any  other  purpose  deemed 
necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  terms  of  this  Act. 

The  moneys  payable  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  be  payable  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund.

CHAP.  75. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Winding-up  Act. 

[Assented  to  14th  April,  1927.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Sections  nine  and  ten  of  the  Winding-up  Act,  chapter 
one  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  1906, 
are  repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 
“©.  In  the  case  of  insurance  companies  the  provisions 
of  this  Part  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Part  III.” 

2.  Parts  III  and  IV  of  the  said  Act  are  repealed  and  the 
following  Part  is  substituted  therefor: — 

“PART  III. 

INSURANCE  COMPANIES. 

“160.  (1)  The  provisions  of  this  Part  shall  apply  only  to 
insurance  companies  and  the  word  “company”  shall  mean 
an  insurance  company. 

(2)  Any  provisions  hereof  having  application  to  life 
insurance  companies  shall  also  apply  to  the  life  insurance 
business  of  any  company  transacting  the  business  of  life 
insurance  together  with  any  other  class  of  insurance. 

(3)  Any  provision  hereof  having  application  to  insurance 
companies  other  than  life  insurance  companies  shall  also 
apply  to  any  class  of  insurance  business  other  than  life 
insurance  of  any  company  transacting  such  other  class 
together  with  life  insurance. 

(4)  The  word  “assets”  wherever  used  in  this  Part  shall, 
in  respect  of  the  life  insurance  business  of  a  company 
which  transacted  the  business  of  life  insurance  together 
with  any  other  class  of  insurance,  be  construed  to  mean 
the  assets  of  the  company  belonging  to  the  life  insurance 
fund  and  in  respect  of  any  other  class  of  insurance,  be 
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construed  to  mean  the  assets  of  the  company  other  than 
those  belonging  to  the  life  insurance  fund. 

“161.  (1)  A  company  shall  be  deemed  insolvent  when, — 

(a)  its  license  has  expired  or  has  been  withdrawn  under 
The  Insurance  Act,  1917,  and  has  not  been  renewed 
within  thirty  days  after  such  expiry  or  withdrawal, 
except  in  the  case  of  a  company  which  previously  to 
the  twenty-eighth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  was  licensed  to  transact 
the  business  of  life  insurance  in  Canada  and  ceased 
to  transact  such  business  before  the  thirty-first  day 
of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight,  having  before  that  date  given  written  notice 
to  that  effect  to  the  Minister; 

(b  )  it  fails  for  the  space  of  ninety  days  to  pay  any  undis¬ 
puted  claim  arising,  or  loss  insured  against  in  Canada, 
upon  any  policy  held  in  Canada  or  any  disputed  claim, 
after  final  judgment  and  tender  of  a  legal  valid  dis¬ 
charge,  and,  in  either  case,  after  notice  thereof  to  the 
Minister. 

(2)  In  any  case  when  a  claim  for  loss  is,  by  the  terms  of 
the  policy,  payable  on  proof  of  such  loss,  without  any 
stipulated  delay,  the  notice  to  the  Minister  under  this 
section  shall  not  be  given  until  after  the  lapse  of  sixty  days 
from  the  time  when  the  claim  becomes  due. 

(3)  The  Superintendent  of  Insurance  may  apply  to  the 
Court  for  a  winding-up  order  when  a  company  is  deemed 
to  be  insolvent  as  the  result  of  this  section. 

“162.  (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  claims 
shall  be  paid  in  the  following  order  of  priority: — 

First. — Costs  of  liquidation. 

Secondly. — Claims  of  preferred  creditors,  specified  in 
section  seventy  of  this  Act. 

Thirdly. — If  reinsurance  is  effected  as  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided,  claims  accrued  under  the  company’s  policies  of 
which  notice  has  been  received  by  the  company  prior 
to  the  date  of  reinsurance. 

Fourthly. — If  reinsurance  is  not  effected,  claims  by 
policyholders,  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  unearned 
premiums  or  to  the  net  value  of  their  policies,  and 
claims  accrued  under  the  company’s  policies;  or  if 
reinsurance  is  effected,  the  consideration  payable  for 
the  reinsurance. 

(2)  Creditors  of  the  company  other  than  policyholders, 
reinsurers  if  any,  and  the  aforementioned  preferred  creditors 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  dividend  on  their  claims  only 
if  the  assets  are  more  than  sufficient  to  provide  for  the 
claims  mentioned  in  the  preceding  subsection. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  this  Part, 
if  the  company  is  a  British  or  foreign  company,  no  claim 
other  than  those  of  the  preferred  creditors  hereinbefore 
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specified,  holders  of  policies  of  a  class  for  which  the  company 
was  licensed  under  the  Insurance  Act,  and  reinsurers  of  such 
policies  if  any,  shall  rank  against  the  deposit  made  by  the 
company  wich  the  Minister  under  the  said  Act,  and  the 
balance  of  the  said  deposit  remaining  after  the  claims  herein 
specified  are  paid,  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Court  and 
of  the  Treasury  Board,  be  released  by  the  liquidator  to  the 
company. 

“163.  (1)  The  liquidator  may,  without  the  consent  of  ^ontScts6 
the  policyholders,  arrange  for  the  reinsurance  of  the  con-  by  n  rac  s 
tracts  of  its  policyholders  in  the  case  of  a  Canadian  company,  h<iuldator- 
and  of  its  policyholders  in  Canada  in  the  case  of  a  company 
other  than  a  Canadian  company,  in  some  company  or 
companies  licensed  under  this  Act  to  transact  insurance 
in  Canada,  and  in  such  case  the  reinsurance  shall  be  in 
lieu  of  the  claim  for  unearned  premiums  or  net  values. 

(2)  If  the  assets  of  the  company  are  insufficient  to  provide 

for  the  preferred  claims  specified  in  section  seventy  of  a  percentage 
this  Act  and  for  claims  under  the  company’s  policies  of  amount!11 
which  notice  has  been  received  by  the  company  prior  to 
the  date  of  reinsurance,  and  for  the  reinsurance  in  full 
of  the  company’s  policies,  the  reinsurance  may  be  effected 
for  such  a  percentage  of  the  full  amount  of  the  contracts 
as  the  said  assets  will  secure. 

(3)  No  contract  of  reinsurance  made  in  pursuance  of  Approval  of 
this  section  shall  become  effective  until  approved  by  the 

Court  and  by  the  Treasury  Board. 

“164.  (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  next  two  if  claims 
succeeding  sections,  if  reinsurance  is  not  effected,  holders  acXuedat 
of  policies  other  than  policies  of  life  insurance,  on  which  no  time  of 
claim  has  accrued  at  the  time  the  winding-up  order  is  made,  order.ns"up 
shall  be  entitled  to  claim  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  respect 
of  unearned  premiums,  which  shall  be  such  part  of  the 
premiums  as  is  proportionate  to  the  period  of  the  policies 
respectively  unexpired  on  the  date  of  the  winding-up 
order;  and  holders  of  policies  of  life  insurance  on  which  no 
claim  has  accrued  at  the  time  of  the  said  winding-up  order, 
shall  be  entitled  to  claim  as  hereinbefore  provided  for  the 
net  value,  which  shall  include  bonus  additions  and  profits 
accrued  on  the  policies  at  the  time  of  the  said  winding-up 
order  less  any  amount  previously  advanced  by  the  company 
on  the  security  of  the  policies  respectively. 

(2)  The  said  net  values  shall  be  computed,  as  to  the  Computation 
death  benefit,  on  the  basis  prescribed  by  The  Insurance  of  net  values- 
Act ,  1917,  and  as  to  the  disability,  accident  or  other  benefit, 

if  any,  on  such  basis  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Treasury 
Board. 

(3)  The  liquidator  may  require  the  Superintendent  of  Computation 
Insurance  to  determine  the  net  values  of  the  policies  under  tenSTof1" 
which  the  said  claims  are  made,  and  in  such  event,  the  insurance. 
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expense  of  such  valuation,  at  a  rate  of  three  cents  for  each 
policy  so  valued  shall  be  retained  by  the  Minister  from  the 
securities  held  by  him  as  a  deposit  under  The  Insurance 
Act,  1917. 

“105.  If  no  reinsurance  is  effected,  whenever  the  com¬ 
pany  or  the  liquidator  or  the  holder  of  a  policy  of  insurance 
exercises  any  right  which  it  or  he  has  to  cancel  the  policy, 
the  holder  shall  be  entitled  to  claim  the  sum  which  under 
the  terms  of  the  policy  is  due  to  him  upon  such  cancellation. 

“160.  If  no  reinsurance  is  effected,  the  holder  of  a 
policy  upon  which  a  claim  accrues,  of  which  claim  notice 
has  been  received  by  the  liquidator  before  the  date  of  the 
filing  of  the  statement  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  be 
entitled  to  claim  for  the  full  net  amount  of  such  claim  less 
any  amount  previously  advanced  by  the  company  on  the 
security  of  the  policy,  and  no  claim  of  which  notice  is 
received  after  the  said  date  shall  rank  upon  the  estate  unless 
or  until  there  is  sufficient  to  pay  all  creditors  in  full. 

“167.  (1)  If  the  company  is  a  Canadian  company 
which  has  deposited  with  the  Government  of  any  state  or 
country  outside  of  Canada,  or  with  any  trustee  or  other 
person  in  such  state  or  country,  any  of  its  funds  or  securities 
for  the  protection  of  the  company’s  policyholders  in  such 
state  or  country,  the  liquidator  may  request  such  Govern¬ 
ment,  trustee  or  other  person  to  transfer  to  him  the  said 
funds  and  securities,  and  on  such  transfer  being  made, 
the  said  funds  and  securities  shall  be  used  for  the  benefit 
of  all  the  company’s  policyholders  in  the  same  manner  as 
any  other  assets  of  the  company. 

(2)  If  the  said  government,  trustee  or  other  person  does 
not  transfer  the  said  funds  and  securities  within  such  period 
commencing  with  the  date  of  the  liquidator’s  request 
therefor  as  the  Court  may  fix,  the  policyholders  of  the 
company,  for  whose  protection  the  said  deposit  was  made, 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  refused  the  reinsurance,  if  any, 
arranged  by  the  liquidator,  and,  whether  reinsurance  has 
been  arranged  or  not,  to  have  forfeited  all  right  and  claim 
to  any  share  of  the  assets  of  the  company  other  than  the 
funds  or  securities  so  deposited  for  their  protection  outside 
of  Canada. 

“168.  The  liquidator  shall,  without  the  filing  of  any 
claim,  notice  or  evidence,  or  the  taking  of  any  action  by 
any  person,  make  a  statement  of  all  the  persons  appearing 
by  the  books  and  records  of  the  company  to  be  creditors 
or  claimants  on  any  matured,  valued  or  cancelled  polic}^ 
taking  cognizance  in  this  connection  of  all  claims  of  which 
he  has  notice,  and  such  statement  shall  show  the  amount 
due  to  each  such  person  in  respect  of  such  claims,  and  every 
such  person  shall  be  collocated  and  ranked  as,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  right  of,  a  creditor  or  claimant  for  such 
amount,  without  filing  any  claim,  notice  or  evidence,  or 
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taking  any  action:  Provided  that  any  such  collocation  may 
be  contested  by  any  person  interested,  and  any  person  who 
is  not  collocated,  or  who  is  dissatisfied  with  the  amount 
for  which  he  is  collocated  may  file  his  own  claim.  The 
liquidator  or  the  Court  may  amend  such  statement  and 
only  the  claims  appearing  in  such  statement  or  amended 
statement  shall  be  regarded. 

“169.  If  the  assets  are  not  sufficient  to  cover  in  full  all  insufficient 
claims  appearing  in  the  statement  or  amended  statement  to  cover  ail 
the  policyholders  shall  not  be  barred  from  any  recourse  claims' 
they  have,  either  in  law  or  equity,  against  the  company 
issuing  the  policy  or  against  any  shareholder  or  director 
thereof,  other  than  for  a  share  in  the  distribution  of  the 
assets  aforesaid. 

“179.  A  copy  of  the  above  mentioned  statement,  ^tement 
certified  by  the  liquidator,  shall  be  filed  in  the  Department  filed  in 
of  Insurance,  after  not  less  than  thirty  days’  notice  of  his  of  insurance, 
intention  so  to  do  has  been  given  by  the  liquidator  by  notice 
in  the  Canada  Gazette  and  in  the  official  gazette  of  each 
province,  and  in  two  newspapers  issued  at  or  nearest  to 
the  place  where  the  head  office  of  the  company  or  the 
chief  agency  of  the  company  in  Canada,  as  the  case  may 
be,  is  situate. 

“171.  The  liquidator  shall  also  forthwith  send  by  mail  gj ^se^t  to 
prepaid  a  notice  of  such  filing  to  each  creditor  or  claimant  creditors.  ° 
named  in  the  said  statement  addressed  to  the  latest  address 
on  record  with  the  company. 

“172.  If  the  company  is  licensed  under  The  Insurance  Report  by 
Act ,  1917,  the  liquidator  shall  report  to  the  Superintendent  liquidator 
of  Insurance  once  in  every  six  months,  or  oftener  as  the  inteJdentPeof 
Superintendent  requires,  on  the  condition  of  the  affairs  of  instance.  ° 
the  company,  with  such  particulars  as  the  Superintendent 
requires. 

“173.  Publication  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  the  ^>fub(|^atiofn 
official  gazette  of  each  province,  and  in  two  newspapers  proceedings, 
published  at  or  nearest  to  the  place  where  the  head  office 
of  chief  agency  in  Canada,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the 
company  is  situate,  of  notice  of  any  proceedings  of  which, 
under  this  Act,  creditors  should  be  notified,  shall  be  sufficient 
notice  to  holders  of  policies  in  respect  of  which  no  notice 
of  claim  has  been  received. 

“174.  Nothing  in  this  Part  shall  prejudice  or  affect  the  ^^yof 
priority  of  any  mortgage,  lien  or  charge  upon  the  property  claims  not 
of  the  company.”  affected.

No.  6,  1926-27 . 

2.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  S2r^°n’^’f^*94 
there  may  be  paid  and  applied  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  ¥927-28. 
the  whole  two  hundred  million,  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-one  thousand,  three  hundred  and  thirty  dollars 
and  ninety-four  cents  towards  defraying  the  several 
charges  and  expenses  of  the  public  service,  from  the  first 
day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-seven, 
to  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-eight,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  being 
the  amount  of  each  of  the  several  items,  less  deductions, 
set  forth  in  Schedule  A  to  this  Act. 

3. 
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3.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund 
there  may  be  paid  and  applied  a  sum  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  twenty-two  million,  five  hundred  and  eighteen 
thousand,  five  hundred  dollars  towards  defraying  the 
several  charges  and  expenses  of  the  public  service,  from 
the  first  day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-seven,  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  not  otherwise  provided  for 
and  set  forth  in  Schedule  B  to  this  Act. 

4.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund 
there  may  be  paid  and  applied  a  sum  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  eleven  million,  six  hundred  and  thirty-four 
thousand,  eight  hundred  and  one  dollars  and  twelve 
cents  towards  defraying  the  several  charges  and  expenses

Therefore  it  is  declared  and  enacted,  that  the  Governor 
in  Council  may  authorize  the  raising  of  the  sum  above 
mentioned  as  required  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  maturing 
loans  raised  for  war  or  demobilization  purposes  and  other 
maturing  loans  and  obligations  of  Canada,  and  for  public

6.  A  detailed  account  of  the  sums  expended  under  the 
authority  of  this  Act  shall  be  laid  before  the  House  of 
Commons  of  Canada  during  the  first  fifteen  days  of  the 
then  next  session  of  Parliament.
